TO TAKE Fis iP PINES, 


Ultimatum of American-Commission- 
ers to Representatives of Spain, 


Willing to Compensate For 
“Pacific Expenditures.” 


Spanish Commissioners Dissatisfied, and Walt- 
ing For Advices Froin Madrid. 


Paris, Nov. 
commissioners, 


1.—The American peace 
each of them carrying a 
portfolio containing records and per- 
sonal memodanda, left their headquar- 
ters in the Continental hotel for the 
meeting with the Spanish commission- 
ers at the foreign office shortly before 
2 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

The health of the president of the 
Spanish commission, Mr. Rios, had im- 
proved to the extent of enabling him 
to attend the meeting. 

The Americans were removing their 
wraps when the Spaniards entered the 
ante-room, and polite and cordial greet- 
ings were exchanged as the two groups, 
comingling, passed through the grand 
salon and entered the conference cham- 
ber. 

Secretary Moore, upon the request of 
Judge Day, passed to Mr. Farguson, the 
interpreter, the formulated demands of 
the United States regarding the Philip- 
pines, which were read to the Spaniards 
in their own tongue by a rapid rendering 
from the English, in which they were 
written. Aithough the Spanish commis- 
sionets did not betray any anxiety their 
attention to the reading was keen. They 
had anticipated that the United States 
would take over the islands; but the 
terms and details of the transfer had.all 
along been a subject*of speculation. 

The reading disclosed the fact that the 
United States government had deter- 
mined to possess for itself certain terri- 
tory and parcels of land bounded by and 
lying within such parallels of latitude 
and longitude as marked the limits of 
the Philippine archipelago. The United 
States do not purpose assuming the 
Philippine debt of $40,000,000, but they 
are willing to be responsible to Spain 
for a sum of money equal to the actual 
expenditures by Spain in the Philip- 
pines for the advantage of the islands 
and for the good of their people, for 
permanent betterments and for im- 
provements both physical and mental. 

The reading of the presentment speci- 
fies that the United States will reimburse 
Spain to the extent of her “pacific ex- 
pencgures” made in the archipelago. 
This phrase ‘‘pacific expenditures” is 
employed to differentiate the expendi- 
tures by Spain in combating insurrec- 
tions in the Philippines. The one is felt 
by the American commissioners to be 
a fair burden upon the acquiring power; 
while the other, and latter class of ex- 
penditures, is held to have been iogically 
assumed by Spain as the inevitable 
hazard to a nation resorting to arms to 
enforce order in its own territory. 

Such is the determinative, and there- 
for, the vital portion of the presentment 
made by the American commissioners; 
and it is to be observed that, while the 
main proposition as to possession and 
financial responsibility is clear and defi- 
nite, many details have been left to the 
developments of the discussion between 
the two commissions. Thus, while the 
Spaniards are quite certain that the 
United States intend to reimburse them 
for “pacific expenditures,” they remark 
that they are not enlightened as to 
whether the Americans expect to en- 
dorse the Spanish obligations to the ex- 
tent of “pacific expenditures” in the 
archipelago or whether they will hand 
Spain a lump sum of gold large enough 
to cover Spain's outlay so designated. 

Possibly the American commissioners 
themselves are not at this momenf fully 
determined on this point. It is unlikely, 
however, that the Americans will care 
to become identified in the slightest de- 
gree with Spain in her responsibility to 
hercreditors. The clearer method seems 
to be to hand to Spain spot cash, or 
something as good, and to bid her apply 
it on her debts by whatever name known, 
or to put it in her wallet for whatever 
use she may elect. 

While the United States have desig- 
nated “pacific expenditures’ as those 
they will reimburse to Spain, the pre- 
gentment of the American commission- 
ers did not demand elther a schedule or 
an inventory of the same from the Span- 
fards. But the suggestion naturally 
raises an inquiry as to the kind and 
quantity of Spain’s “pacific expendi- 
tures” in the Philippines; and some light 
may be given on that matter now. 

Possible “Pacific Expenditures.” 

There is considerable traffic between 
the islands, and some time ago asystem 
of lighthouses became necessary. Spain 
set out to supply this and projected 48 
light stations. Of these she has already 
constructed 17 of the first-class and 16 
of the second. What they cost is not 
yet known here; but in American waters 
those of the first-class cost from $25,000 
to $250,000 each; so that, on an average 
basis of the minimum cost in the United 
States, Spain's 33 lighthouses may repre- 
sent an outlay of $825,000. 

Spain has constructed breakwaters at 
Manila, at an expense not yet known 
here, and wharves of small value along 
the Pasig river. She has recently built 
barracks for 4000 men, now occupied by 
American troops, the cost of which 1s 
not yet ascertainable. 

At Cavite Spain had built a naval sta- 
tion, which, before it was sacked by the 

natives, was said to be equal to the Mare 
island station, and may, then, have been 
worth $2.500.000. Whether or not the last 


two items can be strictly aesignatea 
“pacific expenditures” must be de- 
termined in conference, but the light- 
houses, water improvemenis, barracks 
and naval station are necessary to the 
United States as the owner of the Philip- 
pines and are deemed worth a fair price. 
Spain has also built some schoolhouses, 
which the American are willing to take 
over at cost. 

The Spanish commissioners listened 
attentively, though not without some 
evidences of impatience and surprise at 
the financial suggestions in the Ameri- 
can presentment, and finally asked until 
Friday to consult the Madrid govern- 
ment and make reply. 


Adjournment was then taken to that 
day. After the conference dissolved the 
Spanish commissioners expressed the 
opinion that the American demands 
would create in Spain, as they had upon

legality of them. 

The S;anish commissioners now feel 
that the United States, to all intents 
and purposes, have not offered any 
financial inducement to Spain to cede by 
treaty any part of the Philippines. Had 
the American commissioners even of- 
fered to take over the entire Philippine 
debt of $10,000,000 the Spaniards affect to 
feel that it would have been as nothing, 
and they regard yesterday’s propositions 
as so meagye as not to warrant evena 
schedule of Spain's “pacific expendi- 
tures” In the archipelago. 


The Proper Course- 

London, Nov. 1—The Times editorially 
this morning expresses its frank satis- 
faction at the decision of the United 
States commissioners to take the Phil- 
ippines. It says: “The arrangement 
is undoubtedly the best that could be 
made both for the inhabitants and for 
all interested in the trade and progress 
of the far east. Upon this point, as 
upon others, Spain has no choice but to 
yield, as her warmest partisans no 
longer maintain that she has either the 
means or the wish to renew the war. 

The same tirrestible logic of facts con- 
trols the question of the Cuban debt. 
The United States can dictate their own 
terms. At the same time we are bound 
to draw attention to the serious conse- 
quences of the policy upon which the 
American delegates have insisted.” 

The editorial then proceeds to back up 
the recent contention of its Paris cor- 
respondent, who has argued that Spain 
could only meet the Cuban debt by sac- 
rificing her foreign bondholders, “‘who, 
by a strange anomaly, would thus have 
to pay for the independence of Cuba.” 

The Daily News editorially echoes the 
views of The Times regarding the Phil- 
ippines, and says: “For Great Britain 
the American retention of the areni- 
pelago should be nothing but a gain. 
In saying this we assume that the United 
States will not extend their exclusive 
tariff laws to the colonies, but will show 
the manufacturers of the world free 
access,” 


REED STILL AT LARGE, 


Notorious Bunco Man a Slippery Cus- 
tomer For Police Officia's. 

Worcester, Mass., Nov. 1.—John Reed, 
the famous bunco man, is still a very 
much unknown quantity. ‘His quiet dis- 
appearance from the Sherwood House 
Sunday night was effective, and since 
Officer Abbott left him inhis room at the 
hotel nothing has been heard of the 
whereabouts of the much-wanted man. 

Abbott appeared in court yesterday 
morning, with the intelligence that he 
brought Reed to Worcester Sunday af- 
ternoon, but he was unable to bring him 
into court. 

Mrs. Reed, who appeared overcome 
when she learned of her husbard’s sud- 
den leave-taking, has recovered suf- 
ficiently to return to Boston, leaving this 
city on an early evening train last night. 
Officer Abbott, too, went back to Charles- 
town for a conference with Warden 
Bridges at the state prison. 

There have been absolutely no develop- 
ments in the case so far as locating the 
man is concerned. Local police of- 
ficials are of the opinion that Reed will 
be a very hard man to locate, In view of 
the many influential friends that his past 
experience has shown him to possess in 
different parts of the country. 


Of Benefit to Trade. 

Washington, Nov. 1, — Ambassador 
Hitchcock at St. Petersburg has been in 
communication with the state depart- 
ment regarding the establishment of 
steamship communication between the 
United States and Russia with a view 
to an increase of trade between the two 
countries. Arrangements have been 
made with the United Steamship com- 
pany at Copenhagen to establish a line 
direct between Russia and the United 
States. The vessels will make experi- 
mental runs between St. Petersburg, 
Riga and New York.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards, 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to Q, and today’s 
instalment is the first of the Rs:

Further Enlivened by Exposure of 
an Alleged “Selling Out,” 


Van Wyck and Hill Hammer 
at “Canal Scandals.” 


Black Puts In Good Words For McKinley, 
Alger and Roosevelt. 


Williamsport, Pa., Nov. 1.—More fuel 
was added to the flame of Pennsylvania's 
furious campaign last night when Dr. 
5. C. Swallow, the “honest government” 
candidate for governor, boldly 
charged that Democratic State Chair- 
man J. M. Garman had made a propo- 
sition to Senator Quay to “‘sell out’ the 
Btate Democracy. In support of his 
accusation, Dr. Swallow produced an 
affidavit sworn to by E. C. Miller, a 
travelling man of this city. Miller 
BWears that on Sept. 8 last he metona 
train, between Williamsport and Phila- 
delphia, Charles E. Keck, a Wilkesbarre 
lawyer, who told him he was on his way 
to see Quay with a message from Gar- 
man. Keck, being a Republican, ex- 
plained his selection thus: “Garman 
told me that he had lots of men in the 
Democratie party, but none that he 
could trust with a mission of that kind. 
The proposition is that if certain legis- 
lation and favors in certain counties are 
given to Garman he will insure those 
counties for Stone, and he will offer pos- 
itive evidence that he can deliver the 

goods.” W. A. Stone is the Quay candi- 
date for governor. 

Miller alleges that they went together 
to the Republican state committee's 
headquarters, but Senator Quay was in 
Atlantic City and Keck went after him. 
When they met in Philadelphia the next 
day Keck told Miller, the latter swears, 
that he had “laid the proposition before 
the old man and he thought well of it,” 
and he was then arranging a meeting 
between Quay and Garman. 

Dr. Swallow said that Mr. 
statement was corroborated on many 
points by documentary evidence, and 
that Mr. Miller voluntarily related the 
story. The doctor said he made it pub- 
lic at this time in response to the recent 
denunciation of him by Chairman Gar- 
man in his denial of the charge made by 
Dr. Swallow that the leaders of the 
Democratic party had sold out to “the 
Quay machine.” 

Harrisburg, Nov. 1.—Senator Quay 
passed through here late last night on 
his way from Philadelphia to his home 
in Beaver. Shown the charges made by 
Dr. Swall4éw of a proposition from 
Democratic State Chairman Garman to 
“sell out’ to Quay, the senator said: 
“The charges are absolutely untrue. I 
have never had an interview with either 
Mr. Keck or Mr. Garman.” 


IN THE EMPIRE STATE. 


Van Wyck, Hill and Black Talk Upon 
Topics of Tuterest. 

New York, Nov. 1—Governor Black's 
first speech in this campaign was de- 
livered at the Lenox Lyceum last night, 
under the auspices of the Plaza Republi- 
can club. The govermor was received 
with deafening cheers. Governor Black 
#aid in part: 

“To the small, benighted, lamplit mind 
the glories of the sun are lost in con- 
templation of its spots. The trouble is 
that too many lamp-tenders have turned 
astronomers, too many fault-finders 
have turned statesmen. 

“We are now at a time and place 
where we must decide whether we shall 
attempt to measure by these rules the 
gigantic operations of the national gov- 
ernment during the last year. In all 
the career of the American people there 
is no single event which has more fully 
illustrated the American character than 
the war with Spain. The spring had 
fully opened before the war begun, the 
summer was not ended before the war 
was closed—and yet these great achieve- 
ments on so vast a scale wrought on the 
field of international war are marked 
by sacrifices whose smallness seems in- 
credible. In all the conflict less than 
3000 died from any cause. Of the 250,- 
000 men who served their country, 247,000 
are now alive. You cried for war with 
such resistless fervor that you forced 
the president into it unprepared. In 
less than four months he brought you 
out of it, victorious. Have you so soon 
made up your minds not to sustain 
him? 

“And with him through all this tem- 
pest stood one whom I shall name because 
he has so often suffered at the hands of 
the unthinking and the unjust—a hero 
in the last war, a 
courageous, upright, the secretary of 
war has stood, performing his duty and 
has not been swerved therefrom either 
by the perils of war or the aspersions of 
his countirymen.” 

The governor then proceeded to con- 
sider state issues and recall what Re- 
publican administration had done for 
the state during the past four years, such 
as completing the capitol building, pre- 
tenting the destruction of the forests, 
enacting a primary law and reducing the 
rate of taxation. With reference to the 
canal question he gaid: 

“In one respect at least the course of 
the present adjministration will be adopt- 
ed and pursued. The subject I mean is 
the investigation of the canals. Noman 
should be excused if found to be guilty, 
and no man should be marked without 
sufficient proof. When once the evi- 
dence is clear no considerations will re- 
tard for a single day the just and proper 
disposition of the case. The subject 
shall be so left that no matter who my 
successor may be he will not be per- 
mitted to choose whether he will pro- 
ceed. He will be compelled to proceed.” 

In concluding his speech Governor 
Black said: 
@eclare whether Theodore Roosevelt 
shall be elected governor, who, some 
think, may prove to be too honest, or 
Tammany hall, against whom that 
charge at least has never yet been made.” 

He admonished his hearers to found 
their politics upon the broad lines of the 
country’s welfare. 

Augustus Van Wyck and David B. 
Hill addressed an audience of nearly

3000 people in Utica last night. Judge 
Van Wyck was the first speaker of the 
menting, He said: 

“There are some evidences that our 
opponents have of late become con- 
vinced that state issues have a little to 
do with the coming election in this 
state. The present lieutenant governor 
and member of the canal board and can- 
didate for re-efection has even gone so 
gar as to inform his hearers that the 
special report on the canal made by the 
commission appointed by Governor 
Black, when rightly read, is rather an 
approval than a condemnation of the 
manner in which the $9,000,000 voted by 
the people for the improvement of our 
waterways has been disposed of.” 

Then the speaker referred to the al- 
leged interruption by the audience of 
Lieutenant Governor Woodruff's speech 
at a recent Republican meeting in 
Rochester; declared that an attempt had 
been made to present ‘a false and con- 
temptible defense of the canaloutrages,” 
and claimed that the lieutenant gov- 
ernor in his remarks had slandered the 
members of the canal commission. Con- 
tinuing, he said: 

“Desperate indeed must be this cabal 
in their efforts to continue in control 
of our state government when they re- 
sort to such an infamous effort to blind 
the people and to stay their anger until 
Nov. 8 Can it be wondered that the 
honest indignation of the audience upon 
which they sought to impose should rise 
in open revolt and should not permit the 
speaker to continue? 

“IT stand before you as the candidate 
of the Democratic party, but not as that 
alone. Iam pledged to a work of need- 
ed reform, to a vindication of the prin- 
ciples of administration that concern 
all honest men, irrespective of partisan- 
ship, to the striking down ofundisguised 
robbery in the public life of the state, 
to the bringing to bear on the forces of 
the state of simple honesty, to the re- 
assertion of home rule rights for every 
city in the state, to the defense unim- 
paired of personal liberty against a sys- 
tem of repression which depe snds upon 
the spy for its enforcement and devotes 
public revenues to the enrichment of 
spoilsmen, and to the carrying out in 
good faith of the civil service laws of the 
state.” 

Ex-Senator Hill's speech was along the 
lines of that delivered at Brooklyn. 
Among the new features he ridic uled the 
Roosevelt party as a wild west show, 
and said the war wasover. He madea 
strong plea for Van Wyck as one who 
would follow in the footsteps of Marcy, 
Tilden and Seymour. He reviewed the 
services of noted Democrats in the late 
war and when some one asked: “How 
about Bryan” Mr. Hill reviewed Bryan's 
services in the field, and closed by 
predicting the election of Van Wyck. 


Middie-Roaders Shat Out, 

Denver, Nov. 1.—The time allowed by 
the law for making changes in the state 
tickets expired at midnight, with 10 
state ticketsin the field. The middle-of- 
the-road Populists will have no state 
ticket. The court decided at the last 
moment that the party has no standing. 
There are only four candidates for gov- 
ernor. Charles S. Thomas (Dem.) heads 
the Democratic- -People’s party; Teller, 
silver Republican, national Populist and 
Liberty union tickets; Henry R. Wol- 
cott heads the Republican, silver Repub- 
lican (anti-Teller) and western Republi- 
can tickets. The ather two candidates 
for governor are Robert H. Reso, Pro- 
hibition, and Nixon Elliot, Socialist- 
Labor. 


Hawley Sure of Votes. 

Hartford, Nov. 1—Republican pri- 
maries were held in each ward in this 
city last night. A large vote was polled 
and the result is the election of between 
60 and 70 Hawley delegates out of a total 
of 83. This insures the nomination of 
a senator and two representatives from 
this city to the general assembly who 
will vote for Hawley for United States 
senator to succeed himself. 


Hanna's Opinion. 

Cleveland, Nov. 1—Senator M. A. 
Hanna, discussing the probable result 
of the coming state election, said yes- 
terday: ‘I am of the opinion that there 
will be a slight falling off in the Repub- 
lican majority in Ohio from last year's 
figures. The reports from the state 
committees are very favorable, however, 
and I am sure that the party will be 
victorious in this state." 


To Have New Hin, 

New Britain, Conn., Nov. 1—At a 
meeting of National league polo mag- 
nates held in this city, W. M. Harris of 
Bridgeport relinquished his franchise 
for that city, and it was later trans- 
ferred to the Bridgeport Polo and Amuse- 
ment company, represented by Thomas 
E. Guest of Waterbury. It was stated 
that Frank Seelee of Boston would 
manage the club, and that a new rink 
would be built. An application for a 
franchise in Fall River was received, 
but it was placed on file. President 
Morse was chosen to represent the league 
in the national board of directors.

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Ten Women Claim to Have Been Wedden 
by a Chicago Prisoner. 

Chicago, Nov. 1.—A Bridewell prisoner 
of many aliases has been identified as 
the original of a picture forw arded from 
Wheeling as the likeness of Jacob Adolph 
Huff, who is suspected of complicity in 
causing the death of Mrs. Jacob Hoh, 
to whom he was married on April 15, 
and whose death occurred two months 
later. The prisoner is known at the 
Bridewell as Martin Doty, with several 
aliases. The letter enclosing the picture 
was received by the Chicago police 
Saturday and was signed by Rev. Her- 
man Haase of Wheeling. Mr. Haase 
said Jacob Adolph Huff married Mys. 
Hoh, a widow, April 15, 1895. Two months 
later the woman died suddenly, and the 
day after her burial Huff disappeared. 
His clothing and watch were found on 
a bank of the Ohio river, and it was 
thought grief had caused him to commit 

suicide. 

The discovery that he had drawn $900 
from the bank and pawned his wife's 
jewelry caused the Wheeling authorities 
to change their mind and an examina- 
tion of the woman's body was made. It 
was discovered, the clergyman’s letter 
indicated, that she had not died a natural 
death. A week ago Mr. Haase, after 
reading of the arrest of a polygamist in 
Chicago, one of whose aliases was Hoh, 
sent the picture. Yesterday detectives 
recognized Doty as the original of the 
picture. 

Doty denied having ever been in 
Wheeling. He has been in Bridewell 
several weeks. Nearly a month ago it 
was discovered that he was wanted in 
Milwaukee for bigamy. An investiga- 
tion developed that at least 10 women 
claimed him as their husband. He was 
not suspected of murder until Rev. Mr. 
Haase’s le tter arrived. 


Two Were Killed. 

Winnipeg, Man., Nov. 1.—The special 
naval train was derailed east of Rat 
Portage at 1:30 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon by a broken rail. The tender, two 
baggage cars and three colonist cars 
went over an embankment 10 feet high. 
Frank Fleckney and Williag Miller, 
boys from the training ship Agincourt, 
of Chatham, Eng., were killed; Samuel 
Harrison, stoker, of Edinburgh, and 
Thomas Burns, seaman, were injured; 
also a man named Smith from Papineau- 
ville, P. Q., who was stealing a ride. 

Halifax, Nov. 1—The naval train 
wrecked near Rat Portage left Halifax 
Thursday night on the arrival of the 
steamer Carthaginian from Liverpool 
with drafts for the British Pacific 
squadron. The train carried 133 sailors 
and 11 officers. The train was made 
up under imperial government officers’ 
inspection and was being rushed to its 
destination in view of the Anglo-French 
controversy.

Washington, Nov. 1—The Civil Ser- 
vice Reform league has sent a letter to 
the president expressing its hope that 
he will not, as reported in the public 
press, withdraw a number of places now 
filled by civil service methods from the 
scope of the civil service rules. The 
letter expresses the leauge’s belief in 
“the certainty that such changes will 
be greeted alike by the friends and 
enemies of the merit system as a step 
backward, and the first step backward 
avowedly taken by the executive branch 
of the government since the civil service 
law took effect.” 


Aapeae to Disagree. 

Yokohama, Nov. 1.—The whole cabinet 
has resigned, the ministers being unable 
to agree upon the question of filling the 
portfolio of education. Thus the first 
attempt at party government in Japan 
has proveda failure. It is probable that 
the next cabinet will be a coalition of 
Liberals and Clan leaders. 

Death of Dr. Duncan.

Worcester, Mass., Nov. 2.—A large au- 
dience greeted Senator Hoar, Congress- 
man Moody and Speaker Bates in Me- 
chanics’ hall last evening. Charles T. 
Talman, chairman of the Republican 
city committee, introduced Senator 
Hoar. Three hundred Republican lead- 
ers occupied seats upon the platform 
with the speakers. 

Congressman Moody spoke of the good 
record of Congressman Jose *ph H. Walk- 
er during the past 12 years, and urged 
his audience to return him to his seat 
in the house. 

All of the 
its causes 


speakers spoke of the war, 
and consequences, and the 
probable result in territorial expansion. 

Senator Hoar Said: This year hus 
been crowded with history and crowded 
with glory. It is also, to my mind, 
crowded with danger. The flag of Spain, 
formerly the proudest power on earth 
since the day of the Roman empire, has 
gone down in darkness and in blood be- 
fore the victorious navy and army of the 
United States.

the United States has 
eastern sky like a new 
constellation, Let us not accept the 
duties and responsibilities of this vic- 
tory in any temper of vulgar vain-glory, 
still less of a vulgar greed of power or of 
gain. 

The United States comes to these op- 
pressed people, east and west, as a great 
deliverer. The American people are not 
talking or thinking today, unless I mis- 
understand the temper of my country- 
men, of what they are to gain, but of 
what the people they have delivered are 
to gain. To deal with this great oc- 
casion by talking about coaling stations 
and trade advantages degrades and be- 
littles it. We have not overthrown 
Spain, we have not periled the precious 
lives of our sons, that we may add to our 
possessions, or that we may make money 
out, of our new relations. 

But yet the first duty of the Ameri- 
can people isin themselves. And when 
I say this I say it in no spirit of selfish- 
ness or of indifference to the welfare of 


mankind. On the contrary I believe 
that the highest service the American 


people can render mankind and to lib- 
erty is to preserve unstained find un- 
changed the republic as it came to us 
from the fathers. 

The danger is that we are to be trans- 
formed from a republic founded on the 
Declaration of Independence, guided by 
the counsels of Washington—the hope 
of the poor, the refuge of the oppressed— 
into a vulgar, commonplace empire 
founded upon physical force, controlling 
subject races and vassal states, in which 
inevitably our class must forever rule 
and other classes must forever obey. 

I, for one, am not dazzled by the ex- 
ainple of England. The institutions of 
England, which have enabled her to 
govern successfully distant colonies and 
subject states are founded, as Mr. Glad- 
stone pointed out, on the doctrine of in- 
equality. 

Why,

fellow citizens, already we are 
utterances from the platform 
and from the press, and, I am sorry to 
say, from the pulpit, which show how 
already our old doctrines of freedom are 
being forgotten. 

It is said that Porto Rico is already 
ours. It may be that Porto Rico is 
to become ours; but there is no authority 
under the constitution of the United 
States to acquire any foreign territory 
save by a treaty approved by the senate 
by a two-thirds vote, by an act of 
legislation in which the president, the 
house of representatives and the senate 
must unite. We are told that it is 
proposed té purchase 10,000,000 of people 
and a thousand islands, 10,000 miles away 
from this spot where we are gathered. 

But under what doctdine ever yet 
heard on the soil of America are peoples 
—men, women and children—to be 
bought and sold like sheep. It is said 
that the Philippine islands are already 
ours by the right of conquest. We hold, 
so far, but a single port in that group 
of islands, containing, it is said, 10,000, - 
000 of people—I suppose nobody knows 
what their numbers are or whether 
there are not 15,000,000 instead of 10,- 
000,000. For one, I deny this alleged 
right of conquest. 

Human beings—men, women and chil- 
dren, peoples—are not to be won as 
spoils of war or prizes in battle. It may 
be that such a doctrine finds a place in 
the ancient and barbarous laws of war. 
But it has no place under the American 
constitution. It has no place where the 
declaration of independence is a living 
reality. It has no place in the code of 
morals of the people of the United States. 

I have stated elsewhere the considera- 
tions which, in my judgment, warranted 
the acquisition of Hawaii. It is 5000 
miles over the sea from Hawaii to the 
Philippine islands. But further still, 
far as the east is from the west, are the 
foctrines and principles which are ap- 
plicable to the two cases. Hawaii came 
to us with the consent of her own gov- 
prnment, the only government capable 
pf maintaining itself there for any con- 
siderable length of time. We held al- 
ready the chief harbor and strong place 
of Hawaii. Her islands, except the 
American and European population, 3ll

Labor Question Bids Fair to Make Trouble In 
the Near Future, 


Santiago, Nov. 2—General Wood au- 
thorizes the statement that there has not 
been a case of yellow fever in Santiago 
city during the last 60 days, and that 
the ordinary sickness during the same 
peviod has been 90 percent less than 
usual at this season ofthe year. Inview 
of the fact that a good many people have 
been unnecessarily frightened by fic- 
titious tales of suffering, General Wood 
asks that hereafter all applicants to the 
various societies for aid be referred to 
him. If the case is a really necessitous 
ore he will endorse the application. 
General Wood does not wish to be under- 
Stood as saying that no private assist- 
ance is wanted in Santiago. On the 
contrary, much will still be needed, 
though the present supply is ample for 
prevent contingencies, 

He warmly commends the Red Cross 
society for continuous help and for sup- 
plies which have been effectively dis- 
tributed. 

It is now expected that within the next 
15 days the staff of the yellow fever hos- 
pital will be abolished. It has been 
maintained merely to care for a few 
suspected and as the cooler 
weather is now here its further services 
are not nee@ed. 

The leading Cubans are very anxious 
to have their people return to work. 
They are preparing plans to be laid be- 
fore the Washington government that 
will enable all insurgents who are willing 
to work to get employment in building 
railways in various parts of the island. 
The idea would be to pay for the lines by 
local taxation, the roads thus becoming 
government property and eventually 
reverting to the Cubans. It is believed 
that 10,000 men now idle can be given 
regular emy oyment inthis way. 

The transport Port Victor, which 
leaves today for the United States, will 
carry a number of sick to Hampton 
Roads and t> New York city. She will 
also take many bodies of United States 
soldiers killed in action. These have 
been placed in hermetically sealed cof- 
fins. 

Fears are expressed here that the for- 
mer Spanish cruiser Infanta Maria 
Teresa, which left Guantanamo bay on 
Saturday for the United States, accom- 
panied by the repair ship Vulcan, may 
have met with a hurricane on Sunday 
night. 

Telegraph wires will be stretched im- 
mediately to Holguin, to bring the regi- 
ment station there into immediate com- 
munication with headquarters here. 

Santiago newspapers are asking Gen- 
eral Wood to appoint a civillan mayor 
of the city, and he will probably desig- 
naye Leonardo Ros, who was mayor un- 
der the Spanish regime, and was ap- 
pointed by General Shafter the first 
civil governor after the American oc- 
cupation, holding the office for several 
weeks. Senor Ros is a Cuban by birth. 
Formerly he was an autonomist, but at 
present he is apparently identified with 
the extremist section of the Cuban party. 

A representative negro has written a 
letter to Genera! Wood, demanding that 
the négroes, who, he says, constitute a 
large majority of the population of the 
province, shall be given their rights, and 
announcing his intention to form a labor 
party composed of blacks. A party that 
will labor is really what is wanted here, 
General Wood asserting that if the peo- 
ple of the district will not work he will 
authorize the immigration of foreign 
miners and workmen. Matters cannot 
remain longer at a standstill.

Washington, Nov. 2.—The Hist has ar- 
rived at Santiago. The Marblehead has 
sailed from League island for Boston.

Evacuation Is Progressing. 

Havana, Nov. 2.—Senor Girauta, sec- 
retary of the Spanish evacuation com- 
mission, yesterday delivered to the 
American commissioners two notes, 
one authorizing Dr. Laine to inspect the 
sanitary condition of the Spanish mili- 
tary hospital in Havana, with a view to 
a report, and the other announcing the 
sailing from Gibarara, province of San- 
tiago, Oct. 29, of the transports San 
Ygnacio and Notre Dame du Sal, each 
carrying 1000 troops’ with officers, all 
belonging to the Holguin division. The 
note further states that General Luque 
will remain until the last soldier is ready 
to go. The steamer Chateua Lafite 
eniled from this port today for Gibarara 
to complete the evacuation. 

The members of the various United 
States commissioners and their staffs 
went to the Colon cemetery today to 
place wreathes upon the graves where 
lie the remains of the Maine victims. 
A committee of young Cuban ladies sent 
five baskets of flowers to the hotel 
Trotcha to be used in the cemetery. 


Chap ain House's Resignation. 

Boston, Nov. 2.—The resignation of 
Chaplain House of the Fifth Massa- 
chusetts regiment, now at Camp Meade, 
has been disapproved by Colonel Whit- 
ney, who endorses the application: “The 
services of this officer have been of such 
inestimable value that I feel the inter- 
ests of the regiment require that he be 
retained.” Chaplain House's church in 
Attleboro has also declined to accept his 
resignation so that he can remain in the 
army, and the clergyman’s position is 
peculiar.

London, Nov. 2.—The Paris correspon- 
dent of The Daily France | 
will retire from Fashoda unconditional- ;

Baron de Courcel, whose term as French 
ambassador in London expired long ago, 
but who has held on to conduct n€gotia- 
tions affecting Egypt, will now be re-| 
called; and no haste will be shown to 
appoint with a view of 
making French resentment at Ifritish 
action, for England has almost taken} 
the place of Germany as the object of 
French hatred. 

The Paris correspondent of The Times 
says: Baron de Courcel gathered from} 
a conversation held after the last Brit- 
ish cabinet council that Lord Salisbury’s 
attitude had undergone a change, the 
British premier insisting that it was im- 
possible to disregard public opinion in 
England, and that nothing could be done 
until Fashoda was evacuated. So faras| 
French public opinion is concerned there 
is not the slightest idea of going to war 
for Fashoda; and any government doing 
so would be regarded as a government of | 
imbeciles. 

The war office has issued a semi-offi- 
cial notification in which it says it does] 
not object to the papers announcing} 
military and naval preparations in gen-| 
eral terms, but points out that it would| 
be “unpatriotic to publish specific de- 
tails that might be useful to a possible 
foe."’ 

The Daily Graphic says this morning: 
We learn from an official source in Paris 
that Captain Banatier bears instruc- 
tions to Major Marchand to return to 
Fashoda and then to withdraw his ex- 
pedition in the direction of the Upper 
Ubanghi river, evacuating Fashoda and 
the five posts established east of the 
frontier indicated in the Anglo-German 
agreement. 

The Egyptian government will be in- 
vited to send troops to accompany Major 
Marchand as he retires from the Bahr- 
el-Ghazel territory and to reoccupy the} 
posts as they are evacuated by the 
French officer, thus solving the diffi- 
culty concerning Major Marchand’s|} 
revictualment. 

When Major Marchand's rétirement is 
fully accomplished, negotiations, based 
on proposals submitted by Baron de 
Courcel to Great Britain, will be opened. 
France is disposed to recognize frankly 
that the reconquest of Omdurman com- 
pletely changes the situation as it ex- | 
isted when Major Marchand was in- 
structed to proceed to the Nile. The 
French government will even state that, 
had Major Marchand been aware of the 
khedivial advance, he would not have 
pushed his mission so far east. 

These intentions have not yet been of- | 
ficially imparted to Great Britain, but | 
they probably will be before Major | 
Marchand's evacuation commences. 

There is no noticeable cessation in 
England's preparations and the officials 
are confident of the country’s ability to] 
meet all emergencies. There were 
large shipme uns, shells, and ware 
stores to Malta and Gibraltar yesterday.

DUPUY AT THE HELM. 


New Cabinet Promises Introduction of 
Progressive Measures. 

Paris, Nov. 2.—President Faure last 
evening signed the decree constituting 
the cabinet formed by M. Dupuy. M. 
Dupuy had a long conference with his 
colleagues and discussed all pending 
domestic and foreign questions. The 
ministers reached a complete accord re- 
garding the past attitude of Foreign 
Minister Delcasse toward the Fashoda 
question and as to the policy he pro- 
posed for the future. They approved 
also the taxation reform proposal of 
Minister of Finance Peytral. 


CHARLES DUPUY. 

It was agreed that the ministerial 
statement of policy, on the reassembling 
of parliament, should declare that the 
present constitution of the cabinet was 
meant to mark a further stage in the 
complete union of the whole Republi- 
can party and should promise the intro- 
duction of progressive measures as, for 
instance, old age pensions, and similar 
bills. 

As regards the Dreyfus question, the 
cabinet bows to the decision of the court 
of cassation and will aid the work of 
justice. 


Cannot Open Brauches. 

New York, Nov. 2,—On Oct. 21 last ex- 
Centroller of the Currency Hepburn, 
now vice president of the National City 
bank, wrote the present controller at 
Washington, Charles G. Dawes, asking 
whether or not, with propriety and con- 
sistently with law, any modification 
could be made in the ruling of the con- 
troller’s office forbidding the opening 
of branches by national banks within 
city limits. Yesterday Mr. Hepburn re- 
ceived from Controller Dawes a reply 
to his letter in which the controller says 
that “it would seem that the question 
is settled in the negative by reference to 
the revised statutes of the United 
States." The controller then goes on in 
detail to point out how this section, to 
his mind, clearly settles the matter ad- 
versely. 


Western Railways In Debt. 

Denver, Nov. 2.—A suit for foreclosure 
of mortgage and sale of the entire prop- 
erty of the Southwest End Railway com- 
pany has been filed by the Central Trust 
company in the United States circuit 
Petition is made for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver and an injunction to 
restrain the present officers from inter- 
fering with the future management of 
the road. The mortgage is for $300,000, 
interest on which has been in default 
Since 1894. The Southwest End railway 
{s 10 miles long and runs into the suburbs 
of the city. A decree was entered inthe 
district court yesterday ordering the 
sale of the Colfax Electric railway, an- 
other suburban street car line, to satisfy 
defaulted bonds and interest to the 
amount of $216,000. 


For Allowing Reed to Escape. 

Boston, Nov. 2.—Officer J. L. Abbott of 
the Charlestown prison, who is account- 
able for the escape of John Reed, the 
bunco man, at Worcester, Sunday night, 
was suspended yesterday by Warden 
Bridges. A report on the case will be 
forwarded ty the prison commissioners, 
and it wili then fall on them to decide 
whether or not he is a proper man to re- 
main in the employ of the state. Warden 
Bridges has offered a reward of $200 for 
the recapture of Reed. The warden has 
also sent Deputy Allen te Worcester for 
the purpose of obtaining all the informa- 
tion possible relating to the escape of 
Reed and to make a thorough investiga- 
tion to see if there was any prearranged 
plan made for the escape. 

Took French Leave. 

Rockland, Me., Nov. 2. — William 
3arnes, an inmate of the state prison in- 
Sane asylum, made his escape yester- 
day while at work in a cabbage field un- 
der the charge of Officer Moody. Barnes 
was not a convict, yet is considered a 
dangerous man. He has served two 
sentences in the prison, being the first

soldier upon his back and a mortgage 
of $500 about his little neck? 

These things age involved in this wild 
and impassionate cry for empire. And 
these questions will be answered by the 
American people before we enter upon 
that crusade. For myself, I disbelieve 
and hate the notion that the American 
people are to submit to such a trans- 
formation. Incredulus odi. 

The cry that we have outgrown Wash- 
ing; that the old foundations can no 
longer support our temple; that the doc- 
trines of the declaration of independence 
and the constitution of Massachusetts 
are not eternal verities, but only the 
makeshifts of a generation; that they 
are for little countries and not for large 
ones: that the policy and the destiny of 
this people are to be better settled in 
crowded assemblies, with shouting and 
clapping of hands and stamping of feet, 
than they were of old in the quiet cham- 
ber where Madison and Hamilton sat in 
council; that the flag stands for trade 
and for dominion and not for manhood 
and for self-government; that Washing- 
ton lived and that Lincoln died only that 
we might have another Rome or another 
Spain; that Spain has so revenged her- 
self upon us as that her spirit and ideals 
have entered into and taken possession 
of us—these things shall never happen 
while America is America, and while 
Massachusetts is Massachusetts. 

We will not give these people back to 
Spain. Indeed, she could not reconquer 
them if we let her alone. We will set 
them on their feet; we will support them 
in the exercise of self-government. If in 
the future it shall be found necessary, 
we will call other civilized and Christian 
pations irto our counsel and invite their 

co-operation. But we will not annex 
them to our Union; we will not treat 
them as booty, and we will not goverp 
them as serfs.

The vessel is said to have been off 
Cape Maysi yesterday, and it was ex- 
pected that she would reach New York 
city on Saturday. The news of the prob- 
able loss of the vessel, according to the 
information received here, was brought 
to Santiago by a fishing schooner. 

The schooner left Santiago a week 
ago, and while cruising along the coast 
early yesterday morning the captain 
sighted wreckage. 

There were chairs and trunks. At 
first it was impossible to make out from 
what eraft the debris had come. After 
a close inspection several pleces of 
joiner work and some life preservers 
were seen, each one bearing the name of 
the transport Panama. 

Believing that possibly all those on 
the vessel might have been lost, the cap- 
tain put on all sail and headed back to 
port. 

One of the passengers on the Panama 
was Congressman Dalzell of Pennsyl- 
yania. He went to Cuba in the interest 
of the Pennsylvania railroad company, 
and had completed his labors and was 
returning home, in company with G. 
M. Huff, formerly congressman-at-large 
from Pennsylvania. 

Only little surprise was expressed 
here when the news spread that the ves- 
sel had probably gone to the bottom. 
She had been in a bad condition, and it 
was expected two months ago that she 
would be taken out of the service tem- 
porarily and repaired.

Denver, Nov. 3.—The lockout of 600 
employes of the Denver breweries was 
ended yesterday, the diffrences be- 
tween the Brewers’ association and the 
Brewery Workmen's union having been 
adjusted through the efforts of the Na- 
tional Union of the United Brewery 
Workmen. The workmen's union con- 
ceded to the employers the right to dis- 
charge men at will. The master brew- 
ers agree to take back all the men locked 
out and grant a 9-hour day without re- 
duction of wages. 

Pension Figures Run High. 

Austin, Tex., Nov. 3.—Returns re- 
ceived here from Tuesday's election are 
ptill So meagre that the resultis in doubt, 
although it is believed that the country 
vote will defeat the pension amend- 
ment. The hope is expressed by many 
that the amendment is defeated, as In 
seeking to pension confederate soldiers 
it will cost the state $250,000 to begin 
with, while an increase to $1,000,000 an- 
nually in a very short time is probable. 


Believes In Patriotism. 

Aberdeen, S. D., Nov. 3.—United States 
Senator Kyle, in an interview in The 
News, s4ys: “I repudiate the Populist 
party management in this state.” Al- 
though still an independent, he says he 
will oppose fusion until the state has 
been redeemed from the hands of the 
element that now controls that party. 
He charges his Populist colleagues in 
congress with being unpatriotic in not 
supporting President McKinley in the 
war against a common foe.

SITUATION UNCHANGED, 


England Continues to Hurry Along Hes 
Warlike Preparations. 

Lone n Nov 3.—The situation regard- 
ing Fashoda is practically unchanged. 
The special dispatches from Paris this 
morning repeat the semi-official state. 
ment that the evacuation of Fashoda is 
accepted In principle, but that other 
points in the Bahr-el-Gazel region will 
be maintained. 

Various rumors are afloat as to Abys- 
sinian expeditions nearing the Nile to 
assist the French, but nothing authen- 
tic is Known on this point. 

Mr. Delvasse, French minister of for- 
eign affairs, is expected to announce his 
policy in the chamber of deputies to- 
morrow. It is admitted on all sides that 
Fashoda itself offers no difficulty, pro- 
vided a way can be found to save French 
amour propre. 

Not since the Crimean war has Eng- 
land engaged in such extensive prepara- 
tions for war as at the present moment. 
Every dockyard, arsenal and military 
centre resounds with the din of prepara- 
tion for some mighty emergency. Na 
one outside the government officials 
knows what the exact reason is, but 
nearly everybody thinks he can guess 
pretty near what it is. 

The belief is almost general that Eng- 
land contemplates a sensational coup by 
declaring a protectorate over Egypt, 
or to speak more plalniy, to make it a 
part of the British dominions. Sucha 
move would command the support of the 
whole English people, for curfously 
enough all parties are united in demand- 
ing that British supremacy in Africa 
must be secured forthwith and safe- 
guarded for all time. 

To be in a postion to enforce her de- 
mands, England is now straining every 
nerve. 

Her great fleet is being mobilized at 
various points, and all kinds of military 
stores are being placed on board. Ships 
that were laid up for repairs or out of 
commission have been hurriedly ordered 
to sea, and the utmost dispatch is being 
used to fill out the crews. The fact 
that the coast guardsmen ‘hroughout 
the United Kingdom have been warned 
to be in readiness for mobilization, fs 
regarded as a menacing sign. Many of 
them have already joined their ships. 


London, Nov. 3.—James Byrce, former 
under-secretary of state for foreign gf- 
fairs, subsequently president of the 
board of trade, and now a Liberal mem- 
ber of parliament for Aberdeen, speak- 
ing there last evening, endo-sed Loré 
Salisbury’s stand in the Fashoda con- 
troversy, declaring that “the military 
control of all the navigable waters tn 
the Bahr-el-Ghazel basin, as well as the 
Nile, must be secured to Egypt.” 

Referring to the Increasing cordiality 
between the United States and Great 
Britain, Mr. Bryce said: ‘When last 
in the United States I was much struck 
with the change in public sentiment. 
The spontaneous outburst of feeling in 
Great Britain, when the Euro;ean pow- 
ers wished to intervene aje'nst the 
United States during the recent war 
with Spain, made the Americans un- 
derstand how close we felt the tie be- 
tween them and ourselves. They have 
shown that they appreciate and recipro- 
cate our sentiment. 

“I would never advocate a formal al- 
liance. At all events the obstacles at 
present ar* serious; but all the cohdi- 
tions exist for a solid and durable friend- 
ship between America and Great Britain. 
They have no adverse interests any- 
where in the world, and they have cem- 
mon aims in sundry regions. Every- 
where each can rendera great service to 
the other, and they can understand one 
another better than either can under- 
Stand any foreign country. Nature and 
history meant them to be friends; the 
closer and deeper that friendship is, the 
better it will be for the greatness and 
welfare of both.”

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to Q, and today’s 
instalment concludes the Rs :

OUR SOLDIERS ABROAD 


Conditions In Philippimes Not Con- 
ducive to Good Health. 


Not a Few Cases of Typhoid 
and Smallpox. 


Men Were Overcrowded at First, but Matters 
Are Now Improving. 


San Francisco, Nov. 3.—The following 
correspondence, dated Manila, Oct. 8, 
has been received: The health of the 
troops here at present is far from being 
good. At Cavite the conditionsare very 
bad. There have been 40 deaths there 
since Sept. 1, mostly from typhoid fever. 
One-third of the officers of the Montana 
volunteer regiment are on the sick list, 
including the colonel and lieutenant 
colonel. 

In one battery alone over 75 per cent 
of the men stationed there have been 
on the sick list within a month. The 
hospital accommodations there are in- 
adequate. The supply of medicines was 
exhausted at one time and for days there 
was nothing medicinal to administer to 
the patients. The men are quartered on 
ground floors where it is damp, and in 
this country especially conducive to ill- 
ness. Many of the men worked them- 
selves ill during the process of cleaning 
Cavite, but now that sanitary conditions 
are being looked after, an improved 
health record will doubtless folfw. 

In Manila the conditions are better. 
The men are fairly well quartered and 
are Deing given better accommodations 
as fast as possible, and it will not now 
be long before all reason for complaint 
will have passed. Much of the sickness 
of the past can be traced to the over- 
crowding of the men while proper quar- 
ters were being prepared. 

Malaria is the most common of diseases 
among the troops. Typhoid fever has 
also developed to a serious degree. The 
average number of sick in the hospitals, 
in addition to the number of men re- 
Meved from duty by order of the phy- 
sicians, is 800. The new cases reported 
to the hospitals daily average about 40 
cases. There have been 12 cases of 
small-pox among the soldiers so far, six 
of which have proved fatal. 

The regimental physicians have ad- 
vised the whitewashing of the soldiers’ 
quarters and the liberal use of corrosive 
sublimate, but there is not sufficient lime 
or corrosive sublimate, or even a good 
substitute, to be had. Small-pox is al- 
ways prevalent among the natives. The 
doctors are doing everything possible to 
confine it among the natives. No cases 
have been reported in the past five days. 

The hospitals are being put into sani- 
tary condition. They are abundantly 
supplied with food and medicines are 
now obtainable at a moment's notice. 

Colonel Lippincott today said: ‘“‘With 
cool weather a radical improvement is 
looked for.” 

Genera! Otis recently inspected one of 
the convent hospitals established since 
the capitulation of Manila and said it 


was the finest hospital he had ever 
visited. 
In Cuba’s Capitol, 
Havana, Noy. 3.—Colonel Bliss, the 


member of the board of United States 
officers appointed to select camps, who 
was reported sick, is much improved. 
He is in no danger. 

Generals Wade and Butler went tothe 
Colon cemetery yesterday to lay flowers 
on the graves of the victims of the Maine 
disaster. In the course of the afternoon 
a@ number of other officers visift®d the 
cemetery. Representatives of the Cu- 
ban club brought an immense floral cross 
to lay upon the grave, 

Owing to the bad weather prevailing 
and the heavy sea running, the steamer 
Mascotte arrived here yesterday four 
hours late. The water of the bay was 
so rough that one boatload of passengers 
was capsized while going ashore. The 
passengers were all rescued by a tug. 


Camp Hamilton All Right. 

Lexington, Ky., Nov. 3.—The war in- 
vestigation commission finished its work 
here yesterday and left for Cincinnati. 
The members of the commission com- 
pliment the condition of things at Camp 
Hamilton. A committee of prominent 
citizens of Lexington went to Washing- 
ton to see what chance there is for a 
retention of the encampment. of troops 
here Telegrams received from this 
committee say that the troops must 
leave for the southern camps, but that 
Secretary Alger has promised that they 
will be brought to Lexington in the 
spring to recuperate after they have 
seen service in Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines. 


Aguinaldo’s Latest. 

Manila, Nov. 3.—Aguinaldo has issued 
a proclamation pointing out that, al- 
though the stringent orders previously 
issued by him have been generally 
obeyed, a few Filipinos have refused 
obedience and offended in various ways, 
and he now warns all such that they are 
liable to be declared outlaws and to in- 
cur the extreme penalty. The reference 
is apparently to the anti-American Fili- 
pinos. Aguinaldo allows all armed 
foreigners, except Spaniards, to travel in 
Philippine territory, but all such are 
forbidden to approach the fortifications 
er to take photographs of defensive 
works. 


Many Deaths Occurred. 

Cadiz, Nov. 3.—The Spanish steamer 
Montserrat has arrived here froth San- 
tiago with repatriated troops. There 
were 98 deaths on board of her during 
the voyage aimi 800 of her passengersare 
sick. The Spanish newspapers are 
venting their spleen on the Americans 
by publishing fictions to the effect that 
the United States Sanitary officers at 
Gibara insisted upon the embarkation 
of dying Spanish soldiers. The Mont- 
serrat left Havana on Oct. 12 for Spain.

_DUKEDON AT STAKE. 


rs. Druce Granted Permission to Ex- 
amine Contents of a Coffin. 
London, Nov. 3—Mrs. Anna Maria 
Druce, daughter-in-law of the late 
Thomas C. Dtuce, who, she asserts, Was 
in fact and in law the fifth Duke of Port- 
land, obtained a,final order in the high 
court of appeal yesterday directing the 
chancellor and faculty of the diocese of 
London to issue her a permit to open and 
inspect a coffin now in the vaults of 
Highgate cemetery, alleged to contain 
the remains of her father-in-law, or of 
a man buried as Thomas Charles Druce. 

The appeal court dismissed the appeal 
of Mr. Young, the executor of Druce, 
against a decision allowing the ex- 
humation of the body granted in August 
last by Sir Francis Jeune, president of 
the probate, divorce and admiralty di- 
vision of the high court of justice. 

Mrs. Druce claims that the fifth Duke 
of Portland and Thomas Charles Druce 
were one and the same. Mrs. Druce is 
the daughter-in-law of Thomas Charles 
Druce. Her son, who isa poor sailor in 
Australia, is, she declares, the rightful 
heir of the dukedom. Druce suddenly 
disappeared. No one saw him die. It 
was only reported that he had died ina 
sudden ilMness. His funeral was held 
and a heavy coffin was lowered into a 
grave in Highgate cemetery. This cof- 
fin, Mrs. Druce claims, was filled with 
lead; that there was no body in it; that 
Druce did not die, but, as the Duke of 
Portland, lived for some time after- 
wards. 


Roosevelt and Hill. 

New York, Nov. 3.—Colonel Roosevelt 
yesterday made a tour of Long Island. 
He delivered 23 speeches at different 
places, beginning at Valley Stream and 
closing with two big meetings last night, 
one at Flushing and the other at Long 
Island City. 

A great crowd attended the mass 
meeting of the Business Men's Demo- 
cratic association at Carnegie hall last 
night. Ex-Senator Hill was the at- 
traction of the night. The entrance of 
Richard Croker was the occasion of one 
of the heartiest demonstrations of the 
evening. Resolutions were adopted 
approving the state platform and en- 
dorsing Augustus Van Wyck for gov- 
ernor. The reading of a letter from ex- 
President Cleveland, congratulating the 
association on “etriving to prevent the 
maladministration and extravagance of 
the Republican party,” was followed 
by deafening applause. 

The national Democrats and indepen- 
dent citizens held a mass meeting in the 
Brooklyn Academy of music last night 
to formally announce their support of 
Augustus Van Wyck for governor. 

About 5000 members of the German- 
American Reform union met in Cooper 
union last night and formally endorsed 
the Democratic state ticket and plat- 
form, and condemned the Raines law 
and the Republican candidates. 


Freedom Short Lived. 

Plattsburg, N. Y., Nov. 3.—At Clinton 
prison yesterday Charles Crossman and 
Charles Collins, the latter a negro, both 
sentenced for burglary and classed as 
incorrigibles, made a break from the 
workshop and into the prison yard. 
Keepers started in pursuit, and in the 
face of their fire the convicts threw a 
rope ladder over a fixture on the prison 
wall and were soon on top and grap- 
pling with the wall guard. Collins 
overcame the guard while Crossman 
feized his rifle and, throwing the ladder 
over the outer side of the wall, reached 
the ground and made for the woods. 
Collins, after settling with the guard, 
jumped 30 feet to the ground, and was 
badly injured. He was easily overcome 
by the pursuing officers. The chase then 
centered on Crossman. He vainly at- 
tempted to fire the rifle at his pursuers, 
but did not understand the mechanism. 
Officer Nash headed the convict off, and 
he surrendered at the muzzle of a re- 
volver. Both convicts are now in dark 
cells. 

The Fashoda Muddle. 

London, Nov. 3.—A semi-official note, 
issued last evening relative to the re- 
ports of a settlement of the Fashoda 
question, says: “The matter is sub- 
stantially in the same position as when 
the blue book and yellow book were pub- 
lished. It is not anticipated that France 
will take further action until Major 
Marchand's arrival at Cairo on Thurs- 
day, when explanations will be forth- 
coming as to his reason for leaving 
Fashoda.”

Filled Requirements, 

Bethlehem, Pa., Noy. 3.—Armor plate 
manufactured by the Krupp process was 
given its first test yesterday by the 
Bethlehem Iron company at its proving 
grounds. Many notable engineers wit- 
nessed it besides the Russian ordnance 
engineers. It was the first test of 
Krupp armor of American make, and 
Was a great success. Three shots were 
fired from an 8-inch rifle, the projectile 
weighing 253 pounds and the velocity 
ranging from 1600 to 1800 feet per second. 
The plate was not cracked. The Beth- 
lkehem company has received a big order 
‘or this make of plate from Russia. 


Inviting Commercial Trade. 

Boston, Nov. 3.—The harbor and land 
commissioners announce that the com- 
monwealth will take 100 acres of land and 
flats in and about East Boston fora state 
fystem of docks. The governor and 
council have approved of the taking. 
By the act authorizing the takirg a loan 
of $100,000 was provided, but further ap- 
propriation will be necessary to develop 
the property. It is the plan of the com- 
tnonwealth to provide ample facilities, 
at the lowest possible cost, to commerce 
seeking this port. 


Dissatisfied Indians. 

Deadwood, S. D., Nov. 3.—Following a 
protest sent to Washington against the 
retention of Agent Clapp at Pine Ridge, 
the Sioux Indians are now preparing 
forma! charges against Major Clapp and 
Cierk Pugh, A disposition to act ugly 
fs manifested among the young Sioux. 
While there is little fear of an uprising, 
timid white settlers near the agency are 
preparing to move unless the trouble 
with the Indians is soon seitled. 


A Novel Reunion. 

Boston, Noy. 3—A somewhat remark- 
able gathering took place yesterday at 
a hotel in this city, when the Lizzie 
Borden jury held its first reunion. The 
12 men were present who found Miss 
Borden not guilty of the murder of her 
father and mother at Fall River, for 
which she was on tria] some years ago.

Reed Was Evidently Willing to Pay 
a Big Price For Freedom. 


Police Haven’t the Slightest 
Clue to Work Upon. 


Warden Bridges Still Believes That Officer 
Abbott Was Simply ‘“Buncoed.” 


Boston, Nov. 3.—John Reed, “king of 
the green goods fraternity,” Is still at 
liberty, and seems likely to remain so. 
It seems just as easy for Mr. Reed to 
keep out of the way as it was for him to 
hypnotize ccefiding farmers. The state 
offers $200 for his capture, but Mr. Reed 
can probably afford to pay more than 
that to ramain at liberty. 

Worcester has been searched from end 
to end. Everyone who saw Reed at the 
Sherwood House has been questioned, 
livery stable keepers have been mada 
give an account of the doings of all their 
teams Sunday night and Monday morn- 
ing, and every board and piece of plaster 
in the Sherwood House has been ex- 
amined, and still even the slightest 
traces of him are missing. 

Yesterday it was said that for a week 
@ mysterious man has been around Wor- 
cester making plans for the “bunco 
king's” escape when he should be brought 
to the Sherwood House Sunday night, 
and people were found who said they 
knew positively he was provided with 
$60,000 which he was to distribute among 
those who would ald In spiriting Reed 
away; but they don’t know who got any 
of the money, who the mysterious man 
was, where he stopped, and when they 
were questioned closely none of them 
had ever seen him. 

Albert J. Moon, an officer of Oxford, is 
sure he saw Reed drive through there in 
a carriage between 1 and 2 o'clock Mon- 
day morning, and there are a dozen men 
in Worcester who also saw it. - 

Detective Murray of the state police 
says John McLean, a New York under- 
taker, who paid the money to the differ- 
ent courts to bail Reed, was in Worcester 
with a Mr. Doherty Thursday and Fri- 
day, when Reed was here to plead to 
the Comfort R. Thompson indictmetw 

Friday afternoon, when Reed went 
back to state prison, the detective says 
they disappeared, and as far as he knows 
they have not been seen since. Perhaps 
they were in town when Reed escaped, 
the detective says, but he doubts if it 
will ever be known,

not agree with the detective about Mc- 
Lean being !n Worcester. He is sure he 
was not. Colonel Gile does not know 
what will be done with the bail Reed has 
left, but he suggests that it would bea 
good idea for Middlesex county to take 
the $9000 it has to put a Reed memorial 
window in its mew courthouse. 

“Reed,” said the colonel, “has very 
liberally centributed to the new court- 
houses now building in the different 
counties, and I think it is only fair that 
he should be remembered.”

will willingiy pay for information out ¥ 
my own pocket, if necessary, to recapture 
the bunco man. The escape of Reed 
grieves me deeply, especially so, as it is 
the first man that the state has lost since 
I have been warden, nearly six years.

With Inquiries and Replies Concern- 
ing the Panama. 


Fever Hospital In Santiago to 
Be Abolished. 


Cuban Strikers May Force General Wood to 
Resort to Drastic Measures. 


Santiago, Nov. 4.—Bulletins announc- 
ing the safe arrival of the United States 
transport Panama at Havana caused 
considerable relief here, as there had 
been some uneasiness, although the re- 
port that she had been lost was not 
credited. The department had been 
caused much annoyance, owing to the 
utterly unfounded dispatches forwarded 
on the subject for a day or two to the 
United States, more than 50 cablegrams 
having been received asking for infor- 
mation. One report was that a schooner 
had passed some wreckage marked 
“Panama.” But there was nothing in 
this. 

General Wood inspected the yellow 
fever hospital yesterday. He found one 
patient suffering trom Bright's disease, 
but that there had not been a case of 
yellow fever under care for two months. 
He has severely censured Dr. Ducker, 
superintendent of the hospital, for mak- 
ing an appeal for American relief stores, 
and he will probably soon abolish the 
hospital altogether, 

Collector Donaldson returned from 
Gibara yesterday with $40,000 customs 
receipts at that place. He reports that 
there is considerable small-pox near 
Holguin, but no yellow fever. 

Colonel Hood's Second immune regi- 
ment is encamped at Gibara, in a health- 
ful locality, waiting to occupy Holguin 
on Noy. 10. General Castillo, who is as- 
sisting in the work of organizing the 
military department in that district, is 
busy engaging men for gendarmerie, ac- 
cepting only those of good physique. 

The Cubans who have been employed 
in cleaning and repairing the streets of 
Santiago have struck for higher wages, 
though they have been receiving $1 a day 
or 50 cents and two rations—higher than 
ever before paid for similar work. 

In fact, local employers of labor have 
been complaining of this high rate, al- 
leging that it was quite impossible for 
them to compete with the government 
on such terms, The Cuban laborers at 
the best are lazy and slipshod. They 
want an increase of 50 centsaday. Gen- 
eral Wood absolutely refuses to accede to 
the demand and will adopt heroic meas- 
ures if the strike is not promptly de- 
clared off. 

The trouble is that many of the strik- 
ers have rations enough on hand to last 
a month or more, and they think they 
can coerce the United States authori- 
ties. General Wood says he will arrest 
every laborer able to work and, under a 
vagrancy law which he will establish, 
compel him to work 30 days for rations 
while confined in jail. He dislikes the 
ideaof importing labor, but believes that 
this must be the ultimate result. 

Colonel Ray, who has returned from 
Guantanamo, says that the Cuban gen- 
eral, Peroz, is about to grant indefinite 
furlough to his men to enable them to go 
to work, the reason apparently being 
that many are practically starving and 
would have gone to work anyhow. Lieu- 
tenant Blount, the judge advocate, is 
acting as lieutenant governor. 

The United States transport Berlin 
arrived yesterday afternoon from Ponce. 
The cruiser Cincinnati arrived yester- 
day and remained for some hours to al- 
low an examination of the wiec.. of the 
Reina Mercedes. Captain Chester is of 
opinion that the vessel can be raised at 
small expense. She is of an antiqua- 
ted type, but would be useful, when 
repaired, as a school ship or for coast 
defense, though it would be necessary to 
lay out a large sum in refitting her. 


Sailors Not Pleased. 

Boston, Nov. 4.—The United States 
gunboat Helena, Commander Swine- 
burne, left the Charlestown navy yard 
yesterday afternoon on her long voyage 
to the China station. The Helena will 

ach her destination by way of the 
Mediterranean and Red seas. The light 
draught of the vessel, which will make 
her particularly useful in shallow chan- 
nels, will make her voyage there a trifle 
unpleasant. Not all of the sailors on 
the Helena want to go to Chinese waters, 
as the police yesterday were asked to 
@ssist in finding several who had de- 
gerted from the vessel. 


Troops Exonerated. 

Washington, Nov. 4.—Some of the 
newspapers published in Porto Rico have 
been publishing articles bitterly critical 
of the conduct of the United States sol- 
diers who have been sent to the island 
as a permanent garrison. The soldiers 
have been accused of all sorts of mis- 
demeanors—of fruffianism, of petty 
larceny, of the destruction of private 
property—in fact, of every kind of excess 
which might be charged against green 
troops in a foreign country, and were so 
general and earnest that Secretary Al- 
ger felt called upon to take formal notice 
of them. They.are denied and declared 
to be without foundation by Major Gen- 
eral Brooke, whose attention was called 
to the matter by cable. 


Government Through With It. 

Washington, Nov. 4.—Secretary Long 
pays that the government will take no 
further steps to raise the rest of the 
Spanish warships destroyed by Admiral 
Schley’s fleet off the coast of Santiago, 
but that the department will receive 
propositions to that end from any priyate 


lirm that cares to undertake the work. 
The existing contract with the Merritt- 
Chapman company will be abrogated 
and operations entirely suspended on the 
Colon and other vessels, pending the con- 
sideration of propositions from private 
firms independent of the government. 


Patients Well Treated. 

Cincinnati, Nov 4.—The war investi- 
gation committee reached Fort Thomas, 
Ky., yesterday, and proceeded on a tour 
of inspection through al the wards of the 
hospitals and also the camp of the Sixth 
regiment, which is in tents on the 
frounds adjoining. This regiment was 
cut to pieces in the Santiago campaign 
and has since been recruited. Genera) 
Dodge put many questions to the pa- 
tients in the hospitals concerning their 
treatment, but found no one complain- 
ing. 


Typhoid In Hawaii. 

Victoria, B, C., Nov. 4.—Honolulu ad- 
vices state that work has been stopped 
at Camp McKinley. The entire camp 
will be moved to Moanola. Typhoid 
fever was the cause of the abandonment 
of the camp. Typhoid fever was sown 
broadcast during the time the ordinary 
rules of sanitation were disregarded in 
the military camps. There are said to 
be 50 cases, but it is believed that the 
death rate will be very small. 


rorrest’s Record, 

Brockton, Mass., Nov. 4.—Although 
Forrest R. Young failed in his attempt 
to break the world’s 12-hour road bi- 
eycle record yesterday, he secured the 
national record for the distance, making 
202 miles within that time. He also broke 
the record for 50 and 75 miles, formerty 
held by Waller, and the state record for 
100 miles, held by F. V. Gorman. 


Three Are Dead. 

Livingston, Ky., Nov. 4.—John Mead- 
ows shot and killed John and Clayton 
Matthews, brothers, at Pineville Wed- 
nesday night. Meadows was a school 
teacher. Meadowsis nowin jail. Fagan, 
the most prominent witness, was found 
dead yesterday in his storeroom. The 
indications are that he was murdered.

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards.

Norfolk County Getting too Small 
Percentage of State Highways. 


Quincy was represented at the annual 
public meeting of the Massachusetts 
Highway Commission for Norfolk 
County at Dedham on Wednesday by 
Commissioner Knowlton, who called 
the attention of the Commission and 
spoke at length upon the acceptance of 
avenue and Willard street, 
using the argument that it was 
portant that these streets should be 
accepted as they formed a connnecting 
link with the Blue Hills Reservation. 

The Selectmen of Braintree who were 
present urged the Commission to accept 
Quincy avenue between Quincy and 
Braintree as a State highway. 

The Commission reported that 29 
had been received since 
January 1, in answer to which 21 lay- 
outs had been made, including 13 of 21 
miles in Norfolk county. The propor- 
tion of roads laid out since January 1, 
is 19 per cent. in the State and 16.02 
per cent. in Norfolk county. The total 
number of miles petitioned for in the 
State since January 1, is 1183, coming 
from 20 cities and 272 towns. Of these 
nearly 250 miles have been laid out.

Paris, Noy. 4.—Last Monday the 
United States and Spanish peace com- 
missioners left the definite limiations of 
the protocol and entered upon the wide 
field of diplomacy, where an open ques- 
tion to be deciedd. Both commissions 
realize that the area is ample enough 
for some manoeuvering, though, on the 
Afmerican side, the tendency is to evolu- 
tions much more compact than those of 
the Spaniards. Both would undoubted- 
ly be gratified to reach a mutual con- 
clusion without compulsion. 

At Monday's session the American 
commissioners laid down a proposition 
in two parts: First, that the United 
States should tak2 over the Philippines 
entire; second, that in so doing they 
should reimburse to Spain the sum of 
her permanent and pacific expenditures 
in the Philippines. The logic of the sit- 
uation compelled the Americans to make 
the first move. 

Having heard the American proposi- 
tion the Spaniards might have im- 
mediately declined it, as they certainly 
will do at today’s session. Whether 
they will accompany the refusal with 
a counter proposition has not been defi- 
nitely ascertained, though that course 
seems improbable.

The fact is the commissioners have 
felt that the conditions precedent ren- 
der the letting go the Philippines as 
difficult as their retention. There is, 
for instance, the question of the future 
of Aguinaldo, his chiefs and followers. 
The Philippine leader and his immediate 
associates in the insurrection accepted 
exile and over half a million dollars at 
the hands of Spain as an inducement to 
cease their rebellion. They went to 
China; but they were brought back to 
the Philippines on board a United States 
warship. Aguinaldo received from Ad- 
miral Dewey several thousand stands of 
arms, and was put ashore as an ally of 
the United States in the war with Spain. 

The insurgent leader and his chiefs 
have forfeited their ives. Should the 
United States return the Philippines to 
Spain, Aguinaldo and his fighting fol- 
lowers must be surrendered to death or 
taken away by the United States, and 
the American commissioners feel that 
transporting them would be as severe 
toward them as it would be impracti- 
cable from the point of view of the 
United States. Territory to shelter 
them is felt to be necessary in the Phil- 
ippines. 

The entire group might not be neces- 
sary for this purpose. Should then the 
United States retain Luzon as their place 
of refuge? Todo this would be to take 
the most valuable portion of the archi- 
pelago, an act which might furnish a 
basis for the dual charge of greed in

NATIONAL TREASURY. 


Interesting Figures From the Annual 
Report of Treasurer Roberts. 

Washington, Nov. 4.—The secretary of 
the treasury has received from Treasurer 
Roberts the annual report on the tran- 
sactions and condition of the treasury 
for the past fiscal year. It shows: 

The net ordinary revenues of the gov- 
ernment were $405,321,335, an increase 
of $57,597,630 over those of the previous 
year, while the net ordinary expendi- 
tures were $443,368,582, an increase of 
$77,594,423. The resulting deficiency of 
$28,047,247 exceeds that of the preceding 
year by $19,994,793.

With all tL.is for groundwork the Span- 
iards made their first positive move 
against the Americans, and it consti- 
tuted their counter-proposition. They 
charged upon the United States a wrong- 
ful appropriation of public moneys be- 
longing to ‘pain by seizing the tar f 
duties at Manila; and they formally de- 
manded the return of these moneys, in 
the sum of nearly $1,000,000. 

On the same premises the United States 
were yesterday declared to have made 
end held as prisoners the Spanish troops 
at Manila in violation of international 
law, because*done after the suspension 
of hostilities under the protocol. A fur- 
ther charge was that by the imprison- 
ment of the Spanish troops at Manila 
the United States had prevented Spain 
from quelling the insurrection and had 
thus contributed to the violence against 
Spain, after the cessation of hostilities. 
The Spanish presentment yesterday also 
cited the refusal of the Americans to con- 
sider the Cuban debt on the ground th t 
it was not mentioned in the protocol and

In support of these assertions, argu- 
ments and demands, the Spanish pre- 
sentment invokes Spain's record in the 
correspondence, by mail and telegraph, 
though it is not known unofficially 
whether the Spaniards produced the 
message said to have been sent from 
Madrid to Mr. Cambon, at the time the 
protocol was signed, in which, it was 
affirmed, Spain reserved her Mhilippine 
sovereignty.

ENVELOPED IN FLAMES 


| 
Steamer Croatan Went to Her Doom 
While Off Cape Charles, 


Twenty-Two Persons Saved 
and Five Met Death. 


Origin of the Fire and a Subsequent Explosion 


Vineyard Haven, Mass., Nov. 5.—Cap- 
tain Hale and a number of the cvew and 
passengers of the Clyde line steamer 
Croatan, New York for Wilmington, N. 
C., and Georgetown, 8S. C., arrived here 
yesterday afternoon, reporting that the 
steamer was burned and sank off Cape 
Charles, Nov. 1. Five persons were 
drowned. The steamer carried a general 


At 3 o'clock in the afternoon the burned 

27 persons who 
survived a very 
| tragic experience. These persons were 
landed at this port by the schooner Alice 
E. Clarke o: Portland, Me., which had 
been in the vicinity of the Croatan at the 
time she was burning. 

The death list is as follows: Second 
Assistant Engineer Jeremiah McCarthy 
of Nova Scotia, who leaves a widow in 
New York; Steward James Curtis of 
Jersey City; Mrs. James Curtis, wife of 
the Frank , an oiler (last 
name unknuwn); Jennie Willard (col- 
| ored), Wilmington, N. C. 

The of the disaster is told by 
Captain Hale and other officers of the 
unfortunate vessel as follows: The 
Croatan was but 20 hours out from N¢ 
York on her way to Wilmington and 
Georgetown, going at a good rate of 
speed, with a smooth sea and cal) 
weather, when, at 3 p. m., a fireman cat 
e@urriedly on deck and reported that the 
ship was on fire. A general alarm was 
immediately given and an effort made 
to lower the boats, but the fire spread 
with such rapidity that all efforts to 
reach them were unavailing, because of 
the flames. In fact, in less than 10 min- 
utes after the fire was reported the ship 
Was completely enveloped in flamee from 
stemtostern. Shortly after the fire was 
discovered an explosion took place in the 
cargo, which blew off the after hatches. 
A second explosion followed a few min- 
utes later, and the ship was then a mass 
of flames. It was at this time that Cap- 
tain Hale, seeing that to remain on the 
vesse) meant sure death, gave orders for 
all hands to jump overboard and save 
themselves as best they could. The cap- 
tain was the last man to leave the ship, 
remaining on deck with his first officer 
until they were completely enveloped in 
flames and the vessel had commenced to 
fink. 

There seemed to be no panic on board 
and men and women, after lashing on 
their life preservers, calmly leaped into 
the water, knowing that their chances | 
of escape were much more certain than 
if they remained on board the burning 
ship. Some of the passengers had their 
faces scorched and many had their 
clothing on fire when they leaped into 
the sea. The captain and first officer 
succeeded in securing a yaw! boat, which 
had been damaged in lowering, and by 
hard work rescued eight persons from 
the water. 
| The burning ship was sighted by the 

four-masted schooner Alice E. Clarke of 

Portland, Captain Clarke, Norfolk for 

Portland, which lay becalmed six miles 
off, and her captain sent a boat crew te 

aid in the work of rescue. They suc- 

ceeded in saving 12 persons from a 

Watery grave, many of whom had been 

an hour or more in the water and had 

become nearly exhausted. They were 
taken on board the Clarke and given 
every possible attention. 

Captain Hale, his officers, crew and 
passengers, all speak in the highest 
praise of the treatment they received at 
the hands of Captain Clarke. his wife and 
crew on board the Clarke, “aptai 
Clarke not only gave the shipwrecke | 
men and women food and clothing, but 
supplied them with money to take them 
to theirhomes. The rescued personsa e 
being cared for here at the Seaman's 
Bethel and at the homes of citizens, and 
will proceed to New York today. 

No explosi es were known to be among 
the ship’s cargo, and the origin of the} 
fire is a mystery to her officers and crew. 

The Croatan is said to have been val- 
ued at $100,000. She was fully insured. 

The Croa an was a steel twin screw 
steamer, bi t at Paisley, Scotland, iu 
1881. She rezistered 1024 tons gross ai 1 
827 tons net, was 201.6 feet long, 32.1 feet 
beam and 19.5 feet deep.

All Absorbing Question. 

The support of the present Adminis- 
tration is the all-absorbing question of 
the hour.

Four Districts In Doubt In the 
EBay State. 


Complexion of the Senate May Be Changed by 
Tomorrow’s Elections. 


New York, Nov. 7.—The air is full of 
predictions as to the result of the elec: 
tion on Tuesday. 

The prophesi are tinged according ta 
the political faith of the prophets, and 
fo the average man has a wide choice tc 
select from. 

As a matter of fact the New York elec- 
tion is expected to be so close that it is 
difficult to make a prediction that is 
worth very much. Last week there was 
a very general impression that Van 
Wyck would win, but during the past 
few days the Republicans have been 
showing increased confidence, whether 
as a “blaff’ or in reality it is hard te 
say. 

It is admitted on both sides that Roose- 
velt will get a bie plurality throughout 
the state, while Van Wyck is expected 
to get a big plurality in Greater Ne w 
York. The Republicans say 
velt’s plurality in the state will be very 
much more than enough to offset Van 
Wryck’'s plurality in New York city, while 
the Democrats claim that Van Wyck’'s 
plurality in New York will be so great 
that in the total vote he will run over 
Roosevelt by from 40,000 to 60,000. Hera 
are some of the prophesies: 

tichard Croker—I expect about 100,- 
000 plurality here to counteract the vota 
Colonel Roosevelt will get up the state. 
Our figures today, which were very care- 
fully gathered and for which each dis- 
trict leader stands, show that we will 
carry this county for Van Wyck by 76,- 
000. Brooklyn will give about 15,00! 
plurality, and the other counties below 
the Bronx ‘will increase the total to 100,- 
000 at least. Victory is easily ours, for 
I do not believe Roosevelt's plurality up 
the state will be more than about 60,000. 
This would give Van Wyck a plurality 
of 40,000. 

Senator Platt—I am confident Colonel 
Roosevelt will be elected by 100,000 pluraéd- 
ity or more. Lam quite certain the Re- 
publicans will control the state legisla- 
ture and elect a Republican to succeed 
Edward Murphy, Jr., as United States 
senator. I am satisfied that the Repub- 
licans will have a majority of the New 
York delegation to the house of repre- 
sentatives at Washington. 


The Outlook In Massachusetts. 

Boston, Novy. 7.—The close of the cam- 
paign in this state finds three of the 
usually Republican districts somewhat 
in doubt. These doubtful dfstricts are 
the Fifth, Seventh and Tenth, while 
singularly q@nough, owing to a split in 
the party, the usually overwhelmingly 
Democratic district now represented by 
John F. Fitzgerald is also uncertain. 

In the Fifth district Senator Joseph J. 
Fiynn of Lawrence has been making a 
vigorous fight for the seat now held by 
Congressman Knox, and it is generally 
conceded that the issue will be closely 
fought at the polis. 

In the Seventh district Mayor W. L. 
Ramsdell of Lynn has waged an aggres- 
sive campaign, and the indications are 
that if Senator Ernest W. Roberts, the 
Republican candidate, is successful, i 
will be by a majority considerably small- 
er than that given to Congressman Bar- 
rett in the same distfict two years ago.

This gives a ma- 
jority to no one party, and it has proved 
a fruitful source of doubt in legislation} 
influence by party lines.

Germany and the Philippines. 

London, Nov. 7.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Times, commenting 
upon the irritation of the German press 
over the attitude of the United States 
toward the Philippine quesion, says: 
It has but little importance, and is 
only likely to excite the scorn and de- 
fiance of the Americans and tend to 
confirm them in their determination 
to keep the Philippines. The Fremden- 
blatt, in a temperate article that gives 
the German papers an example of im- 
partiality, recognizes that it is purely 
@ question for the Americans to decide 
for themselves. The Berlin cor respon- 
dent of The Times, after giving extracts 
from another long and violent article in 
The Klonische Zeitung, declaring that 
the fate of the Philippines cannot be a 
moatter of indifference to Germany, ex- 
presses the opinion that such utterances 
will only stiffen the attitude of the 
United States. 

The Berlin correspondent of The Stand- 
ard says: The semi-official papers have 
received a hint to stop their attacks upon 
America. I have good reason to believe, 
however, that Germany will doff her 
reserve so soon as other powers seek a 
share in the spoils of the Philippines. 


Jealousy Leads to Murder. 

Providence, Nov. 7.—Lotta Lippitt, who 
was shot by her negro lover, Sam Lind- 
say, Saturday night, died yesterday. An 
autopsy showed that three bullets took 
effect out of the five shots fired, two en- 
tering the abdomen and one the thigh. 
Lindsay expresses nothing but satisfac- 
tion over the fatal result of his act. The 
shooting affair occurred in Pawtuxet, 
and was the ~esult of Lindsay's jealousy 
of another n*gro who was paying atten- 
tion to the Lippitt woman, who is white. 
Lindsay entered the house about 6 
o'clock, where he found the Lippitt 
woman with another negro. While the 
latter went out on an errand the two 
indulged in some words.

These capsules are also made in two 
parts, so that any one can buy them 
empty and put the powder or other drug 
in himself, sealing them and then swal- 
lowing them without knowing that the 
drug has a taste. Then there is the 
round wafer paper, in which can be in- 
closed any kind of bolus, pill or powder 
and which, when moistened, can be 
swallowed with ease. — New York 
World.

A Niggardly Policy. 
Editors Quincy Ledger: 

Land has recently been taken in City

This right, originally vested in the 
ruler or State, is now delegated to 
municipalities, railroads, and all other 
kinds of corporations whose duties are 
of a public nature. The writer knows 
of instances in this city, besides the 
takings mentioned above, where it has 
happened that the sum awarded by the 
city as compensation has been even less 
than the assesssed value of the land 
taken. It seems contrary to the spirit 
of fairness and justice which should 
govern these takings and awards, for 
the authorities to repudiate the acts 
of their own Board of Assessors, who 
have placed a certain value on a piece

Goes Begging. 


View of Political Conditions 
In Various States. 


Usual Claims Put Forth In 
Doubtful Districts. 


New York, Nov. 8—There is a wonder- 
ful change in the betting on the guber- 
natorial race and the odds of 10 to 8 
on Van Wyck, which had prevailed for 
severa! days, began to wobble yesterday 
under a pressure of Republican money 
until by noon even money offered by 
Colonel Roosevelt's supporters 
Legging. In the afternoon the 
odds switched over to the Republican 
candidate, and 10 to 8, and in some in- 
stanc

@s 2 to 1, was offered on his chances 
to win A good amount of this money 
found takers, but there seemed to be a 
surplus of Republican money on the 
market, and much of it went uncared for. 

The first attack on the Democrati¢ 
odds began in Wall street, and bets ag- 
gregating $50,000 were made in an hour's 
time, most of it being at slight odds on 
Van Wyck, orevenmoney. When, how- 
ever, the Republican roll made its ap- 
pearance with “commission layers” at 
the Hoffman House and the Fifth Ave- 


nue hotel, the Democratic bettors de- 
manded odds, which were cheerfully 
given. 


About noon C. H. DeWitt went into 
Wall street with $26,000, which he offered 
atStol0on Van Wyck. Some of it was 
taken, but the names of the bettors were 
not made public 

One bet of $5000 to $4500 in favor of 
Roosevelt is said to have been made in 
Wall etreet, and Washington Seligman 
laid $500 to $450 on Roosevelt and offered 


several thousand at odds of 10 to 8 on 


the Republican candidate without a 
taker. 

Bell & Co., who have been placing a 
number of bets in favor of the Demo- 


cratic candidate, yesterday laid all the 
money they had left, about $7900, get- 
ting 8 to 10 for some of it. Among the 
bets mude were $2500 against $3000, and 
$1600 against $2000. They claim they 
could have placed $50,000 more had they 
had it. 

The following ante-election predictions 
are made: 

Democratic. 

Richard Croker—We claim the county 
by 76,000 and the city by 98,500. Van 
Wyck will be elected governor of the 
state of New York by 50,000 plurality. 
The Republicans may get one congress- 
man from Manhattan and perhaps not 
even that one, and not more than four 
assemblymen out of the 35 from Man- 
hattan and the Bronx. 

David B. Hill—This Is going to be an- 
other election like 1882, when the Demo- 
crats carried not only New York and 
Brooklyn, but the rest of the state above 
the Harlem river. It is a landslide for 
Van Wyck. 

Senator Murphy—The Republican 
ticket will go down to Spuyten Duyvil 
creek with a majority of not to exceed 
40.000. This will be met by an over- 
whelming Democratic vote in Greater 
New York. I expect to hear that the 
Democratic ticket has been elected by a 
majority of from 50,000 to 60,000. 

John L. Shea, chairman of the Kings 
county Democratic executive commit- 
tee—I am conservative in claiming that 
Van Wyck for gogernor will havein this 
county a plurality of not less than 18,000 
votes. 

Chairman McCarren of the Democratic 
state executive committee—Van Wyck 
will be elected and his plurality will ap- 
proximate 70,000. He will get 100,000 in 
the Greater New York. 

tepublican. 

Thomas C. Platt—Colonel Roosevelt's 
election and the election of his associates 
on the state ticket are assured beyond 
the shadow of a doubt. Roosevelt will 
have 100,000 plurality or more. 

Chairman O'Dell of the Republican 
state committee—Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt will win by 40,000 plurality. 

Lieutenant Governor Woodruff—Vic- 
tory is certain for the Republican ticket. 

Chauncey M. Depew—From my ex- 
perience of years in this sort of cam- 
paigning I have no hesitation in saying 
that the election of Theodore Roosevelt 
is as certain as if it were all over now. 

Michael J. Dady—Roosevelt will carry 
Kings county by 18,000 plurality. 

Lemuel E. Quigg—It looks to me as if 
Roosevelt might get 100,000 plurality. 

There are abundant evidences at both 
Republican and Tammany county head- 


quarters that the two great political } 


parties are watching each other closely 


and that many challenges will be made j 


by the Republicans at the polls. Tam- 
many will stubbornly insist on the right 
f the men challenged to vote. It was 
learned at Republican headquarters that 
Buperintendent of Elections McCallagh’s 


warrants will not be the only interfer- 
ence at the polls. The district captains 
on both sides will be vigilant, and many 
challenges from this source are antici- 
pated. Every registered man who has 
not come up to the required standard of 
the census will be challenged and made 
to swear in his vote. 

Tammany leaders charged that Sup- 
erintendent McCullagh will make whole- 
sale efforts to intimidate and prepara- 
tions have been made to meet this at 
every point. McCullagh has unearthed 
a nest of Italians who, he alleges, have 
been guilty of procuring false papers of 
naturalization for many of their fellow 
countrymen. tosario Calceéione. or 
Calaguiro, a restaurant keeper, ana 
Guiseppe Marrono, a race track frequen- 
ter, and supposed labor contractor, were 
arrested on the charge of having in their 
possession fraudulent naturalization 
papers. The prisoners each gave $2500 
bail. 


MASSACHUSETTS, 


Boston, Nov. 8.—The Democrats and 
Republicans in Fifth, Seventh, 
Ninth and Tenth congressional districts 
claim they will elect their men. It ig 
believed the voting in the Tenth, where 
Congressman Barrows is opposed by H. 
F. Naphen (Dem.), will be very close, 
and that the successful man will not 
have a large plurality. Bordman Hall, 
Who Was a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination, will support Mr. Bar- 
rws. 

The friends of Congre:sman John F 
Fitzgerald (Dem.) claim he will be re- 
elected in the Ninth. In addition to tha 
candidacy of Franz H. Krebs (Rep.), 
Senator Gallivan is running as an inde- 
pendent Democrat, but the district is 
heavily Democratic and the chances ap- 
pear slightly in favor of Fitzgerald. 

Everybody admits that the vote in Bos- 
ton is going to be unusually large, for the 
lively contests in the congressional dis- 
tricts, and for places in the senate and 
council, have interested the voters to 
an unusual degree. This will count 
largely in favor of the Dermocrats. They 
Say they wiil get out a Democratic vote 
of 40,000 this year. 

The Fifth and Seventh districts gave 
big Republican pluralities in 1896. The 
Democrats have made a terrific fight, 
and it is thought will greatly reduce thé 
pluralities of that year, but the Repub- 
licans claim the districts are in no dan- 
ger. 

All the other districts In the state will 
be carried easily by the Republicans. 
Governor Wolcott and the entire state 
ticket will be re-elected by a plurality 
conservatively estimated at from 50,004 
to 60,000, while the legislature will be 
strongly Republican.

CONNECTICUT, 

New Haven, Nov. 8.—Connecticut has 
rarely seen an election day so common- 
place and quiet. Republican managers 
throughout the state are confident ofa 
victory which will place ogce more in 
their hands the reins of the state gov- 
ernment, return the four present con- 
gressmen to Washington, and give them 


all of the eight county sheriffs. The 
Democratic leaders are claiming the 


state on the state ticket; they announce 
themselves as sure of electing two con- 
gressmen, at least four sheriffs and gain- 
ing increased representation in the gen- 
eral assembly. Onlooking Democrats or 
lay members of that party content them- 
selves with the prediction of a Repub- 
lican victory in general, but a victory 
with largely reduced majorities. 


NEW HAMPSHIBE, 


Concord, N. H., Nov. 8.—Less excite- 
ment than usual is reported from all 
parts of the state. The Democrats are 
concentrating their claims on the First 
congressional district, where they say 
Knowlton is sure to defeat Sulloway 
(Rep.), who is a candidate for a third 
term. It is claimed that the city of 
Manchester will give Knowlton 1500 
plurality. The Republicans admit that 
Sulloway’s plurality will be cut down 
from two years ago, when it was 11,700, 
but they scout the idea of his defeat as 
absurd. In the Second congressional 
district practically the same condition 
exists. Clarke (Rep.) will be re-elected, 
but his 12,000 plurality of 1896 will be 
materially reduced by his Democratic 
opponent, Warren F. Daniell. On the 
other hand, it iooks as though Frank W. 
Rollins, Republican candidate for gov- 
ernor, would receive an even larger vote 
than has been anticipated. 


RHODE ISLAND. 


Providence, Nov. 8.—The Republicans 
are more sanguine than ever of the re- 
turn of Congressmen Melville Bull and 
Adin B. Capron. The election of the Re- 
publican candidates has been conceded 
by the Democrats, and attention has 
been turned to the constitutional amend- 
ment and the municipal election in this 
and in the other four cities in the state. 
Mayor Baker (Dem.) will, no doubt, be 
re-elected in Providence.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land oe The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to R, and today’s 
instalment is the second of the S’s:

Bach side is claiming the 
Etate. Not since 1872 have the people 
of the state, in an off year, voted to sus- 
tain administration in power at 
Washington. The Republicans claim to 
have taken the most complete poll in the 
history of the state, and which indicates 
a Republican majority of 28,000. The} 
Democrats have not made public their 
poll. Of the 13 congressional districts 
four are certain to go Republican and 
four Democratic; the other five are in 
doubt.

In Complaint Against a Consular 
Agent and His Wife. 


Hotel Man Says ‘Badger 
Game” Was Worked. 


—— 


Handsome Woman, Injured Husband and 
Revolver Figure in the Case. 


New York, Nov. 8.—Two distinguished 
prisoners were escorted to the police 
court yesterday by Detective Sergeants 
Cuff and McNaught from police head- 
quarters, where they had been locked 
up all night on a charge of working the 
badger game upon Proprietor Martin 
Mahon of the New Amsterdam hotel 
at the Hotel Grenoble, Seventh avenue 
and Fifty-sixth street, last Friday night. 

The prisoners were William A. E. 
Moore, who has credentials as President 
McKinley's United tSates consular agent 
at Durban, Natal, South Africa, and 
lives in Cleveland, and his wife, Mrs. 
Frayne Moore, who is said to be the 
daughter of former Chief Justice Stra- 
ham of Oregon. The woman is 21 and 
pretty. Sae dresses well and has a 
predilection for diamonds. It is this 
fondness for diamonds, the police say, 
that got her into trouble, and they fur- 
ther hint that her husband enforced his 
demand for reparation at the point of 
a big revolver. 

Three years ago, Mahon said, he met 
Mrs. Moore, then Miss Frayne Strahao 
of Portland, Ore., at a dinner at his 
hotel. She lunched at the hotel every 
day and they became so friendly that he 
loaned her a diamond horse-shoe scarf 
pin, which she promised to return last 
Friday at the Hotel Metropole. 

Mahon and Mrs. Moore dined at the 
Metropole, and he gladly accepted an in- 
Vitation to accompany her to her apart- 
ments in the Grenoble. There Mrs. 
Moore complained of the heat, doffing 
her street dress, put on a fetching wrap- 
per and urged Mahon to take off his coat 
and make himself comfortable. He 
says he didn’t. 

They had not long resumed their tete- 
a-tete when the door suddenly opened 
and Moore rushed in, and, whipping out 
a big revolver, demanded of Mahon 
what he was doing there. 

Mahon tried to explain, he said, when 
the woman threw herself at Moore's feet, 
ronfessed that she was guilty ard 
begged him to spare her life and 
Mahon's. 

Moore gave his pistol another flourish 
and demanded of Mahon that he con- 
fess. He wouldn't at first, but when ha 
gazed into the 48-calibre muzzle he 
guessed again. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Moore had drawn up 
a “confession” of her guilt, with dates 
and places, and signed it. Mahon took 
another look at the 48-calibre muzzle 
and signed. 

Then Moore demanded a $50,000 olnt- 
ment for his lacerated heart. Mahon 
couldn't see it, and Moore lowered the 
stakes to $5000, half to be paid the next 
night and the remainder Monday night, 
when he was to be given the confession 
a souvenir of the occasion. Just 
before Mahon left, he said, Moore took 
his $500-diamond pin and $167 in loose 
change as an evidence of his good will. 

The grand jury yesterday indited both 
Moore and his wife for robbery and 
Moore for assault.

Contains No New Propositions Re- 
garding the Philippines, 


No Substantial Ground For 
Spanish Contentions. 


A Few Facts Which Have Not Hitherto Been 
Made Public. 


Paris, Nov. 10.—The joint session of the 
peace commission yesterday was short 
because Senor Rios and Judge Day con- 
curred in the service of the American 
rejoinder upon the Spanish commission- 
ers without a formal reading of the 
paper, which would occupy many col- 
umns in an ordinary newspaper, and an 
adjournment was taken until Saturday.

London Press Comment. 

London. Nov. 10.—All the morning pa- 
pers comment upon the elections in tha 
United States, but the tendency is to 
await the final and full returns before 
expressing a decided opinion. 

The Times says: The answer of the 
American people on the question of for- 
eign expansion is halting and ambigu- 
ous. It is difficult to say that the elec- 
tions have confirmed President McKin- 
ley’s policy; but certainly he has not 
been condemned, and, therefore, he has 
no inducement to abandon the attitude 
he has assumed regarding the Philip- 
pines. 

The Times, in common with other pa- 
pers, comments upon Mr. Roosevelt's 
ehances of succeeding to the presidency 
and expresses its gratification at the 
victory of sound money, “though ap- 
parently there is little chance of cur- 
cency reform.” 

The New York correspondent of The 
Daily News says: “The elections were 
disastrous for the Republicans in the 
house of representatives, and there is 
no doubt that the popular vote is anti- 
imperialistic. Commenting editorially 
upon this opinion, The Daily News says: 
“It may, therefore, be the senate and the 
presidency against a popularly elected 
house. It will be interesting to study 
the effect of the vote on the peace ne- 
gotiations.” 

The Westminster Gazette expresses 
the opinion, however, that the ““Demo- 
cratic gains are marely the expression of 
popular opinion of the shameful mis- 
managemen: in the war department.”

Senator Quay then offers a reward of 
$10,000 for information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of any one en- 
deavoring to bribe any state senator or 
representative-elect. 

The new Pennsylvania legislature, re- 
ferred to by Senator Quay, will, by his 
estimate, have a Republican majority 
on joint ballot of 76, or nearly two-thirds. 

The recent campaign in this state is 
alluded to in Mr. Quay’s Statement asa

Roosevelt's Plurality, 

New York, Nov. 11.—Theodore Roose- 
velt’s plurality for governor in this state 
will probably be between 17,000 and 
18,000. Timothy L. Woodruff, for lieu- 
tenant governor, seems to have run about 
10,000 votes behind his ticket in the state, 
buthe and all the other Republican state 
candidates are elected. The Citizens’ 
Union state movement was not even a 
tiny factor in the election. The Bacon 
ticket did not poll 800 votes in Manhattan 
and the Bronx, and the total vote it re- 
celved throughout the state will be about 
2000. Revised figures make no material 
change in the Republican majority in 
the New York legislature on joint ballot. 
The Republicans succeeded in electing 
four senators and 17 assemblymen in the 
greater city of New York. 

The Republicans are already making 
plans for an assault on Tammany hall 
anditsalliesfrom Albany. Theauthori- 
tative statement was made that the 
brewers, who supported Van Wyck, 
would find the next legislature passing 
a bill providing for the analysis of all 
beers under a state inspection similar 
to that now in operation in Germany, 
and that a heavy tax would be imposed 
on every brewery as a “revenue meas

Trouble at Wilmington, N.C., Culmi- 
nates In a Race Riot. 


Nine Men Become Victims of 
Shotgun Argument. 


Wrecking of a Newspaper Office Set the Ball 
Rolling In Earnest. 


Wilmington, N. C., Nov. 11.—A crow4| 


gathered here Wednesday “to assert thé 
supremacy of the white man.” Reso- 
lutions were adopted urging upon citi- 
zens the employment of white labor in 
preference to black, and declaring that 
the mayor and chief of police, having 
demonstrated their incapacity, should 
inimediately resign. 

The chief purpose of the meeting, how- 
ever, was to take action in the case ol 
Alec Manley, a negro editor, who re- 
cently printed an attack upon white 
women. So fierce was the indignation 
against Manley that a party was organ- 


ized to hunt him, and if found he would} 


have been lynched. Conservative cit- 


izens induced the leaders of the expedi-} 


tion to defer the search for Manley, 
under the promise that he should be} 
driven out of town, Manley has left 
the city. 


The city is now in the hands of a new 
municipal government and law and or- 
der are being established. 
aldermen resigned yesterday one by one. 
As each alderman vacated the remainder 
elected a successor named by the citizens 
committee, until the entire board was 
changed legally. They resigned in re- 
sponse to pubifc sentiment. The new 
board conservative 
Democratic 

The mayor and chief of police then re- 
signed and the new board elected their 
successors according to law. Ex-Rep- 
resentative Waddell was elected mayor 
and L. G. Parmalee ch The 
first act of the rnment was to 
swear in 250 special policemen, choser 
from the ranks of reputable white citi- 
They re vested with all the an- 
thority of the law and will take charge 
of the city. The citizens will remain on 
duty, however, throughout the town t 
prevent attempts at incen- 
diarism. The new government will de- 
vote its attention to restraining reckless- 
ness among the whites as well as keep- 
ing down ! 
Further trouble of a general or serious 
nature is not expected. 

Soon after the meeting George Rountze 
received telegram from Governor 
Russell saying he would use all his ef- 
forts to influence the mayor and city 
council to resign if that would restore 
peace. Mr. Rountze sent the following 
reply: ‘“‘Mayor and aldermen have re- 
signed. Two hundred and fifty special 
policemen sworn in. Law will be main- 
tained and peace restored.” 

Mr. Rountze is a prominent attorney 
here and a member of the 
congressional committee, 

The trouble in Wilmington commenced 
at 8:30 o'clock yesterday morning, when 
an armed body of citizens, numbering 
about 400, led by ex-Representative 
Waddell, chairman of a committee of 25 
appointed for the purpose, proceeded to 
the publishing house of a negro news- 
paper, The Record, to wreck it. The 
editor of this paper had published an 
article defamatory of white women, and 
a mass meeting of citizens on Wednes- 
day ordered his expulsion from the city 
within 24 hours and the removal of his 
press. Fifteen leading negroes were 
called in by the committee of 25 Wednes-

day night and directed to notify the 
chairman by 7:30 o'clock yesterday 


morning whether they would agree to 
the removal of the press. They were in- 
formed that if no answer was returned 
the press would be demolished. 

No answer was received by the chair- 
man, and after waiting an hour the citi- 
zens proceeded in a body and demolished 
the fixtures of the printing office. The 
building was also fired and gutted. The 
leaders say that this action was the work 
of irresponsible persons, 


and as soon as 
the fire was discovered the fire depart- 
ment was called out to extinguish it. 

The burning of the printing office cre- 
ated a great commotion among the 
negroes of the town. The rumor spread 
that the whites were going to burn and 
murder in the quarter. This 
rumor reached the negro employes of a 
cotton compress, numbering 300 or 400, 
who quit work and hung about the 
streetsin manifest terror. Other parties 
congregated in the negro section, and it 
was in one of these that the first tragedy 
was enacted. The men were standing 
on acorner and were ordered to disperse. 
They declined and, it is claimed, fired 
into the whites, 

A fusilade was immediately opened 
upon them by the whites, and three 
negroes were killed. Two whites were 
wounded slightly One negro ran down 
the street and passing a residence fired 
a rifle at William Mayo, white, standing 
on the veranda, shooting him through 
the left lung. This negro was recog- 
nized, pursued and captured while hid- 
ing under a bed. It is said he confessed 
to the shooting. He was riddled with 
shot by his captors and killed. 

In the meantime the town was ina 
state of excitement. The whites rushed 
to the scene from every direction, the 
local military company was ordered out 
and a battalion of United States naval 
reserves proceeded to the vicinity of the 
trouble with a rapid-fire gun. 

About 1 o'clock some negroesin a 
house fired upon a passing party of white 
men. The house was surrounded and 
four negroes were captured and taken 
to the jail. One negro broke away and 
ran, but was shot down and killed before 
he had proceeded half a block. 

During the afternoon there were other 
affairs of this kind and eight negroes 
were killed at various times in the dis- 
turbed sections. 
are unknown. 

As the news of the riot spread through 
the neighboring cities they offered to 
send help. All such offers were declined, 
except in the case of Fayetteville, from 
which town came about 150 men. As 
night fell the town was completely pa- 
trolled and guarded. Very few negroes 
were on the streets and they were not 
allowed to congregate anywhere.

| THE UNITY CLUB. 


Interesting Papers and an Inter- 
esting Musical Programme 


The regular meeting of the Unity 
club was held at the Wollaston Uni- 
tarian vestry last evening before a 
crowded house. It was one of the 
most brilliant meetings ever held. 
Mrs. Frederick H. Bishop was in 
charge, and also presided owing to the 
illness of President Finch. As the next 
regular meeting falls on the night after 
Thanksgiving it was voted to postpone 
it to Friday eveinng, Dec. 2. 

Last evening’s programme was one of 
the strongest that ever was presented to 
the clab from a musical as well as from 
@ literary point of view. The musical 
part was in charge of Mrs. Alma 
Faunce Smith and Professor Marceau. 

Tho literary part of the meeting 
was opened by a paper prepared by 

Miss Wood of the Quincy Mansion 
school on the Guilphs and Ghibellines 
whose contents for upwards of 400 
years devastated Germany and Italy, 
finally yielding to self-exhaustion and 
the distraction caused by the French 
invasion. Miss Wood also spoke on 
the Sicilian Vespers and Joanna of 
Naples. 

Miss Turner read an_ instructive 
paper, illuminated by reproductions, 
on Fra Angelico, so called from the 
beauty of theangels which he painted. 
He was a Monk of San Domenico near 
Frisoli, and _ gratuitously painted 
sacred subjects only, unrivalled for 
ecstatic expressions including frescoes 
in his own monastery and at Florence 


and Rome. His best picture is the 
‘Coronation of the Virgin’’ in the 
Louvre. 

The Rev. James E. Bagley spoke 


upon Dante, the poet, whose range of 


*jacquirements would be encyclopaedic 


in any age, but at the time he lived it 
was literally possible to master all that 
was to be known, and he seems to have 
accomplished it. His writings were 
all (with the possible exception of the 
treatise De Valgari Eoquio) autobio- 
graphic, and all of them, including 
that, are parts of a mutually related 
system, of which the central point is 
the individuality and experience of the 
poet.

Topic For the Week Beginning Nov. 13. 
Comment by Rev. 8, H. Doyle. 
Toric.—‘Christian recreation. "Isa. XXXV, 
1-10. 

Recreation is becoming more and 
more a necessity as the world advances. 
We live faster, we do more in a shorter 

space of time than our forefathers ever 
did, and in so living and doing we wear 
heavily on our mental and physical sys- 
tems. This constant wear and tear de- 
mands times of resting for recuperation. 

God realized that man would need rest 
amid the laborious duties of life. He 
gave us night in which the mind and 
body may receive new strength and 
vigor. He gave us one day in seven as a 
rest day and for a day of worship. In 
these days it is being almost universal- 
ly conceded that more time even than 
this should be used for rest and recrea- 
tion. Holidays and half’ holidays are 
used for this purpose, and wherever 
possible, special seasons of the year are 
used for vacations. All are necessary. 
The constant nervous strain to which 
the average man today is subjected is 
very wearing. Itmakes the hands weak 
and they need to b3 strengthenod; it 
makes the knees feeble and they need 
to be confirmed. One of the best ways 
to do this is to rest and recreate. The 
Christian must realize this and act ac- 
cordingly. 

The result of this rest and recreation 
will be increased ability to labor. Thus 
we shall gather increased strength to 
open the eyes of the blind, to unstop 
the ears of the deaf, to make the lame 
man leap as the hart and the tongue of 
the dumb to sing. It’s a false economy 
that provides no place for recreation. 
All work and no play not only makes 
Jack a dull boy, but weakens and short- ' 
ens the life work of many a man and 
woman. 

In Christian recreation there should 
be nothing un-Christian. Recreation 
times are times of temptation. Relieved 
from active work, we may feel some- 


times relieved of moral obligation. But. 


this is certainly not the case. We 
should never do at a time of recreation 
what we could not doin the moments 
of the most laborious work for Christ. 
Nor should opportunities to do good be 
neglected at such times. Christ, rest- 
ing on the well curb in Samaria, did not 
lose the opportunity to speak to a sinful 
woman about the water of eternal life. 
Rest times often bring to us splendid 
opportunities to speak a word for Christ. 
Let us do it as He did it.

Christian Endeavor Societies. 

There are now within the borders of 
the United States 41,222 societies. 
These figures do not include the junior, 
intermediate and other societies. The 
total enrollment of worldwide Christian 
Endeavor is 54,191 societies, with an 
individual membership of more than 
8,250,000. South Africa is entitled to 
the banner for the greatest proportion- 
ate increase in the number of societies. 
The junior societies continue to increase 
rapidly. There are now nearly 14,000 
societies in the world. One thousand of 
these are to be found in foreign lands. 

Russia is the only country in the 
world without a Christian Endeavor so- 
ciety. 

There are 77 mothers’ societies, 45 
senior or graduate, societies, 17 socie- 
ties in the United States army and in 
volunteers’ camps, 119 societies in the 
United States navy and on board mer- 
chant ships. During the last year 27,- 
686 juniors have become members of 
the church. From the intermediate so- 
cieties 1,518 have joined their home 
churches and 196,550 from the young 
people’s societies, making a total re-en- 
forcement of church membership during 
the year amounting to 22, 754.—Secre- 
tary Baer.

Not Applicable In Considering Dis 
position of the Philippines, 


Advice to America From a 
Spanish Standpoint. 


Appeal to Deal Leniently WithTa Nation Mor- 
tally Wounded Financially. 


Paris, Nov. 12.—The strongest individ- 
ual in Spain's financial and commercial 
world, Marquis De Comillas, is now in|! 
this city. He has thus far declined to| 
be interviewed lest his utterances be | 
considered as in some degree those of 
the Spanish government. When asked} 
yesterday to make an exception to his 
rule of silence, he consented on the un 
derstanding that he spoke only as a 
private citizen, confessing that he de- 
sired to secure from the American peo- 
ple protection for the private interests | 
he represented, so far as the unavoidable | 
results of war will allow of their pro- 
tection. Marquis De Comillas said: 

“It is, perhaps, preumption on my part 
to asume that the American people will 
attach any importance to what I say. 
Yet there are circumstances, even con- 
nected with this war, that lead me to 
hope I shall have a respectful hearing. 
Spaniards are not unmindful of the noble 
and generous treatment Spanish prison- 
ers of war have received at the hands of 
a victorious army and navy at the mo- 
ment of our defeat, and of subsequent 
generous care and treatment not less 
generous than that accorded Lieutenant 
Hobson by Admiral Cervera. 

“They have been touched by the cour- 
tesy and kindness with which Spanish 
officers have been received in America, 
and they almost dare to hope for the 
Same just and generous treatment of 
Spanish financial, commercial and in- 
dusrial interests Whatever antago- 
nism may have been engendered in the 
minds of the American people toward 
the Spaniards as political enemies, I 
eannot believe any substantial portion 
of the American people will wish to see 
unnecessary hardship inflicted upon the 
vast number of Spaniards whose prop- 
erty and incomes may be destroyed as 
the result of this war. 

“It is not a question of the rich only, 
but of the small merchants and manu- 
facturers, their emplqyes and laborers. 
In the hope of securing some better un- 
derstanding of these interests on the 
part of the American people—and thus 
some better protection of those inter- 
ests—I feel bold enough to speak as to 
my views and wishes regarding them as 
affected by a treaty of peace. 

“It may prove difficult for me to get 
wholly clear of political and govern- 
mental considerations, because in Spain 
commerce and industry are closely al- 
lied with the government. This condi- 
tion, doubtless, will be condemned in 
America, but the commercial and in- 
dustrial interests did not create the sys- 
tem and could prosperonly by conform- 
ing to conditions existing in my country. 

“The Philippine question presents very 
different features from that of the West 
Indies. In the Philippines Americans 
have no interests of considerable im- 
portance. The Monroe doctrine does not 
apply there. In sending Admiral Dewey’s 
squadron to the Malayan seas the Ameri- 
cans could have had no reasonable aim 
except to divert the attention of the 
Madrid government and of the meagre 
naval reserve forces of Spain, a piece of 
strategy which was highly efficacious in 
breaking down the moral and material 
forces of Spain. : 

“But row that the desired effect has 

been obtained, I cannot comprehend 
what reason the Americans have to re- 
tain that land in their power. Spain is 
suffering severely from her defeat, after 
the prolonged and disastrous insurrec- 
tion in Cuba, and she is mortally hurt in 
her commerce and industry. The Ameri- 
cans are absolute strangers to the Philip- 
pines and their population. They are 
unprovided with the immediate organ- 
ization necessary to rule that extensive 
and remote territory and to exercise au- 
thority there. The Filipinos have a cer- 
tain degree of culture and some rudi- 
mentary ideas as to public administra- 
tion, but, as a whole, the country is not 
yet capable of self-government. 
i “The cession of sovereignty over the 
Philippines to the United States would 
be disastrous to all those having busi- 
ness interests there, as well for the 
natives as for the Spaniards, and for 
Europeans of every nationality. Spain 
cannot transfer her Philippine sov- 
ereignty to the United States by a mere 
clause in a peace treaty. The United 
States would be confronted with a war 
for the subjugation of 8,000,000 Malayans. 
This would mean the destruction of all 
property in the Philippines. Trade and 
commerce would be parc@ced there. 
The merchants and manutacturers of 
Spain would lose the markets they now 
enjoy, their factories would suspend and 
their employes lie idle. The markets for 
their products would have vanished. 

“But the United States would not gain 
these markets. Atleast they Ww ould gain 
them only by fire and sword. The case 
of the Philippines is entirely different 
from the cases of Cuba and Porto Rico. | 
The only obstacle which the United | 
States had te overcome in order to set | 
up their sovereignty and to render it ef- 
fective in the Antilles was the power of 
pain. In our colonies of Oceanica there 
exists a population of about 8,000,000 who 
have lived for centuries identified with 
Spain, and an immense majority of whom 
would not accept the decision of the 
mother country should she transfer her 
sovereignty, without their consent, toa | 
foreign nation. 

“The whole population of Mindanao 
and the archipelago of the Visayas, and 
the great body of the inhabitants of the 
island of Luze@n, sympathize with Spain 
and have defended her cause with arms 
in past insurrections as well as in the 
presermmt one, with the same enthusiasm 
as the Spaniards of the peninsula could 
show. All these elements—once the ties | 
which attach them to Spain were broken | 
without doubt, as a single

| Cuba has been a war which would give 


to one or several powers humanitarian 
arguments that would justify their inter- 
vention for reasons similar to those that 
caused American intervention in Cuba. 
“We who have such large personal and 
business ir\srests in the Philippines view 
with dismay the possibility of this ter- 
rible event. How can it be that the 
American peaple, who boast of bringing 
intelligence to bear upon humanitarian 
questions, should not hesitate in face of 
the certain prospect of plunging into 
such a series of inevitable disasters. 
There would result not only the damage 
to property and loss of life inseparable 
from all war, but these evils would be 
aggravated by the diversity of races and 
the enmity existing between them, ren- 
dering very difficult the establishment 
of any authority that could keep the 
disasters of war within normal limits. 
“All I have said would apply equally 
whether the United States annexed the 
Philippines or established a protector- 
ate. The latter course would either be 
absolutely insufficient to maintain order 
or would have to assume such a char- 
acter as would be regarded and opposed 
by the natives as virtual annexation.” 


Four Men Killed, 

Hanover, Mass., Noy, 12.—An explo- 
sion in the grocery store of C. A. Stearns 
in this place at 5:30 yesterday morning 
wrecked the building, caused the deaths 
of four men and severe injury to 10 oth- 
ers, one of whom it is feared will die. 
The dead are: M. R. Sylvester, leaves a 
widow and six children; G. T. Tolman, 
leaves a widow and two children; C. A. 
Peterson, leaves a widow and child; 
Edgar Adams, leaves a widow and two 
children. The explosion was caused by 
a fire which started in the basement of 
the building from an unknown cause. 
The structure was of wood, two and a 
half stories high, was owned by Bates 
Bros. and rented by C. A. Stearns, grocer, 
and Mrs. E. W. Stockbridge, milliner, 
while the upper floors were used by the 
Phoenix Masonic lodge. The damage is 
estimated at $6000; partially covered by 
insurance. The fire was discovered by 
J. H. Flavel, who was on his way to 
work. An alarm was given, and there 
being no fire department in the town, 
the inhabitants turned out in an at- 
tempt to Save the building. The volun- 
teer fire fighters had been at work about 
half an hour when a terrific explosion 
occurred. The roof was lifted from the 
building and carried in an easterly di- 
rection, where it fell among the men who 
were fighting the fire. Three of the men 
were dead when taken from the ruins, 
and M. R. Sylvester died before he could 
be carried to his hame. 

Mother and Child Perished, 

New Bedford, Mass., Nov. 12.—By a 
fire in the 3-story frame building at 
9 Beetle street, about 11 o'clock last 
night, two people perished in the flames 
and four others were badly burned, two 
of them so seriously that they will prob- 
ably die. The building is owned by 
Adelord Gondreau, and consisted of a 
carriage house in the first story with two 
tenements ebove, one of them occupied 
by Gondreau's family. Gondreau was 
away at the time, and his wife and 
daughter were badly burned in making 
their escape from the building. The 
third floor was occupied by Eugene Oth- 
fer, his housekeeper, Belia Decheau, and 
Mrs. Bradley and Georgianna Gokey, 
boarders, and the latter's baby daugther. 
The Decheau woman and the baby were 
burned to death, while Othier and Mrs. 
Gokey were seriously burned, and Mrs. 
Bradley was overcame by the smoke. 
The doctors say that Pothier and the 
Gokey woman will die. All the parties 
were asleep when the fire broke out in 
a barn adjoining and rapidly communi- 
cated to the house. The barn was de- 
stroyed and the house gutted. 


For the Boys In Manila. 

Washington, Nov. 12.—The 17th of the 
present month will be the last date upon 
which the folks at home may send 
Christmas presents to the soldiers in 
Manila through government agency. The 
quartermaster’s department has char- 
tered a steamer which will leave San 
Francisco on that date, and this will be 
the last steamer to reach Manila before 
Christmas. Persons wishing to forward 
goods to friends in the army at Manila 
must cause the same to be delivered, free 
of charges, to the depot quartermaster 
at San Francisco properly directed. 

It is the Maria Teresa. 

Nassau, N. P., Nov. 12.—Wreckers who 
have arrived here have brought with 
them stores from the stranded vessel 
off Cat island, which establishes beyond 
a doubt that she is the Maria Teresa. 
As the vessel is looked upon as being a 
derelict, the wreckers claim the right to 
seize the stores which can be saved. 
They report that the water is up to 
her between decks, that she has a list 
to starboard, which side is damaged, 
The vessel 
lies between two reefs, on a smooth bot- 
tora and has her anchor out. 


Citizens Object, 

Lima, O., Nov. 12.—The investigation 
of the Buckeye Pipe Line company be- 
gan here yesterday. Attorney General 
Monett is trying to oust the company 
from the state on the ground that it is 
part of the Standard Oil trust. The 
Solar Refining company will also be in- 
vestigated. A public meeting was held 
here yesterday to show the disapproval 
of the citizens of the action, as the com- 
pany pays out millions of dollars here 
annually. 


Money to Be Returned, 
Boston, Nov. 12.—The receivers of the 
Framingham Savings bank were yester- 
day granted leave to return contingent

| THE BUSINESS SITUATION, | 
Little Room For Complaint About Pres-| 
ent Conditions. 
| New York, Noy. 12.—Bradstreet’s to- 
day says: While the influence of the | 
elections and of unfavorable weather has 
been such as to tgmporarily retard the 
volume of current trade, the innate 
Strength of the general trade situation 
is shown by the very satisfactory re- 
ports received as to bank clearings, rail- 
road earnings, prices and other meas- 
ures of business development. Thefact 
is brought out by Bradstreet’s price in- 
vestigation this week that the steady 
advance towards a higher level of values | 
Was maintained during the month im- 
mediately preceding the election. Not 
enough time has elapsed since that event 
to allow of many favorable effects in 
commercial lines, but that good effects 
must necessarily follow from the sound 
money victory is conceded. It is a sig- 
nificant feature that this week more in- 
quiry is reported for pig iron. In 
the steel trade there is rather more 
anxiety for new business, and some price 
shading to secure it is reported, The 
mainstay of the allied industries at pres- 
ent is undoubtedly the immense export 
demand, which, with the strength 
abroad, is likely to furnish a needful out-, 
let the coming winter. 

The cereal markets have been quite 
Steadily held, notwithstanding the sub- | 
| sidence of the war talk and less active | 
| foreign demand. Spot cotton has been | 
unchanged on good domestic and foreign | 
demand, but quotations of futures have | 
been affected rather unfavorably by the 
| growing belief in a maximum yield. | 
Coffee is almost alone among the staples | 
in noting special strength this week on} 
reduced receipts at Brazilian centers. | 
The sugar war goes merrily on, and the 
margin between raw and refined is now | 
only .41 cent, against a margin before the | 
fight began of nearly .92 cent. 

Business failures in the United States | 
this week number 187, against 273 in this 
week a year ago, 258 in 1896, 279 in 1895 
and 280 in 1894. 

The general level of values Nov. l was} 
higher than on Oct. 1, and likewise higher 
than at any previous date for five years 
past. Of 107 staples, 46 were unchanged 
and 27 higher as a result of operations 
in October, making nearly three-fourths 
of all staples whose price condition was 
either unchanged or bettered during that 
month. Notable in advancing were 
breadstuffs, dairy products, petroleum, 
naval stores, silver, copper, tin and lum- 
ber. Declining values were chiefly noted 
in live animals and their products, ex- 
cept pork and lard, coffee and sugar 
among groceries, hides and some makes 
of leather, nearly all raw textiles, Bes- 
semer pig iron and steel billets, coal and 
coke, rubber, tobacco, opium, tar and 
olive oi]. Compared with a year ago 57 
products out of 107 are higher and eight 
are unchanged. 

A good reorder demand for staple 
goods, particularly dry goods and cloth- 
ing, is reported at most western points, 
where spot demand and retail trade have 
been affected by unfavorable weather 
apa the election holiday and excitement. 
Industrial activity confMues widespread, 
and business generally makes a good 
comparison with a year ago. 


Found a Skeleton, 

Bridgeport, Conn., Nov. 12.—While 
hunting in the woode in the town of 
Trumbull, about five miles north of this 
city, Dr. B. W. White discovered the 
skeleton of a man lying in a lonely spot. 
Dr. White is of the opinion that the man 
had been dead nearly a year. A brown 
winter overcoat was tightly buttoned 
about the body and the trousers were in- 
tact. Near the skull was a cap and the 
feet were encased in rubberarctics. The 
medical examiner for the town of Trum- 
bull will make an investigation. 


Bank Lost Heavily. 

Macon, Mo., Nov. 12.—The Kirksville 
Savings bank was entered by burglars 
and robbed of $14,000 in government 
bonds belonging to Samuel Reed, presi- 
dent, and something in the neighborhood 
of $18,000 in. gold and greenbacks. About 
$2500 in silver was left, evidently being 
too heavy, and $2400 in the vault was 
overlooked by the robbers. 


Lee Elected, 

Sioux Falls, S. D., Nov. 12.—The elec- 
tion of governor was in doubt unsil last 
night, when official returns were re- 
ceived from several counties which 
showed big changes from the estimates 
in favor of Lee. The Republican com- 
mittee concedes Lee's election by about 
200. The legislature is safely Republi- 
can.

The Age of an Oyster. 

It is just as easy to tell the age of an 
oyster by looking at its shell as it is to 
ascertain the age of a horse by examin- 
ing its teeth, or a tree by inspecting 
the circles revealed by the ax or saw 
when it islaid low. When the oyster is 
6 months old, itis as big as a dime; 
when | year old, it will cover a silver 
half dollar, and when 2 years old, will 
be about the circumference of a silver 
dollar. 

The oyster, unlike the crab, is not 
obliged to seek new quarters or build w 
new honse every time he grows appre- 
ciably. The extensions that he puts on 
his house are clearly marked by a well 
defined ridge. 

Oysters are esteemed to be at their 
best when between 4 and 5 years of age, 
and the planters endeavor to protect the 
beds for that length of time. Conscien- 
tious oyster men—that is, men who are 
not inclined to kill the goose that lays 
the golden egg—always return to the 
bed oysters that are too young, but in 
case a patriarch is brought up, over 
whose shell the tides of from 8 to 12 
winters and summers have ebbed and 
flowed, he is sent to market, where he 
is put at the bottom of the heap and 
sold with his younger and more luscious 
com panions.—Pearson’s Weekly.

H. &. Fay Would Assess Abutters 


for Street Building. 


To the Editors of the Ledger: 

In reply to your editorial comments 
on my suggestions for street improve- 
ment, permit me to call your attention 
to the following article in the Constitu- 
tion of the Commonwealth :—‘*Govern- 
ment is instituted for the common 
good; for the protection, safety, pros- 
perity and happiness of the people; 
and not for the profit, honor, or pri- 
vate interest of any one man, family, 
or class of men: Therefore the people 
alone have an incontestable, unalien- 
able and indefeasible right to install 
government; and to reform, alter, or 
totally change the same, when their 
protection, safety, prosperity and 
happiness require it.*’ 

Also to the following from Mayor 
Sears’ address:—‘‘Good sidewalks are 
attractive to prospective resident; 
prospective residents are the salvation 
of the tax-payer; therefore, good side- 
walks must be conducive to the 
prosperity of the citizen.’’ 

Therefore, as the Constitution says 
we may reform, alter, or totally change 
the laws for the protection, safety, 
prosperity and happiness of the people, 
and as good sidewalks are conducive to 
the prosperity of the people, why are 
my suggestions unconstitutional? 

If the Legislature has permitted 
Boston to borrow millions for boule- 
yards, strands, speedways, etc., which 
are streets, and walks with the sur- 
roundings beautified, why may not 
Quincy borrow to improve her streets 
and walks? 

A mile to a mile and a half of streets 
and walks built in a year seems small, 
but would bea beginning and more than 
we ever have had. I have been  in- 
formed that $25,000 to $40,000 a year is 
all that can be used to advantage for 
such work in Quincy. As the Com- 
missioner of Public Works states in his 
annual report there are 70 miles of 
streets in the city where do the 100 
miles come in that you mention? 


As to the unconstitutionality of asses- | 


ing abutters half the cost of street im- 
provement, I would refer you to 
chapter 174, Acts of 1866, also to the 
act relating to sewer assessments for 
the City of Quincy. Ifit is legal to 
assess one-half or two-thirds the cost of 
improvements, why is it not legal to 
assess the whole cost? 

I think you will find upon investiga- 
tion that the plan of assessing abutters 
for public improvements has _ been 
adopted in many places, as more just 


and equitable than the old way of a 


general tax levy.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amo unt given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 

valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to R, and today’ s| 
instalment is the fourth of the S’s:

New York, Nov. 12.—General Nelson A. 
Miles enjoyed the greatest triumph of a 
Jong career last evening.

For 
many years New York has seemed like 
home to me. Passing down Broadway in 
1861 at the age of 21 a lieutenant in a 
regiment from my native state, eight 
months later I was honored by that 
great patriot and statesman, Governor 
Morgan, with a commission as leu- 
tenant colonel in one of the New York 
regiments. From that time during the 
great Civil war, I was largely identi- 
fled with New York troops.

The Times says editorially this 
morning: We are gratified that the 
American press has not indulged in th 
mischievous task of reading into Lord 
Salisbury’s utterances something dis- 
paraging to the United States. If the 
United States desire to establish them- 
selves securely in the Philippines it 
must be with British good will, since it 
is clear enough that they will not meet 
with much friendliness from the other 
rations of the old world. 

The Daily Chronicle says: Emperor 
William's visit to Spain is probably con- 
nected with Germany’s ambition to se-

chance of war over the matter. The

The Standard, which expresses some 
suspicion as to the kaiser’s intentions, 
says: Possibly Spain is mad enough t« 
try to renew the war, but European 
peace will not be further disturbed. 

The Paris correspondent of The Times, 
summarizing the points of America’s 
reply, says: 

Spain’s protest, prior to the protocol, 
against being deprived of the Philip- 
pines, was in effect a recognition of 
America’s right to annex them. More- 
over, Spain would be compelled to make 
great sacrifices in order to suppress the 
Philippine insurgents. 

As for the holders of Cuban bonds, 
they must understand that the mort- 
gage is worthless, inasmuch as Spain 
has lost the territory mortgaged. If 
Spair’s reasoning were admitted no na- 
tion cauid come to the rescue of an op- 
pressed people, since the liberating na- 
tion would be obliged to pay the debt. 

A dispatch from Madrid says that 
Duke Almecdovar de Rio, minister of 
foreign uffu:rs, received a telegram last 
evening unnouncing that Emperor Will- 
iam would arrive at Carthegena on Nov. 
19. The authorities were apparently 
greatly surprised when they heard of 
the visit: and it is probable that they 
had had no previous notice of it. 

The whole Spanish press cherishes 
the hepe that Germany will initiate 
some sort of European intervention. 
Official circies pretend to be amazed 
that such an i@ca should take hold of 
the public: and they loudly declare that 
the kaiser’s visit will have no official 
character. 

It is undersiood that as a matter of 
courtesy the queen regent will send an 
autograph letter inviting the emperor 
and empress to visit Madrid. In the 
unlikely event of acceptance, their Ger- 
man imperia! majesties would naturally 
be shown &pecial attention. The Ger- 
man ambassador will confer on the 
subject tomerrow with Duke Almedovar 
ide Rio, and nothing definite will be 
known regarding the matter until aftgr 
their interview. 

The public is so indignant at the at- 
titude of the American commissioners 
that Senor Sagasta, and his ministerial 
colleagues, will need uncommon self- 
possession to prevent a rash suspension 
of the peace negotiations. 

A Berlin dispatch says: The National 
Zeitung, returning to the subject of Lord

Marchand Hesitates, 

Cairo, Nov. 12.—Major Marchand, com- 
mander of a French expedition now at 
Fashoda, and Captain Barateri, who car- 
ried Marchand’s report to Paris and 
brought him the reply of the French gov- 
ernment, have postponed their depar- 
ture for Fashoda.

It Will Prove a Welcome Visitor. 
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The Mystery of the Razor. 

It is a matter of common experiunce 
that a razor left for awhile unused be- 
comes blunt. A writer in Chambers’ 
Journal says that rust caused by the 
moisture in the atmosphere is quite 
snough to account for this. Shearers, 
for instance, who have to use partic- 
ularly sharp instruments, never set 
their shears till just before using. What 
is not so generally known is that a ra- 
zor which will not cut will become 
sharper sometimes by being left aside 
for some time. The only explanation of 
this is that the electrical properties of 
the metal in the edge become changed. 

A ‘wire edge’’ is commonly put on a 
tool by amateurs. The steel turns and 
folds back on itself. It is owing to the | 
edge being made too long and thin, or 
the metal being too soft. The gnly cure 
for a wire edge is to break off the bent 
portion and grind and set again.

DARK RUMORS AFLOAT. 


Report of Mysterious Telegram An- 
nouncing the Death of Dreyfus, 


Exile’s Wife Meets With Re- 
buffs From Government. 


Information Imparted to Her In a Rather 
Roundabout Manner. 


Paris, Nov. 14.—It is reported here that 
Dreyfus is dead. The rumor is under- 
stood to be based upon a mysterious tele- 
gram received from Colmar, capital of 
Upper Alsace, signed by an unknown 
correspondent. So far as can be ascer- 
tained there is no official confirmation of 
the report. 


So far as can be ascertained there is 
no official confirmation of the report. 
The father-in-law of Dreyfus discredits 
it. He says he has excellent accounts 
which he received from the colonial 
office quite recently as to the prisoner's 
health. 

Despite these assurances there are dark 
rumors afloat. In view of the curious 
manner in which the letter from Drey- 
fus, declaring that he had abandonedall 
hope, was conveyed to Mme. Dreyfus on 
Friday, many people believe he is dead. 

A dispatch from Paris on Friday said 
that Mme. Dreyfus had epplied that day 
at the office of the minister of the colonies 
for permission to send her husband some 
warm clothing for his return home. The 
request was refused, on the ground that 
the government would do whatever was 
necessary. 

At the same time, according to the dis- 
patch, the authorities read her a letter 
from her husband to the effect that, hav- 
ing for five months addressed appeals for 
revision to General De Boisdeffre (re- 
cently chief of staff of the French army) 
without getting any reply, and being 
weary and exhausted by his useless ap- 
peals, he would write no more to his 
family or to anybody. He described 
himself as ill and dying and bequeathed 
to the “generosity of my country the care 
of rehabilitating my memory.” 

It appears that Mme. Dreyfus then 
asked permission to telegraph her hus- 
band the decision of the court of cassa- 
tion. This request also was refused. 
Then, through a friend, she appealed to 
President Faure, but with no better re- 
sult. 

The dispatch said her counsel would 
bring the whole matter before the court 
of cassation. 


Marchand Departs 

Cairo, Nov. 14.—Major Marchand, com- 
mander of the French expedition to 
Fashoda. started yesterday for that 
point with Captain Baratier, who car- 
ried Marchand’s report to Paris and 
brought the reply of the French govern- 
ment. On their arrival at Fashoda the 
expedition will immediately retire by 
way of Sobat, southwest of Fashoda, at 
the junction of the Sobat river and the 
White Nile, from which point they will 
move overland to Jibutil, the French 
post in the Eesa district, on the west 
coast of the gulf of Aden. 


Getting Rid of Li, 

Pekin, Nov. 14.—Li Hung Chang has 
been ordered to proceed to Tsi-Nan, cap- 
ital of the province of Shan-Tung, to 
concert measures with the viceroy of 
Shan-Tung to prevent future inunda- 
tions of the yellow river (Hoang-Ho). 
This appointment is regarded as vir- 
tually shelving Prince Li. 


Accounts Overdrawn. 

Trenton, Nov. 14.—Vice Chancellor 
Reed has rendered a decision in which 
he holds that ex-Mayor Frank A. Ma- 
gowan, as president of the Trenton Rub- 
ber company, overdrew his accounts in 
that concern to the extent of at least 
$150,000. He also decides that Allen Ma- 
gowan, the ex-mayor’s father, and a 
director of the company, is civilly re- 
sponsible for $16,990 of these overdrafts, 
and that William P. Hayes, another di- 
rector, is responsible to the extent of 
$3600. Suit was instituted by Receiver 
Bird with the idea of holding Allen Ma- 
gowan and William P. Hayes respon- 
sible for the ex-mayor's overdrafts, on 
the ground that they had been negligent 
in their duties as directors,

He Intends to 
Quay to a Finish. 

Phila‘edphia, Nov. 14.—Ex-Postmaster 
General Wanamaker has issued a state- 
ment in reference to the announcement 
made by Senator Quay on Thursday of 
his candidacy for re-election to the 
United States senate, his statement that| 
his re-election was assured, and his 
offer of $10,000 reward for the tel 
tion of any person corruptly offering a

bribe to a member of the legislature 
for his vote for United States senator. 

Mr. Wanamaker says Senator Quay 
has interpreted the result of the recent 
election as his personal triumph and 
Vindication, “while the truth is the re- 
cent election is a most significant re- 
buke and defeat of Senator Quay andall 
he represents. 

The ex-postmaster general says that 
though Quay’s candidate for governor 
was elected he received a minority of 
the votes cast for the office, and ‘“‘what is 
more significant,”’ he continues, “is that 
at least 155 of the 254 members of the 
next legislature are pledged to 
against Quay.” 

After styling Senator Quay’s mani-/} 
festo us “the exultant yell of a political 
boss,"" Mr. Wanamaker notifies the sen- 
ator that the contest against his dom- 
ination is not ended, and reiterates his 
purpose of carrying on the contest until 
Quay’s “rule and his methods are ex- 
terminated from the politics of the 
state.” 

Mr. Wanamaker closes his address 
with an offer of $20,000 for information 
that will secure the conviction of anyone 
Who corruptly gives, or offers to give, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to any member of 
the general assembly any money, ap- 
pointment to office or thing of value to} 
secure the vote of such member for any| 
person for the office of United States 
senator, or information that will lead to 
the conviction of any member corruptly 
receiving any money, appointment to 
office or other valuable thing for his 
vote for United States senator.” 

Mr. Wanamaker adds that his offer 
will continue in force for a year after 
the election of a United States senator, 
and that he will pay all costs of prose- 
cution in any case coming within the 
province of the offer.

Not MeCaffery's Widow, 

Chicago, Noy. 14.—Judge Payne of the 
superior court has decided against Mrs. 
Dawson McCaffery in the suit she 
brought shortly after the death of John 
McCaffery in 1894 to be recognized as 
the rightful widow of the deceased, and 
to share in the $500,000 estate. Mary 
Dawson and John McCaffery, who wasa 
Chicago building contractor, lived to- 
gether as man and wife from 1830 to 
1848 at Corning, N. Y¥. Inthesummer of 
1848 they decided to move to Virginia, 
and while en route, it is claimed, Mrs. 
McCaffery deserted her husband and 
children. About three months later, it 
is claimed, Mrs. McCaffrey married 
Williatn C Daniels, a former employe of 
McCaffery. In 1864 O’Danlies died in 
the Uniled States army, and his wife pe- 
titioned the government for a pension, 
which she obtairec and continued to 
draw till the tiling of her bill to be de- 
clared the widow of McCaffrey, instead 
of O'Daniels. This Cecision leaves the 
property to be divided between five heirs 
named in the will. 

Seek Redress In Politics, 

Marlboro, Mass., Nov. 14.—The Stitch- 
ers’ union held a very largely attended 
meeting yesterday, being addressed by 
President Tobin of the Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ union, and at the conclusion 
it was voted to follow the action of the 
other unions and abide by the decision 
of the grand council.

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DR. QUINN STEPS OUT, 


Wouldn’t Preach to Congregation In 
a Cold Church, 


Farewell Sermon Scheduled 
For Next Sunday. 


Warden Disagrees With Hit, and Says He 
Will Cali Upon Police. 


Somerville, Mass., Nov. 14.—The trouble 
between the vestry of St. Thomas’ 
church and the rector, Rev. J. C. Quinn, 
which has been existing for some time, 
has come to an end. At the services 
held last evening a letter was read by 
Choirmaster W. A. Nichols from Arch- 
deacon Van Buren of Lynn, saying that 
Dr. Quinn had decided to resign, and the 
resignation was now in his hands, and 
would be forwarded to Bishop Lawrence 
today. 

There were just 54 persons present 
when services were begun yesterday 
morning, at which Dr. Quinn officiated 
Just after the collection, the reverend 
sentlieman arose, and said it was his 
intention to preach his farewell sermon 
yesterday morning, but as there was 
no fire in the church, and it was very 
uncomfortable for the congregation, he 
decided to postpone it until next Sun- 
day. Dr. Quinn also announced that 
here would be no services in the even- 
ing on the same grounds. 

After Dr. Quinn had announced his 
intention of postponing his farewell 
sermon, Richard T. Clarke, junior war- 
den, made his way to the vestry, where 
the doctor was taking off his vestments, 
and suid that he was very sorry that he 
(the doctor) did not preach, as next Sun- 
day, if he attempted to enter the church, 
he would have him arrested. Mr. Clarke 
also announced to the congregation that 
services would be held in the evening, 
and Choirmaster Nichols would officiate. 

At the service In the evening 25 wor- 
shippers were present. Mr. Nichols read 
two selections from the scriptures, and 
then read the letter from the archdeacon, 
announcing Dr. Quinn’s resignation, to 
take place Nov. 15, and also said that 
at the services next Sunday the arch- 
deacon would be present and officiate. 

Commenting on the resignation, Mr. 
Nichols said: “Providence has seen fit 
toremove th’ rector to other fields. What 
the church eds is a young man, who 
will work for its interests, visit the par- 
ishioners, and be a fit successor to the 
late and lamented Dr. Durrell. This 
church fs not like other sects, who, if 
they do not like the minister, they can 
go some place else; we are bound to be 
loyal to our clergy, as they are made by 
the bishops’ hands, who are the succes- 
sors of the apostles.” 

Dr. Quinn was interviewed at his resi- 
dence after the service, and said that he 
decided to resign in the interest of peace 
and harmony of the church and forsake 
his own personal welfare. 

Ever since the death of Dr. Durrell this 
church has not been ina flourishing con- 
dition, and the last two rectors have had 
a hard road to travel. Dr. Gray, who 
was Dr. Durrell’s successor, got along 
very well for a short time, and he was 
finally ousted, and Dr. Quinn was chosen 
in his place, with the above results 


—— 
Revised Tariff Needed, 

Cleveland, Nov. 14.—In an interview 
last night Senator Hanna said the tariff 
would have to be revised to meet exist- 
ing conditions. “The war revenue meas- 
ure,” he said, ‘“‘must be revised, but we 
will keep many of the original features 
of the law simply because it is now neces- 
sary. Under the old tariff law we are 
not getting very much revenue because 
we are exporting instead of importing, 
and something must be done to meet 
these new conditions. We must have 
a new revenue measure. So far asI am 
concerned I favor putting a duty on tea 
and coffee. The revenues for the sup- 
port of the government must be raised 
in some way, and the Indirect is the best 
way, according to my idea. When the 
people do not realize that they are pay- 
ing a tax there is nocomplaint. Still it 
will be necessary to retain some of the 
features of the war revenue measure. 
The tax is now on the people, and in some 
instances it Is the proper method of taxa- 
tion.” 


Cruel Treatment of a Negro, 

Seymour, Ind., Nov. 14.—Last night a 
masked and armed mob took out of jail 
John Baird, a colored Democratic stump 
speaker who had been imprisoned on the 
charge of obtaining money by false pre- 
tenses. Once outside the mob beat him 
with sticks, pounded him over the head 
with revolvers and ordered him to leave 
town at once. Instead of obeying the 
order he went to the prosecuting at- 
torney and sheriff for protection. Half 
an hour later he accompanied the sheriff 
and posse in search for members of the 
mob. It is not known whether or not 
the assault upon him was inspired by 
political spite. 

Weather Was Unfavorable. 

Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 14.—Although 
every preparation was made at the Har- 
vard observatory to observe the meteors 
last night, the cloudy weather prevented 
even a glimpse at the starlit and sup- 
posed flashing sky. If the weather 
clears tonight an attempt will be made 
to carry Out the plans for the observa- 
tion, and this will also be repeated to- 
morrow night. 


Salt Water to Quench Fire, 

Boston, Nov. 14.—The “conflagration 
district,” the scene of so many disastrous 
fires in the wholesale and commercial!

under additional fire protection by the 
introduction of sea water through fire 
mains.

Aleohol as a Medicine. 


At @ meeting of the New York State 
Medical Association last month one of 
the topics under discussion was the 
use of alcohol asa medicine. Dr. H. 
D. Didama, of Syracuse, said that 
during the last four yeaxs he had not 
given to all his patients together as 
much as a teaspoonful for this sub- 
stance. Dr. Hiram A. Pooler, of New 
York City, declared that he prescribed 
alcohol very rarely and for young 
persons he would exclude its use alto- 
gether. He confessed with scrrow to a 
fear that he had aided in sending two 
persens to drunkards’ graves. 

Dr. E. R. Squib said that formerly 
alcohol was the only convenient 
medium that could be employed in 
extracting the medicinal properties 
from solid drugs, so as to mix them 
with other medicines. Now, however, 
it had been found that acetic acid, 
diluted with ten parts of water to one 
of acid, would serve the same pur- 
pose. It was no longer necessary, 
therefore, to employ alcohol in ‘‘ex- 
hausting** drugs. 

One physician who was present 
evinced scepticism as to the direfal 
effects of hard drinking on a man’s 
health, and another found nothing that 
would brace a patient up who is sick 
with pneumonia as alcohol does. 

The remarks of the chief speaker, 
Dr. J. M. Farrington, of Broome 
County, are reported by ‘*The Medical 
tecord’’ as follows: ‘*He expressed 
the opinion that those of the profession 
who believe in the value of alcohol as 
a remedy were now in the minority. A 
great change in} this respect had taken 
place in recent years. Alcohol, he said, 
was not a food, but, on the contrary, 
impaired nutrition. It was not a 
stimulant, but really a depressant. 
Recent physiological experiments 
showed that it retarded, perverted and 
was destructive to normal cell growth. 
Life insurance companies had become 
convinced beyond question that alcohol, 
use in even moderate quantities, im- 
paired health and shortened life. 
They declined to accepta risk un- 
qualifiedly if the person used liquor in 
any form habitually. 

‘‘Railroad companies now required 
their engineers, brakemen, switchmen 
and conductors to be total abstainers. 
The majority of Christian societies 
had banished wine from their religious 
ceremonies, and used instead un- 
fermented grape juice. Notwithstand- 
ing the drinking usages of the time, he 
believed that there rever was a period 
in the world’s history when the use of 
liquor was considered so degrading. 
He attributed the superior accuracy of 
our gunners in the late naval engage- 
ments with Spain to the banishment 
of rations of grog. 

‘*By order of Lord Wolseley, he said, 
careful experiments had been made 
regarding the staying qualities and 
health of the British troops using 
alcohol, as compared with those not 
using such drink. Certain regiments 
were allowed rations of grog, ind from 
other regiments these were entirely 
withheld. It was found that those 
receiving the grog made a very im- 
petuous dash in their charges, but after 
a few days they showed a great deal 
more fatigue and weakness than those 
who had had no grog. Asa result of 
these observations, and not from any 
conscientious scruples, rations of 
grog had been forbidden in the present 
campaign in the Soudan. Difficult as 
was this important innovation on time- 
honored customs,the results had fully 
justified the change. Dr. Farrington 
though the medical profession should 
be as active now in securing the banish- 
ment of alcohol as it had been in the 
past in placing it in a prominent posi- 
lion.*’

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land flee The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to S$, and today’s 
instalment is the first of the Ts :

A FINAL SETTLEMENT 


Regarding Disposition of Philippines 
Cannot Be Far Distant. 


Spain May Be Preparing For 
a Supreme Rally. 


She Is Harassed by America’s Stern Attitude 
and Heavy Creditors. 


Paris, Nov. 14.—Among onlookers here 
the impression exists—though it is not 
the result of any official statement—that 
the Spanish peace commissioners will 
not consent to a treaty which the Ameri- 
can commissioners could sign. It seems 
almost possible, also, that in the pitiable 
pressure to which they are subjected 
between their large creditors who are on 
the spot watching them and the stern 
attitude of the United States the Span- 
lards may abandon their struggles and 
leave the two forces to confront each 
other. The Spaniards, it has been ar- 
ranged, will inform the Americans to- 
day whether they need the whole day to 
prepare their next memorandum. If 
they want it the meeting will take place 
tomorrow. 

Under the rules of procedure adopted 
by.the conference, it is understood that 
the deliberations may not be unexpect- 
edly concluded by either side. 

The statement is printed here that the 
last memorandum from the Americans 
is regarded by the Spaniards asa virtual 
ultimatum; but, as a matter of fact, the 
Americans have not presented an ul- 
timatum, save as their treatment of the 
subject in hand may be unanswerable. 
It is only since Wednesday last that the 
Spaniards have begun to feel that the 
Americans purpose taking over the 
Philippines, and that, too, without any 
assumption of Spanish indebtedness. As 
they are now convinced of this, it may 
be that Spain's next presentment in con- 
ference will be the supreme rally of her 
diplomatic, argumentative and tactical 
forces. It may even mark the conclu- 
sion of all she has to say; but, if the rules 
of procedure are followed, the Americans 
would still have another presentation to 
submit. 

Ever since Oct. 1 it has been within 
the range of possibility that at cS y meet- 
ing an open rupture might occur, and on 
one or two occasions it might have been 
easily a fact even before the taking up 
of the Philippines question. 

The boundaries of the field in which 
that question is being worked out are 
becoming more apparent, and the ang’> 
of final settlement cannot be far off. f 
a treaty is to result here, it may fair'y 
be expected within three weeks, although 
it is not true—as reported from the 
United States yesterday—that the Amer- 
fcans have instructions embodying’ a 
time limit for the conclusion of the con- 
ference. 

The Gaulois this morning says: The 
acquisition of the Philippines for 25 years 
by an international syndicate, from 
whichever power may eventually acquire 
them, is a rumor based on facts of which 
The Gaulois will give retails. Follow- 
ing this lead, The Gaulois and other Paris 
papers today announce the scheme some- 
what on these lines: 

A syndicate representing $400,000,000 
capital proposes to take over the com- 
mercial! resources and advantages of the 
Philippines for a term of 25 years, pay- 
ing to the dominant power therein $125,- 
000,000 for the privilege. 

Under the alleged terms of this scheme 
the dominant power would administer 
the political and military government 
of the islands at its own expense, under 
the apportionment named, while the syn- 
dicate would collect all customs and 
other revenues for the term specified. 

The scheme involves giving Spain 
£175,000,000 to satisfy any real or imag- 
inary claims she may make as to the 
territory. This feature is said to be 
based on the assumption that the United 
States will be the dominant power. 
The remaining $100,000,000 of this re- 
puted syndicate would be reserved as 
its working capital. 

The sponsor of the project is a Mr. 
Young, said to be a son of Brigham 
Young, and an attempt is apparently 
made to create the impression that the 
capital of $00,000,000 is already under- 
written. 

It is thought possible, however, if the 
alleged syndicate has an existence, that 
Americans may have an opportunity 
given them to join with it in holdings of 
large or small amounts. Whether it 
proves veritable or otherwise, friends of 
the United States here are asking if 
the announcement of the scheme is 
not intended to embarrass the Ameri- 
cans by an offer, real or apparent, of 
$400,000,000 for a limited time, for the 
use of what the Americans may desire 
to acquire in perpetuity for a sum rel- 
itively nil. 

Non-officials in Paris put aside as un- 
thinkable the assumption that the 
United States would farm out its bur- 
dens or its advantages, if any, in the 
Philippines, which, if acquired, will be 
taken over as indemnity attending the 
discharge of high responsibilities. In 
any event the American commissioners 
will doubtless first ask whether the an- 
nouncement is timed to serve the ends 
of the syndicate, or to hinder the efforts 
of Judge Day and his associates to effect 
an amicable adjustment of the Philip- 
pines question. 


Made the Boys Happy. 

Boston, Nov. 14.—Through the gener- 
osity of Colonel Pfaff the non-commis- 
sioned staff and men of the First heavy 
artillery received $15 each today, previ- 
ous to their being mustered out of the 
United States service. In doing this the 
colonel actually loans the men $15 each 
and depends upon them to reimburse 
him when they receive the money from 
the government. The 667 men will be 
advanced $10,005. 


Wreckers to Be Driven Off. 

Washington, Nov. 14.—The official re- 
port to the navy department of the find- 
ing of the Maria Teresa was contained in 
the following cablegram received from 
Commander Craven of the wrecking tug 
Potomac, which had been ordered to Cat 
island from Santiago: “Potomac ar- 
rived. Maria Teresa near Bird Point, 


Cat island, one mile off shore in twe 
fathoms of water. Tide rising and fall- 
ing inside. Temporary deck broken up, 
movable articles removed by natives. 
Vulcan not seen, Natives at work since 
Saturday.” The Potomac was ordered 
at once back to Cat island with instruc- 
tions to Commander Craven to take pos- 
sessien of the Teresa and drive off the 
wreckers who are looting the ship. 


William's Visit to Spain, 

Washington, Nov. 14.—It is under- 
stood that assurances have been given 
by the German government that the 
visit of Emperor William of Germany to 
Spain is entirely devoid of official char- 
acter or significance; that the official 
trip of the imperial party ended when 
they left Palestine, and that the pro- 
posed stop at Cadiz and Cartagena is 
largely a health precaution in behalf of 
the empress, as the sea trip would be 
long and arduous if unbroken by these 
stops at the Spanish ports. 


Will Soon Be Deserte‘. 

Middletown, Pa., Nov. 14.—The end of 
Camp Meade is in sight. By Thursday 
the entire Second corps will have left 
for the new campsin the south. Three 
regiments started yesterday and three 
more gotoday. General Young and staff 
and the signal corps will be the last to 
go. Among the regiments leaving yes- 
terday was the First Rhode Island. A 
battalion from a regiment not yet desig- 
nated will stay behind to guard the gov- 
ernment property. Secretary Alger is 
so well pleased with this location that a 
portion of it may be used next spring. 
The hospitals have been cleaned out and 
on Wednesday their equipment will be 
sent away. The headquarters of the 
corps will be Augusta, Ga. The troops 
will be scattered between that city, 
Athens, Ga., Summerville, Columbia and 
Greenville, S. C. 


Instroctions to Rios, 

Madrid, Nov. 14.—El! Imparcial says 
the government has forwarded instruc- 
tions to Senor Rios, president of the 
Spanish peace commission at Paris, and 
that today’s conference may be the last 
or the last but one “unless the American 
commissioners moderate their claims.” 
According to El Imparcial a member of 
the cabinet has virtually declared as 
much. 


Right Man In Right Place, 

Washington, Novy. 14.—Admiral Schley 
having asked again for sea service has 
been promised the command of the 
European squadron, which will be re- 
established in a short time with some of 
the finest cruisers in the navy to exhibit 
the American flag creditably to the Euro- 
pean nations. 


News From Manila, 

Manila, Nov. 14.—The following ad- 
vices bave been received from Lloilo, 
capital of Panay, one of the four prin- 
ciple islands of the Visayas group: 

The insurgents have occupied Lin- 
ganis, Oton and Pavia, suburbs of Iloilo, 
and are daily expected to attack the 
town. The Spaniards have abandoned 
the Mole and destroyed the connecting 
bridges. Business is paralyzed and the 
inhabitants are in a state of terror. 
The mercantile houses, of all national- 
ities, have signed a circular asking the 
commander of the United States cruiser 
Charleston to remain, as the Spanish 
authorities are incapable of affording 
them protection. 

It is reported also that the insurgents 


have taken the whole of the islands of | 


Negros and Zebu, of the Visayas group. 
As the cable connections are cut it is 
impossible to confirm this rumor. 

On Nov. 6, General Rios, Spanish gov- 
ernor of the Visayas, is said to have 
declared a seven-days’ armistice in or- 
der to communicate with Madrid witha 
view of transferring control to the 
Americans. Major Bell has gone to 
Iloilo to ascertain the facts of the sit- 
uation. 


Through Train Window, 

Detroit, Nov. 14.—Ida Arola, 23 years 
of age, yesterday threw herself through 
the window of an express train on the 
Michigan Central railroad when the 
train was a short distance from Co- 
lumbiaville. She was an insane woman 
who was being deported to Finland in 
accordance with tne immigration law, 
she having resided here less than a year. 
Immigration Inspector Williams and 
the matron of the Sault Ste Marie cus- 
tom house had the girl in charge. 


Jealousy and Murder, 

New York, Noy. 14.—Because they 
could not adjust their differences over a 
girl, a mere child, Martin Kilkeary, aged 
18, and Joseph Smith, aged 21, because 
involved in a series of quarrels which 
ended in the murder of Smith. Kil- 
keary, accompanied by the girl, met 
Smith Saturday night. A fight followed 
and Kilkeary drew a revolver and shot 
Smith, the latter dying by the time he 
reached the hospital. Kilkeary and the 
girl were arrested, 


Emp!oves Will Be Paid, 

Bangor, Me., Nov. 14.—Judge Burgess 
has allowed the claims of 97 employes 
of the failed Bangor Pulp and Paper 
fcompany, and it will take about $10,000 
to pay them. Many of the workmen 
have bills against the company running 
as high as $200. Assignees Zellin and 
Dunn of this city are now preparing 
cases against Bangor men who are al- 
leged to have taken stock in the com- 
pany without paying for it. 


Still In the Ring, 

Medicine Lodge, Kan., Nov. 14.—Con- 
gressman Jerry Simpson, who has just 
been defeated for re-election by Chester 
I. Long, denies the stategnent that he has 
quit politics. “I may not run for con- 
gress again,” said Congressman Simp- 
son in an interview, “but I have not quit 
politics by any means. I am still alive.” 
Of his ambitions after leaving the na- 
tional house, however, Mr. Sampson re- 
fused to talk. 


Two Children Burned, 

Boston, Nov. 14.—Frank Veidon, aged 
9, and Ella Delano, aged 13, died at the 
city hospital yesterday from burns re- 
ceived Saturday night. In both cases

SHOWER OF METEORS, 


Kills Two Children, Damages Houses aod 
Sets Prairies on Fire, 

Wichita, Kas., Nov. 14.—A report re- 
ceived here says that during a veritable 
storm of meteors at Perry, Ok., Saturday 
night, two children were killed, houses 
were damaged and the prairies set on fire 
for miles around. 

It is said that six huge meteors fell 
within a radius of a mile. As they 
struck the earth the concussion was so 
great that many windows were broken 
and the people rushed from their homes, 
fearing an earthquake. 

The two children killed were of a fam- 
ily named Henderson. They were asleep 
together when the great molten mass 
crashed through the roof and crushed 
and burned them to death, The whole 
roof fell in and the family was buried In 
the ruins. A brother of the chidren 
who were killed had his legs and arms 
broken by falling timbers. The father 
and mother were pinned in the debris 
for an hour. Neighbors came to their 
assistance and finally rescued them. 

The meteors were all composed of a 
substance resembling fron. Some crum- 
bled easily, while others were as hard 
as steel. There was a vivid display of 
meteors here Saturday night and last 
night. 


Wants Churches Modernized, 

Portland, Me., Nov. 14.—Rev. Dr. Asa 
Dalton, rector of St. Stephen's church, 
and for over 30 years an Episcopal 
clergyman in this city, in a sermon 
yesterday declared that the Eplscopal 
church had made no progress in Maine 
in the last 30 years, and said the cause 
was the devotion of the Maine church 
to forms and rituals. He spoke of the 
opposition to Rey. Phillips Brooks wher 
he was made bishop, and said with a 
bishop like him in the state hundreds 
would flock to the church. He said 
the recent conference in Washington was 
the most encouraging ever held, as the 
laity had shown its independence of thr 
house of bishops in refusing to approve 
the change of the name of the church or 
forbidding any divorced persons marry- 
ing again. 


Eliott Again, 

Boston, Nov. 14.—The result of the an- 
nual election in the Massachusetts di- 
vision of the League of American Wheel- 
men was as follows: Sterling Eliott 
was re-elected chief consul by almost a 
unanimous vote; Adelbert A. Bryson of 
Fall River, vice consul; Aaron Wolfson 
of Dorchester, secretary-treasurer, with 
a majority of eight votes over the pres- 
ent incumbent, Arthur K. Peck of Bos 
ton. All the independent nominees for 
representative failed of election, and 
among them was A. D. Peck, wh 
declined to accept the nomination of the 
election committee and ran on inde- 
pendent papers.

STRIKE ON IN EARNEST, 


—__ 


Twenty-Six Hundred Shoe Workers 
Are Idle In Marlboro, 


Seven Factories Involved In 
the Movement. 


Tradesinen Are Much Worried, and Hope For 
a Speedy Settlement, 


Marlboro, Mass., Noy. 15.—The great 
strike in this shoe manufacturing town 
has already taken on a serious aspect 
to each workman of the thousands who 
have left their work with the idea of 
correcting either a real or imaginary 
wrong. Last night, as the union men 
met at their several headquarters, there 
seemed to be a firm determination ta 
make a long fight. 

The strike was directly due to the de- 
cision of the firms named to conduct 
their factories without recognizing the 
shoe workers’ organization, an act, the 
Strikers claim, which would eventually 
lead to a lower seale of wages and the 
general demoralization of the industry 
here, while other factories, it is believed, 
would probably take similar action pro- 
viding the attempt of the three firms is 
successful. 

The feeling among a majority of the 
manufacturers is that the depressed con- 
dition of the shoe industry has been still 
further hampered for a long time by the 
unions, whose terms, many of the factory 
owners assert, make trade unprofitable. 

At present it is impossible to tell wheth- 
er any of the other firms will declare 
war on the unions. A number of them 
will probably refrain from interference 
until the present struggle is settled. 

The cutters, stitchers, lasters, sole 
fasteners, treers and other unions who 
accepted the action of these three firms 
asa declaration of war on the shoe work- 
ers’ organizations at once began to pre- 
pare for a contest. Meetings were held 
last week and Sunday, and measures 
were taken for strengthening the unions 
wherever a defect was found. John F. 
Tobin of Boston, president of the Boot 
and Shoe Workers’ International union, 
General Secretary Treasurer H. A. 
Eaton and other officers of the general 
organization, who are in the city, with 
the secretaries of the local unions, en- 
gaged yesterday in conference with the 
three firms. They could not secure any 
compromise or any concession from the 
manufacturers, and, late in the forenoon, 
the council ordered a strike at the four 
factories of the S. H. Howe company, 
two factories of Rice & Hutchins and at 
J. A. Frye & Co.'s factories. The em- 
ployes, numbering about 2600in all, were 
ordered to leave their work at noon. 

Practically all the union men and 
women in the seven factories involved 
obeyed the order of the council. As soon 
as the employes left the factories they 
assembled at Union hall, where a mass 
meeting was held. General President 
Tobin addressed the strikers at length, 
advising them to remain away from the 
shops. He chutioned them to be careful 
and prevent any overt act against the 
peace by anybody. The strikers ap- 
peared enthusiastic and determined to 
resist the attack on the union in every 
legitimate way possible. 

The leaders contend that if the move- 
ment of the manufacturers is successful, 
{t will prove an entering wedge for simi- 
lar action in nearly every shoe factory 
in Marlboro. They say that wages have 
been on the decline here for months, and 
that the war on the unions is actuated 
by a desire to further cut wages. 

The S. H. Howe company employs 
about 1400 hands, the Rice & Hutchins 
factories about 600 and J. A. Frye & Co. 
600. 

All the unions in the city agreed to 
abide by the decision of the general coun- 
cil after their conference with the three 
firms. 

The firms called upon by the council 
did not appear to care whether their em- 
ployes struck or not. Business is not 
very good at the factories here, and some 
of the manufacturers maintain that they 
will lose but little by a few weeks’ shut- 
x Hb 

A joint council of the Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ association was in session the 
greater part of the afternoon and even- 
ing. President Tobin and Secretary 
Eaton were in consultation with refer- 
ence to the difficulties, and they left 
town last night, to return in a few days, 
when they will advise as to the manner 
of procedure best to the interests of the 
laborers. 

There was a largely attended meeting 
of the upper leather cutters, at which 
it was voted to act in concert with the 
other unions. Forty new members 
were initiated. The meeting of the sole 
leather men last night resulted in the 
organization of a union which is to be 
known as the Stock Fitters’ union. 

The joint council would only say that 
it had used its influence to avert the 
strike, visiting the manufacturers and 
obtaining their views with reference toa 
possible settiement. No favorable an- 
swer having been received, the alterna- 
tive was the declaration of the strike. 

President Tobin expressed himself as 
pleased with the way the men responded 
to the call made upon them, and says 
there is not a single man who has not 
shown his allegiance to the union. 

A report had been circulated around 
the city that the merchants would refuse 
to give credit to tiée strikers. William 
H. Hall, president of the Merchants’ as- 
sociation, in response to an inquiry, said 
they had taken no action In the matter, 
as they regard it asa famjly 4 quarrel, and 


all they wisn is for a speedy and peace- 
ful settlement. 

The manufacturers say that they have 
been forced to compete against the low 
prices in New Hampshire, and especially 
those in certain parts of New York 
state, and their action in opening free 
shops has become necessary for their 
own protection. 


LIABILITIES OF $1,200,000, 


Two Big Coal Companies Unable to Meet 
Their Obligations, 

Cincinnati, Noy. 15.—The Turney & 
Jones Coal company of Columbus, and 
the Pennsylvania and Ohio Fuel com- 
pany of St. Paul, with offices also in 
Chicago, were yesterday, by the federal 
court, put into the hands of the Security 
and Title company of Chicago as re- 
ceivers. These companies are among 
the largest that ever operated in tha 
Ohio coal fields. Their troubles tom- 
menced in the summer of 1897 with the 
great coal strike. | They had large con- 
tracts to fill in the’northwest and were 
unable te get coal until late in the sum- 
mer, and then at a high price and with 
very high lake freiehis. The result was 
a loss of over $200,000at that time. Dur- 
ing the past summer they bought very 
large quantities of coal which is still on 
their docks, while their collections have 
been very slow. As they bought the 
ceal early a great deal of the paper has 
fallen. due before receipts were coming 
in. The crisis was brought about by 
New York parties declaring due the 
whole of an issue of $280,000 of obliga- 
tions, because one of the instalments 
Was not paid promptly. 

The liabilities amount to $1,200,000. 
The officers cf the companies state that 
they will pay the liabilities in full if the 
assets are caretully handled. The two 
companies are owned by the same 
parties, mostly by H. D. Turney of Co- 
lumbus and John S. Jones of Chicago, 
and had te stand or fall together. The 
mines of these companies furnish about 
half of th: coal tonnage for the Colum- 
bus, Sandusky and Hocking railroad, 
and the future of that property depends 
largely on what is done by the receivers 
of the coal companies. 


Mill Undecid +d, 

Charleston, W. Va., Nov. 15.—The po- 
litical complexion of the West Virginia 
legislature on joint ballot depends upon 
contested seats, and will not be setiled 
until the two houses are organized, 
The Republicans will organize the sen- 
ate and the Democrats the house. The 
two contested seats in the senate will 
be decided by the courts and the same 
decision will settle both, the question 
being whether a senator loses his seat 
by accepting a commission in the army. 
Senator Pierson is a lieutenant and Sen- 
ator Getzendanner a captain in the Sec- 
ond West Virginia regiment, and Demo- 
crats are elected as successors, The 
house will pass on the eligibility of its 
members and several seats will be con- 
tested. The official returns will amount 
to nothing more than ta furnishriata 
upon which the two parties can work. 


Ix ae Reed Man. 

Dubuque, Ia., Nov. 15.—In an interview 
Congressman D. E. Henderson said: “I 
see my name is being mentioned in con- 
nection with the speakership of the next 
house. This is wholly without my au- 
thority. I am not a candidate for that 
office. If Mr. Reed desires a re-election, 
and I assume that he does, I am for his 
re-election.” 


A Twenty-Five Rounder. 

Rochester, Noy. 15.—The decision at 
the end of the 25th round of the bout last 
night between Kid Goulette of this city 
and Joe Hopkins of New York was a 
draw. This was giving Goulettt much 
the worst of it, for he had fairly earned 
the decision, making a chopping block of 
Hopkins for 15 rounds. 


Frozen Out by Trust. 

Toledo, Noy. 15.—The Buckeye Tobac- 
co works, fermerly Chase, Isherwood & 
Co., the oldest tobacco firm in Ohio, 
has closed permanently and retired from 
business. The proprietors have been 
unable to meet the competition of the 
trust and preferred to close solvent. 


Dervish Post Captured. 

Lndon, Nov. 15.—The Daily Chronicle 
this morning says: We are reliably 
informed from the Congo Free State 
that the Belgians have captured Bohr, a 
dervish post, 90 miles north of Rejaf, on 
the White Nile.

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Roosevelt’s Position Is Plainly Set 
Forth to Senator Platt, 


Will Appoint No Man Unless 
Absolutely Clean. 


Likely to Take Reins In His Own Hands In 
Naming Murphy’s Successor. 


New York, Nov. 15.—Republican pol- 
{ticians of the machine stamp who are 
not talking for publication say that the 
eld fight between the Platt machine and 
the independent element of the Union 
League club is bound to come to the 
frunt again. In this connection the 
following facts, not before published, 
were talked of: 

Last Saturday Colonel Roosevelt tel- 
ephoned State Chairman Odell saying 
that he would be at state headquarters 
on Saturday, where he hoped to meet 
Senator Platt, Elihu Root, Joseph H. 
Choate and other political leaders, and 
talk over the situation. Before noon 
word came t® the senator that Colonel! 
Roosevelt was in conference with Choate, 
Root and Seth Low. He was disturbed. 

The governor-elect said frankly in the 
course of his talk with Senator Platt: 
“Some of my friends do not yet compre- 
hend that while I consult them, I shall 
consult you also. They say that I am 
wearing ‘Platt's collar.’ Senator Platt, 
you know that I could wear no man's 
collar.” 

“I should have no respect for you if 
you did,” was Mr. Platt’s reply. 

“[ want advice, Mr. Platt,’’ went on 
Colonel Roosevelt. “I want you to 
suggest men for appointment, but you 
must understand that, while I desire 
to further the interests of the organiza- 
tion, I will appoint no man who is not 
as clean us a hound's tooth.” 

Icuring his meeting in the morning 
with the leaders of the independents 
Colonel Roosevelt, it is said, had been 
equally frank. Joseph H. Choate and 
President Seth Low, though personal 
friends, had told the governor-elect that 
they did not wish to go to Mr. Platt’s 
rooms in the Fifth Avenue hotel. No 
question of appointments arose at their 
meeting. Nothing definite was decided 
upon at the meeting of the Union League 
members with the governor-elect, but 
an understanding was reached that Col- 
onel Roosevelt would consult with the 
heads of all factions in the party be- 
fore passing upon any measure affecting 
New York city or giving it his sanction. 

One of the most prominent organiza- 
tion Republicans said to a reporter yes- 
terday afternoen: 

“Disguise it as we may, there is a 
fight imminent between Sénator Platt 
and the independent Republicans who 
center around the Union League. Col- 
onel Roosevelt holds the balance of 
power. I believe he intends to play fair, 
but his environments are entirely with 
the Union League crowd, and as soon 
as a United States senator is named 
I look to see him take the reins in his 
own hands and refuse suggestions as 
well as orders.” 


In Process of Construction. 

Washington, Nov. 15. — Commodore 
Hichborn, chief of the construction 
bureau, reports that on Nov. 1 the navy 
had under construction 55 vessels, a 
larger number than ever undertaken be- 
fore. There are eight battleships, and 
of these the Kearsarge had advanced 71 
percent toward completion, while her 
sister ship, the Kentucky, has a per- 
centage of 69; the Illinois is 57 percent, 
the Alabama 65 and the Wisconsin 52 
percent completed. The sheathed cruis- 
er Albany, which the United States 
bought on the stocks in England, is ex- 
actly half finished. The 22 torpedo boats 
contracted for show percentages of com- 
pletion ranging from nothfng to 99 per- 
cent, the latter in the case of the Rowan. 
The submarine boat Plunger is advanced 
85 percent and the training ship Chesa- 
peake 35 percent, 


Might Have Been Known Sooner. 

Washington, Nov. 15.—General Breck- 
inridge, Dr. Huidekoper and Major Knox 
were bkefore the war investigating com- 
mission yesterday. General Breckin- 
ridge’s testimony dealt with conditions 
at Camp Thomas, of which he was for a 
time in command, and he took occasion 
to say that but for the change that was 
made previous to the war, requiring in- 
spector generals in the field to report to 
the adjutant general, instead of the head 
of their own department, the condition 
of the camps now being developed by 
the commission would have developed 
three months ago. 


Usual Kick on Pork, 

Hamburg, Noy. 15.—The Hamburger 
Nachrichten, referring to the projected 
meat inspection bill, says: The Ameri- 
cans ought to be glad that Germany 
forces them gradua!'r to adopt her own 
methods of meat inspection. Hitherto 
American inspection has been untrust- 
worthy. So far as the threat of Ameri- 
ean retaliation is concerned, America 
will have to prove the presence of poisons 
in German wtnes, woolens, toys and 
chemicals, as Germany proves the pres- 
ence of trichinae in American pork. 


Steamer Badly Damaged. 

St. John’s, N. F., Nov. 15.—The Nor- 
wegian steamer Norman, from Antwerp 
for Montreal, with a general cargo, ar- 
rived here yesterday short of coal. Her 
captain reports that the Norman's decks 
were frequently swept by great seas that 
carried away the bridge, the ventilators 
and the skylight, flooding the saloon, 
coal bunkers and engine room, and en- 
dangering the safety of the ship for some 
hours.

Three or four 
regiments are leaving each day. Each 
reigment leaves in three sections with 
about one-half an hour between. “The 
puffing of the engines, clanging of the 
bells, noise and dust of galloping 
horses, braying of mules, ably seconded 
by their drivers, and the shouts and 


laughter of the boys as the train pulis'J. Fallon.

for- 
gotten, 

The boys, besides the pleasure and 
excitement caused by the breaking of 
camp, have had their spirits raised 
higher by receiving a month's pay the 
day before their departure. The latter, 
is enough to raise the good feelings of 
the boys to the boiling point. This 
finds vent, in the good natured chafling 
and jokes which passed between them 
and the members of other regiments 
who have come to see them off. 

The leaving of the troops has proved 
a bananza for the pies, 
sandwiches, and cold meats and the in- 
evitable frankfurter, or as it 
by the boys *‘dog.*’ = These 
sold for a nickle each, are 
size of an ordinary saucer, and about 
us easily digested. They make here 
an article called raisin pie, which has 
proven the sorrow of many a soldier.

The boys of our regiment commonly 
known as the Dandy Fifth will always 
uphold the honor and good will of our 
dear Commonwealth, whether we may 
be stationed in South Carolina or 
Cuba.

Corps of which ours is a part 
supplied on arrival in the south, by 
the Kragacgson rifle. This rifeis a 
very powerful piece of modern war- 
fare, its effect is deadly. Therefore 
when our 2d Division receives them, 
we will be the first to have the honor 
of firing a shot that is greatly dreaded 
by other nations. 

The Springfield rifle now in use will 
be shipped back to their respective 
states where the provisional militia 
companies, who have filled our ranks 
while we served the nation, we will be 
equipped and drilled under the tactics 
of the Springfield.

Brazil's New President, 

Rio Janeiro, Noy. 15.—Dr. Campos 
Salles was installed in the presidential 
chair today. In his inaugural address 
he eulogized his predecessor, Dr. Barrios, 
and declared that now the republic is 
firmly established the time has arrived 
to initiate a national liberal policy of 
tolerence, harmonizing the different ele- 
ments of the country.

'PLAINT OF FILIPINOS, 


Claim Unjust Treatment at the Hands 
of American Officials, 


Slights Shown Leaders, Sol- 
diers and People. 


Evidently Think Victory In the Philippines Due 
to Their Efforts. 


Hong Kong, Novy. 15.—John Barrett, 
ex-United States minister to Siam, was 
asked by the Filipino junta to present a 
memorial to the United States govern- 
ment and people. Mr. Barrett replied 
that, while he could have no official in- 
fluence regarding the status of the mat- 
ter, he was satisfied that a document 
which represented the sentiments of the 
Filipinos would receive at the hands of 
the Americans all the consideration it 
merited. Consequently the representa- 
tives of General Aguinaldo and his fol- 
lowers drew up what they designate as 
an “appeal to President McKinley and 
the American people,” but what is in 
reality rather in the nature of an ar- 
raignment of American actions in the 
Philippines. It says: 

“We, the Hong Kong representatives 
of our countrymen, appeal to the great 
and good judgment of President Mc- 
Kinley and the spirit of fairness and 
justice of the American people as it is 
always shown in their regard for the 
petitions of the weak and oppressed. 

“While the fate of the islands is still 
undecided and we are doing all in our 
power to prevent a conflict between the 
Americans and Filipinos — awaiting 
patiently the -conclusion of the Paris 

conference—we implore the interven- 
tion of the president, supported by the 
will of the people, to end the slights 
shown our leaders, soldiers and people 
by some of the American military and 
naval officers, although we do not wish 
to wrong Admiral Dewey or General 
Otis.” 

The memorial then avers that “false 
reports are spread broadcast, alleging 
that the Filipinos are responsible for all 
the friction,’ points out that “the tension 
is greater every day and any momenta 
Shot may be fired by an irresponsible 
American or Filipino soldier, leading to 
great bloodshed,’ and beseeches the 
United States to “help the junta to con- 
trol our own people by directing Ameri- 
can Officials at Manila to temper their 
actions with friendship, justice and fair- 
ness. 

“From the commencement of the hos- 
tilities,” continues the memorial, “the 
Filipinos acceded to all the American re- 
quests, but after bottling up the Span- 
iards in Manila the Filipinos were com- 
pletely ignored when the Americans ad- 
vanced, and thus deprived us of the fruita 
of victory. Now, after months of cam- 
paigning, the Filipino troops have been 
ordered beyond the suburbs, where they 
have no quarters and where supplies are 
difficult to obtain. All our launches 
have been seized because of foolish ru- 
mors that we would attack Americans, 
and when we asked explanations we 
were not even answered. The Spaniards, 
of late the enemies of the Americans, 
have been shown every consideration; 
while the Filipinos, their friends and 
alles, are often treated as enemies.” 

After asserting that the Filipinos uni- 
formly acted upon the advice of the 
Americans and were informally recog- 
nized by them until Manila was cap- 
tured, the memorial goes on to say: 

“We can only attribute this sudden 
change to orders from Washington to 
American officials at Manila to avoid 
compromising the American govern- 
iment by a recognition of the Filipinos or 
their government. The Americans are 
carrying out these instructions literally, 
losing sight of the former friendly inter- 
course and assistance, and of the as- 
surances the American officials gave 
General Aguinaldo, which he communi- 
cated to his followers.” 

After emphasizing the junta’s “‘abso- 
lute confidence in President McKinley 
and the people of the great republic,” 
stating that “our protests are not 
prompted by animosity, but are directed 
against conditions existing at Manila 
and not against the American govern- 
ment and people; acknowledging “our 
gratitude to American arms for destroy- 
ing the Spanish power in the Philip- 
pines,” and expressing “a hope that the 
islands are not to be returned to Spain,” 
the memorial concludes thus: 

“We await the decision of the peace 
commission with even greater interest 
than the Americans, because it concerns 
our land, our happiness and our freedom. 
In the meantime we shall pray for peace 
and a perfect understanding with the 
Americans.” 


Meeting of Commission Postponed. 

Paris, Nov. 15.—There was no joint ses- 
sion of the peace commissioners yester- 
day. Secretary Moore of the United 
States commission received from Sec- 
retary Ojeda of the Spanish commis- 
sion a note saying the Spanish commis- 
sloners had found it impoesible to pre- 
pare their memorandum for presenta- 
tion, and asked if the United States 
commissioners would be inconvenienced 
if, owing to the late arrival from Mad- 
rid of expected data, the Spanish should 
request that the next meeting be de- 
ferred until Wednesday. Secretary 
Moore replied that the American com- 
missioners were quite willing to ac- 
commodate the Spanish commissioners 
in this matter, and the joint session was 
deferred until tomorrow. 


Spain’s Rash Expenditures, 

Washington, Nov. 15.—In some figures 
regarding receipts and expenditures in 
the island of Cuba, sent to Washington 
by officers of the Cuban military com- 
mission, it is estimated that upon the 
assumption of control by the United 
States, expenses now incurred each year 
under Spanish sovereignty, to the extent 
of $20,594,225, will cease. These figures 
show that the burdens of taxation upon 
the people of Cuba can be largely re- 
duced under a form of government in- 
dependent of Spain. 


Shoes and Stockings For the Boys. 
Boston, Nov. 15.—Quartermaster Hyde 
of the United States army opened bids 
yesterday for furnishing the army with 
Stockings and shoes. The advertise- 
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ments called for the furnishing of 50,- 
000 pairs of woolen stockings, with the 
privilege of increasing the amount 109 
percent, and for 25,000 pairs of calf- 
skin shoes, with the privilege of in- 
creasing the amount 100 percent. The 
lowest bidders were John Mandal! & Co., 
Philadelphia, 25.000 pairs of shoes, at 
$2.12% per pair; A. Shuman & Co., Bos- 
ton, 50,000 pairs of woolen stockings, at 
274%4 cents per pair, 3000 per week to be 
delivered 14 days after contract; 50,- 
000 pairs of hose, at 33 cents per pair, 
2000 a week to be delivered 10 days after 
contract, and 2000 per week every week 
thereafter. The bids were taken under 
advisement 


Complete Annexation, 

London, Nov. 15.—This morning’s pa- 
pers comment editorially upon the peace 
co-ference crisis and the American na- 
val preparations, reiterating their con- 
viction of the hopelessness of Spanish 
epposition and recognizing that the 
United States have practically no al- 
ternative, especially after the elections, 
but complete annexation, and that if 
Spain continues obstinate the United 
States must send a fleet to Europe, an 
action which no power but Great Brit- 
ain would welcome, though none would 
be likely to interfere in Spain's behalf. 


Want to Break Away. 

Madrid, Nov. 15.—Aragon has now 
joined with the other provinces of Spain 
in demanding the decentralization of 
the government, on which subject a 
Catalonian deputation was received in 
audience by the queen regent yesterday. 
The Aragonians, in presenting their de- 
mands, point out that the “Anglo-Saxons 
of America, aided by the Anglo-Saxons 
of Europe, have obliterated half of Spain 
from the maps.” 


Germany's Attitade. 

Berlin, Nov. 15.—A high official of the 
German foreign office asserts that no 
communications or negotiations have 
eccurred between the powers regarding 
the Philippines question.

Sugar Goes Up 


New York, Nov. 15.—The Tribune to-| 


day says: The American Sugar Re- 
fining company yesterday advanced the 
price of all grades of domestic refined 
sugars % of a cent a pound, this move 
being promptly followed by the indepen- 
dent refiners. This increase makes the 
price of granulated 5% cents a pound, or 
4.84 cents net, exclusive of trade dis- 
counts, and is the first gereral advance 
eince the beginning of the cutting of 
prices between the American Sugar Re- 
fining company and the outside refiners. 
On Oct. 27 representatives of the Nationa! 
and Mollenhauer companies advanced 
their rates on hard grades % of a cent a 
pound, making their price for granu- 
lated 5% cents, but they subsequently 
put the price back to the old figure. 


Southero Lawlessness. 

Greenwood, S. C., Nov. 15.—A telephone 
message received here says a negro 
woman Was shot near Pine Grove church 
by a party of white men who were on 
their way here. No particulars are ob- 
tainable except that her house was fired 
into by a passing crowd, and that one 
ball struck her in the abdomen. A mes- 
sage from Troy states that Kennedy 
McCaston and a negro on his place in 
Beville county had a personal difficulty, 
in which the negro shot McCaston in the 
face with a shotgun. The negro was 
pursued to Abbeville, where he was 
caught and jailed. There is no fear of 
his being lynched. News comes from 
Verdery that John Fell had shot a negro 
near that place while engaged in a per- 
sonal! ditliculty. 


The New Washington. 

Washington, Nov. 15.—At the annual 
meeting of the Washington board of 
trade last night President Noyes made 
an address in which he told what had 
been done during the past year to make 
Washington attractive and healthful, 
and to promote its business and educa- 
tional interests. In conclusion, Presi- 
dent Noyes said: ‘For the new America 
there is to be a new Washington. There 
can be no genuine expansion of the re- 
public which does not show forth as in 
an index in the republic’s city. So, like- 
wise, prosperity in the federal district 
means that the whole nation prospers 
ans develops more and more from day to 
ay.” 


Wholesale Expulsions. 

Berlin, Nov. 15.—Besides the large ex- 
pulsions of Danes from northern Schles- 
wig during the last fortnight, many Aus- 
trian slaves and Polish Jews have been 
expelled from Breslau, as well as Dutch- 
men from Gronau, Westphalia. The 
cause is not known, but it is believed the 
expulsions were instigated by Dr. Von 
Miquel, Prussian minister of finance, 
with a view of provoking discontent 
that would serve as a pretext for more 
Severe measures against aliens. 


The Dreyfus Case, 

Paris, Nov. 15.—The court of cassation 
yesterday examined General Zurlinden 
and Genera! Chanoine, who recently re- 
signed successively the portfolio of min- 
ister of war, and it is said that their evi- 
dence was highly important in uphold- 
ing the attitude they have taken 
throughout that Dreyfus is guilty, and 
that a communication of the secret

Austin, Nov. 15—The last wire by 
which Austin can have telephonic con- 
nection with Bar Harbor, Me., was 
strung yesterday.

POURING IN BY BUSHELS. 


Petitions to the President Relative te 
Classified Service Decision. 
Washington, Nov. 16.—The Monday 
mail at the White House was extraor- 
dinarily heavy yesterday and indicated 
an intense public interest in the recent 
announcement that Mr. McKinley was 
about to issue an order taking 6000 places 
out of the classified service. Since elec- 
tion, the attention of thousands of peo- 
ple has turned to this matter, and bush- 
els of letters, petitions and memorials 
are now pouring into the White House. 
On the general question of civil service 
reform these communications are di- 
vided about evenly numerically, but with 
a wide distinction as to the animating 
purpose of the two classes of petitioners 
Applicants for pensions who have been 
refused by boards of examiners are eager 
to have new men appointed with whom 
political and personal influences will 
naturally be more potent, although they 
do not express their desire in just these 
words. They want the change made “for 
the good of the service.” On the other 
hand, many medical societies and or- 
ganizations of public spirited citizens are 
peticioning to have the pension service 
remain under the merit system. Circu- 
lar letters are being sent out by both 
sides, urging that as large a number of 
recommendations as possible be made to 
the president, and the volume of these 
responses is now so large that he will 
doubtless be somewhat hastened in get- 
ting the draft of the new order into final 
shape. Each day there is submitted to 
him a brief of the contents of these me- 
morials, the volume of which has greatly 
surprised him as well as the strength 
with the substantial classes of the coun- 
try which the merit system exhibits. 


Mania For Throwing Lamps, 
Victosyia, B. C., Nov. 15.—Returning 
| Klondikers arriving in this city bring 
the news that the city of Dawson has 
been visited with a $500,000 fire, in which 
40 buildings were burned. The fire took 
place on Oct. 16. It started in the Green 
Tree saloon as the result of a row be- 
tween two women of the town, Belle 
Mitchell throwing a lighted lamp at an- 
other woman. The lamp broke, the oll 
spread and in a few seconds the building 
was on fire. The fire of a year ago was 
caused by the same woman, who threw 
a lamp at a man with whom she hada 
quarrel.

Revenue Which Never Found 
Its Way to Treasury. 


Some Valuable Suggestions For the United 
Table Cloths and Napkins for your States to Act Upon, 


Thanksgiving Dinner Table. 


} Washington, Nov. 16.—The Special 
commissioner for the United States to 
Cuba and Porto Rico, Robert P. Porter, 
presented his report to the president yes- 
terday. The report goes very fully into 
the financial and eoonomica! condition 
of Cuba, The report says in part: 

In the consideration of the Cuban 
question it became apparent that the 
most pressing need of the island was 
a tariff that would bear lightest in the 
directions where the people could least 
afford the burden of taxation and heav- 
jest on commodities which the well-to-do 
and those engaged in large enterprises 
required. Commissioner Porter says: 
“The Spanish tariff was made by Span- 
iards for Spain, in the interests of tl 
Spaniards. That seems to be the on 
principle in it. In adopting for an e. 
igency measure the rate of duty which 
Spain levied for her own commodities 
the United States acted wisely.” 

A table compiled by Mr. Porter shows 
the general average of reduction of du- 
ties made by his proposed tariff on the 
articles imported into Cuba is 63.7 per- 
cent. The vate reductions vary from 
58.7 to 76.9. The report says: “These 
rates were full of inequalities and were 
nut levied on any sound principle, but 
on the “heads Spain wins, tails Cuba 
idea, which prevails in the whole 
financial fabric. It was found that 
the only way to equalize the duty, im- 
prove the administration and reduce the 
rates of duty on all articles of general 
consumption, was to practically frame a 
tariff. It has not been thought 
advisable to make radical changes in 
the administrative branches, nor to 
change weights and measures into 
United States equivalents, because the 
people of Cuba are used to the metric 
system. United States currency, how- 
ever, has been substituted for the Span- 
ist pesos. This will simplify the collec 
tion of duties, as customs duties at the 
prerent time are collected in Cuban 
ports in possession of Spain in three 
different classes of currency, gold, sil- 
ver and bank notes, all (even the gold) 
fluctuating in value. The tariff thus 
proposed will average fully two-thirds 
less than the rates now exacted by the 
authorities In Cuban ports in possession 
of Spain.” 

The report contains an analysis and 
discussion of the Cuban budget, in which 
the effect of the new tariff on the rev- 
enue of the country, together with other 
sources of revenue, is explained. The 
report states that by reason of fraudu- 
lent classification and smuggling most

Porter says: 
; “The cupidity and rapac.ty of the 
Spanish officials in Cuba is beyond con- 
ception, and, if we may judge by the 
results at Santiago, the United States 
officials will be able to collect as much 
revenue on a tariff the duties of which 
are more than half, or nearly two-thirds 
less than under the {niquitous law now 
in force. The reduction toa reasonable 
rate of duty in certain schedules, such 
as those relating to machinery, railway 
supplies, etc., will increase the im- 
portation and the revenue will certainly 
be greater than during the period when 
the duties have been prohibitory. In 
all cases where there are home in- 
dustries in Cuba capable of supplying 
a manufactured product, made by home 
labor, care has been exercised, either by 
making free the raw material, or not 
making a too radical reduction of duty, 
not to injure their prospects.” 

The report gives a table showing that 


teh’ average annual custom house re- 
ceipts in Cuba from 1886 to 1897, inclusive, 
s were $12,615,894. In an analysis of the 


Cuban budget Mr. Porter says: “The 
money collected from Cuba, whether it 
was $26,000,000 or less, has all gone, and 
nothing is likely to be found in the 
treasury, but numerous evidences of 
promises to pay, records of receipts 
given by the government for goods not 
paid for, debts of all kinds, including 
the salaries of a large number of the 
minor officials. The first and most im- 
portant item of expenditures is for sov- 
ereignty expenses, and exceeds $22,000, - 
000. 

“A study of several items shows that 
the principal expenses for Cuba are 
those which have directly or indirectly 
to do with the control of the island by 
Bpain. It is impossible at this moment 
to make a satisfactory estimate of this 
new budget, nor can it very well be 
done until after the United States forces 
are in full possession. Of course, the

Indeed, there is some- 
thing almost pathetic in the manner in 
which Cuba, plundered and depleted of 
her resuurces and wealth, has never 
Wavered from a gold basis. 

“The testimony taken and statements 
mad: on this subject have been unan- 
imously in favor of a continuous gold 
basis, for the Cubans have suffered so 
much from Spain's various attempts to 
foree a depreciated currency upon the 
people both in the form of silver and 
bank bills that they want no further 
experiment with the currency.” 

“There was, when your commissioner 
was in Cuba, in September, a margin 


of 30 percent on the silver dollars, and 
the financial and business men of Ha- 
vana do not think these dollars would go 
down to a point where {t would not pay 
to ship the Spanish silver to Spain and 
utilize the American dollar in Cuba. 
Tn this event it will be necessary for 
the United States government to ship 
as many ailver dollars to Cuba as pos- 
sible, one prominent banking firm sug- 
gesting five or six millions, with the 
Subsidiary coins. would be required for 
small payments.” 

Mr. Porter then takes up the question 
of taxation and suggests the abolition 
of certain taxes, especially that known 
fs the “consumption tax” on the killing 
of cattle, which is an exaction that 
greatly increases the price of food to the 
people. Another tax, which will fall 
down of its own weight when the United 
States forces take control of the island, 
is the “cedula” or head tax, which varies 
in amount from a few cents to $100, ac- 
cording to the rank and !mportance of the 
individual. This tax is generally allowed 
to run until some occasion comes for the 
unhappy victim of Spanish rapacity to 
require a public document or permit to 
bury a child or relative, a license to 
marry, a transfer of real estate or a 
notarial acknowledgment. Then it is 
that the petty rascals in charge of public 
business bear down heavily and unless 
the fines and back ‘‘cedula”’ and a hand- 
some “gratification” to the official is 
forthcoming, the body must await inter- 
ment, the marriage must be postponed 
or a transaction delayed. 

Mr. Porter then takes up the question 
of education. Thee are free public 
schools in Ciba, but the te.chers have 
the right to take pay, and those who do 
not pay get little or no attention. The 
proportion of people who are illiterate 
is very grea’ Some statistics show only 
one in 40 of -he laboring classes able te 
read and write. There can ‘eno stable 
government in Cuba, Mr. Vorter says, 
until this has been remedied. 

Dealing with the railway system of 
Cuba, Commissioner Porter points to 
the advisability of immediately con- 
structing a trunk railway from end to 
end of the island, with branches extend- 
ing north and south to the important 
cities and ports. In the opinion of the 
commissioner, from whatever stand- 
point it may be viewed, no one enter- 
prise could do so much to improve the 
situation in the island. N» revolution 
could have existed in Cuba iasuch a rail- 
road had been completed by the former 
government. 

Concerning the condition of labor in 
the Island, Mr. Porter says: “There is 
at this moment a steady increase in the 
demand for !abor on plantations and, in 
Santiago province, labor for the mines. 
While in Cuba your commissioner re- 
ceived one cable dispatch calling for 
1500 laborers for the mines, while three 
large planters stood ready between them 
to employ 1000 men to work in the sugar 
fields. Those who offered themselves 
for employment were, asa rule, too weak 
to withstand the hard labor Three 
years of privation and lack of food had 
destroyed theirstamina, There is a sur- 
plus of labor in Havana, but those who 
applied there had no means of trans- 
portation to the localities where they 
could obtain work. It is estimated that 
at least 3000 laborers could be well em- 
ployed in Santiago mines before the end 
of the year if it were possible to send 
them from the spots where starvation 
stares them in the face to the localities 
where work can be obtained for those 
able to withstand the hardest toil under 
trying climatic conditions. It should be 
borne in mind that the Cuban harvest is 
in the winter months, and I recommend 
that some plan be at once inaugurated 
by which those who want work can be 
immediately brought to | - anxious 
to give them employment.” 


Case For Court Martial, 

Santiago, Nov. 16.—AlIl the colored 
regiments are encamped in the neigh- 
borhood of San Luis, 25 miles north of 
Santiago. They were sent there virtual- 
ly to get them out of the way, because of 
the difficulty experienced in managing 
them. The colored officers seem to have 
Mttle or no control over their men, while 
officers and privates are often seen 
drinking together, with arms around 
each other's necks. Two of these col- 
ored soldiers abused a Cuban workmar 
on the Normas sugar plantation and 
stole his hog. Lieutenant Joseph Fer- 
rera, chief of General Wood's gend- 
armerie in that district, a Spaniard, but 
a Cuban sympathizer, attempted to ar- 
rest the soldiers, who belonged to the 
Ninth immunes, but they escaped. Soon

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to S, and today’s 
instalment is the second of the Ts:

NO CURRENCY REFORM 


To Be Considered During the Present 
Presidential Term, 


Treaty of Peace Will Not Re- 
quire Extra Session. 


Session of the House Might Embarrass the 
Administration Politically. 


Washington, Noy. 16.—Persons in the 
president's confidence, who have dis- 
cussed the subect with him within a fev 
hours, say that his mind is pretty well 
settled against an extra session of con- 
gress in March, 1899. At the coming 
short session he expects to get all the 
legislation out of the way which is im- 
mediately necessary, including the ap- 
propriation for carrying the government 
through the next fiscal year, and the 
only thing of importance which now 
acems to him likely to be thrown over 
is the treaty of peace with Spain, which 
will have to be ratified by the senate 
before becoming operative. In case 
rca ap st next, an extra 
; le s e alone may be called 
to give it the finishing touche Ss, but the 
presence of the house, as far as can be 
gested today, will not be required. 
1e reasons which impel the president 
to this view may be summed up in the 
single statement that he does not care 
to have congress on his hands at the 
juncture which will then be reached. 
The oniy thing in connection with our 
new colonial dependencies which would 
call for general legislation would be the 
establishment of systems of civil govern- 
ment there, and the president feels that 
this is a matter in which there is danger 
from too great haste. He would rather 
feel his way first by keeping the military 
authority uppermost, but under {t 
building up a modified civil system, little 
by little, so that, by the time he turns 
the matter over to congress, he will b: 
able to recommend the legislation most 
desired, and to draw upon actually ex- 
isting conditions for illustrations with 
which to enforce his arguments. In 
‘other words, ff congress finds a fairly 
satisfactory system of government al- 
ready in operation in the newly acquired 
territory, it will be less likely to rush into 
foolish experiments. 

Moreover, the agricultural interests of 
this country are beginning to wake up 
to the idea that their welfare is menaced 
by the addition of all these agricultural 
islands, and to put the latter upon a foot- 
ing of even competition with our do- 
mestic industries might be attended with 
serious results politically to the party of 
the adminisration. 

Of course, as incidental to this pro- 
jgtTam, we must face the fact that there 
will be no currency reform legislation 
during the present presidential term. It 
was with the view of bringing this sub- 
ject to the front that the president at 
first considered favorably the idea of an 
extra session next spring. If the cur- 
rency question is postponed to the regu- 
lar long s ion nothing will be done, for 
j; the adininistration has no to 

spring the currency issue upon the coun- 
! try on the eve of a presidential election. 
The theory of the president on this head 
is that by the time the first regular ses- 
sion of the Fifty-sixth congress meets 
the country will be in full tide of pros- 
perity, and that the agitation of the 
money question, in view of the use the 
Democrats might make of it, would be 
unwise, to unsettle business 
conditions again. 

The outlook is not especially encourag- 
irg to the sound money Democrats who 
united with these Republicans in 1896; 
but the point has been made plain to the 
president that since a great multitude of 
these men, have gone back to their full 
party allegiance and must not be count- 
ed upon for any further assistance, he 
must steer his own course ac cording to 
his best judgment.

Washington, Nov. 16.—The govern- 
ment has renewed and strengthened its 
determination that the Spanish evacua- 
tion of Cuba and the American occupa- 
tion shall not be deferred beyond Jan. 
1 next. This conclusion has been com- 
municated to the Spanish government 
within the last few days in answer toan 
urgent request that the date of evacua- 
tion be put off because of the large num- 
ber of Spanish troops remaining on the 
island, who, it was represented, could 
not be moved before Jan. 1. Not being 
a subject which could be treated by the 
commissions at Paris or at Havana, the 
request of the Spanish government was 
forwarded to Washington through the 
French embassy, which received also, 
and forwarded by cable, the refusal of 
this government to put off the date of 
assuming American control.

ARBITRATION 


Spain Would Thus Solve 
Philippine Problem. 


Persists In Former Position 
Concerning Protocol. 


Plea That Exterior Aid Would 
Hasten Negotiations. 


Not Likely That American Cotamissioners Will 


Consent to the Proposition, 


Paris, Nov. 17.—The joint session of the 
peace commissioners was yesterday ad- 
journed to Saturday after the presenta- 
tion by the Spanish commissioners of a 
long document in answer to the Ameri- 
can argument which was submitted last 
week. By mutual consent the memo- 
randum was handed to the Americans 
jwithout being read. 

The Spaniards in their communication 
reaffirm the position which they have 
assumed against the discussion here of 
They 
insist that the words “shall determine 
the control, disposition and government 
ef the Philippines,” in article 3 of the 
peace protocol, do not warrant any ref- 
erence to Spain's withdrawal from the 
Philippines, except on her own terms, 
and, therefore the Spaniards propose 
arbitration on the construction to be 
placed on the.words, “the control, dis- 
position and government.” 

In signifying their willingness to sub- 
mit the Philippines article of the protecel 
to a third party for construction, the 
Spanish commissioners urged that, as 
there is obviously a difference of opinion 
regarding the phrase “the control, dis- 
position and government of the Philip- 
pines,” possibly the result of a misun- 
derstanding, the Spaniards should no 
more be asked to surrender their view 
than the Americans to surrender their's. 
The memorandum points out thata 
deadlock exists, which might be broken 
by arbitration on the contending views, 
to which the Spanish commissioners are 
quite ready to submit. The latter de- 
clare that they have no idea of suggest- 
ing arbitration as to the main issue, 
which touches the national honor of both 
sides, but they are willing to accept ex- 
terior aid to clear the path of negotia- 
tion. 

It is safe to say that the American 
commissioners will not consent to in- 
voke any exterior aid to construe the 
terms of their own protocol. 

Another part of yesterday's Spanish 
memorandum flatly asserts, upon the 
authority of M. Cambon’s reports of the 
protocol negotiations between Washing- 
ton and Madrid through him, that Presi- 
dent McKinley at no time objected to 
Spain’s reservation of her sovereignty 
in the Philippines. 

This allegation is directly opposed to 
the American record on the same sub- 
ject. Judge Day's note to M. Cambon, 
dated Aug. 10, and already made public, 
informed him that Spain's note of Aug. 
7, accepting the terms of peace laid down 
by the United States, was not explicit 
and proposed a protocol] to reduce both 
parties to exactitude. The American 
commissioners now hold that the pro- 
tocol itself was born of Spain's attempt 
to reserve her Philippines sovereignty, 
though the Spanish memorandum yes- 
terday squarely challenges the conten- 
tion. 

Moreover, the Spanish commissioners 
have alleged that President McKinley’s 
objection to Spain’s phraseology in ac- 
cepting the peace terms was based solely 
so far as was made known upon this 
sentence in the Spanish acceptance: 
“They accept the proffered terms sub- 
ject to the approval of the cortes of the 
kingdom, as required by their constitu- 
tional duties.” 

The Spanish memorandum of yester- 
day holds that M. Cambon answered the 
American objection to this by pointing 
out that the American terms were prof- 
fered subject to the approval of the 
American senate, but that President 
McKinley replied that he did not desire 
to involve the internal affairs of Spain 
in the proceedings in hand. 

The Spanish memorandum asks also 
why, if the United States objected to 
Spain’s reservation of sovereignty, they 
did not plainly say soin the protocol and 
leave no room for argument. It asks 
why Judge Day’s note of Aug. 10 did not 
tlearly declare that the United States 
would not recognize such reservation, 
snd that the protocol was recessary to 
frevent a misunderstanding on that 
point. It also asks why did Judge Day's 
not practically ascribed the inexplicit 
form of Spain's acceptance of the peace 
terms to telegraphic errors, while the 
rxact terms of Spain's reservation of 
sovereignty, as had in Washington be- 
fore the protocol, are now being quoted 
in the proceedings here. 

This portion of the Spanish memoran- 
dum is based upon letters written by M. 
Cambor at the time, purporting to de-

Cross’ ending was tragic. To the ma- 
jority of the people of the town the comp- 
troller’s card on the door of the bank 
came as @ surprise, but in financial cir- 
cles the result had been anticipated for 
six months. Examiner Jobsz, who 
closed the bank on an order from the 
comptroller, has been going over its 
books with the aid of President Cross 
for the past week. No signs of mental 
agitation on the part of the bank presi- 
dent had been displayed, and when Cross 
left the bank yesterday, 10 minutes be- 
fore it closed, he seemed the same as 
usual. He went immediately to Sunny 
Slope farm, and, speaking pleasantly 
to the employes, passed into the bed- 
room of Manager Evans’ house. Evans 
shortly afterward entered the room and 
found Cross lying in a pool of blood, with 
a pistol in his hand. One shot had been 
fired and it went through the back of the 
head. Death must have been instan- 
taneous. The news of the suicide was 
on the streets of Emporia a few minutes 
after the white card appeared on the 
bank door, and created a great sensa- 
tion. 

Cross was the son of the late Colone! 
Harrison Cross, who died a few years 
ago, and who was believed to have been 
worth several hundred thousand dollars. 
Cross leaves a widow and a daughter. 
His first wife was the daughter of a 
former president of the Union Pacific 
railway. They were divorced in the 
seventies

died on the stage behind the scenes just 
at the end of the third act of “Th 
Christian.” She was Miss Ethel Mar- 
lowe, daughter of Owen Marlowe, the 
famous old English comedian, who died 
on the stage in the Globe theatre in 
Boston in 1876, and cousin of Julia Mar- 
lowe-Taber. Miss Marlowe was sitting 
on a chair at the first entrance talking 
with other girls when suddenly she 
grew limp, fell to the floor and died in- 
stantly from heart failure. Ethel Mm- 
lowe's sister, Virginia Marlowe, died 
some years ago on the stage from the 
same disease. Her mother is now with 
the James K. Hackett company, playing 
in the south. Miss Marlowe was 15 
years old. She took the part of Pollyin 
“The Christian.”

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A toS, and today’s 
instalment is the third of the Ts :

Mr. Editor: 

In yesierday’s edition of your paper

Jones and Mr. Bradford and Mr. Bates 
himself, and showed that the pipe was 
first class brass pipe, and that the 
fittings were first class and proper. 
Mr. Baies now says **‘What an oppor- 
tnnity.’’ Isuppose he means that I 
have taken out the bronzed pipe and 
put in brass pipe. Any plumber 
would know that this would take at 
least two days and Dr. Jones will bear 
me out in saying that the pipe now in 
that bouse is the pipe 1 put in there in 
the first place. 

To Mr. Bates’ charge, that I hold 
my position as the result of any 
political influence whatsoever, I will 
say that my recommendations were 
from both parties and to show the 
public what a double somersault a 
man can turn when he seeks his own 
selfish ends (Mr, Bates now think he 
would make a geod inspecter,) I giva 
the following extract from a letter 
written by Mr. Bates to the present 
Board of Health endorsing Mr. Keniley 
for the position. It speaks for itself 
and leaves public to judge of Mr. 
Bates’ present attitude

‘*T would like to ask for information.

Suburban Rates. 

The Railroad Commissioner gave a 
hearing Wednesday under the resolu- 
tion of the Legislature, directing an 
inquiry as to suburban rates. and a re- 
pert with recommendations. The 
railroads were represented by some of 
their officials and counsel, while subur 
ban cites and towns were represented 
by committees and individua's  in- 
terested in lower fares. 

Quincy was represented at the hear- 
ing by Mayor Sears, City Solicitor Mc- 
Anarney, Councilmen Jameson and 
Hultman. Mayor Sears entered a 
general complaint in regard to the 
fares from all stations in Quincy and 
presented the commissioner with the 
diagram drawn by Councilman Parker 
for the Quincy Board of Trade, show- 
ing in comparison the fares charged 
for single and commutation tickets on 
the various railroads running out of 
Boston. 

1t will be remembered that the 
diagram showed that Quincy was pay- 
ing higher fares than other cities and 
towns within the same distance of 
Boston. 

The railroad companies argued that 
they ran their suburban business at a 
loss, They also showed that in many 
instauces their commutation rate was! 
considerably lower than that charged | 
by the electric competing lines, while | 
the service was infinitely superior, both 
as to equipment, accommodations and 
time. The companies further filed 
statements of the suburban business, | 
which will be open to the inspection of 
all. 


Japs Are Our Friends, 

Omaha, Nov. 17.—J. Komura, the new | 
Japanese minister, passed through 
Omaha last evening en route to Wash-| 
ington. He was interviewed by a re- 
porter. “Japan has always been the 
supporter of the United States in the war | 
with Spain,” said Minister Komura, “and 
it is now in thorough sympathy with the 
United States in their demand for the 
Philippine islands. It will not attect | 
Japan seriously to have any country in 
control of the islands, so long as the 
ports are kept open. There are very few 
Japanese residentsinthetslands. From 
a commercial point of view. Japan is 
vitally interested in theislands. Every 
year its trade with the Philippines has 
increased. My government believes the 
ports of the islands will be freely opened 
to Japanese ships if the United States 
governs the is!ands.”

FIGHT TO BITTER END. 


Neither Side at Marlboro Willing to 
Recede From Its Position. 


Employers Will Close Shops, 
Until Men Yield. 


Response to the Statement Credited to the 
President of the Howe Company. 


Marlboro, Mass, Nov. 17.—There was 
pleasure manifested at labor headquar- 
ters last evening when it became known 
that William Inskip, head secretary of 
the International Boot and Shoe Work- 
€rs’ union of Great Britain, had been} 
apprised of the labor situation here, and) 
that he would time his leaving England} 
so that he might appear here Sunday, 
Dec. 4, and deliver an address before the} 
strikers. Secretary Inskip is a delegate} 
to the annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, which wlil next 
month hold its annual convention at 
Kansas City. 

The money question is now receiving 
the most serious consideration at the 
hands of the members of the joint coun- 
cil, and ways and means are being de- 
vised to secure funds to aid the strikers 
in case the strike is a prolonged one and 
assistance is required. It is divulged 
that the situation here will be brought 
to the attention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor at its annual convention, 
and that it has adready been impressed 
upon the mind of President Gompers. 

The strike will, it is expected, be one 
of the most important matters affecting 
labor interests in this country which 
will be brought before the convention. 

The petition to the city government} 
asking the calling of a mass meeting, 
and suggesting that the city council 
extend an invitation to the manufac- 
turers and labor representatives to dis- 
cuss publicly their differences, with the 
view of giving the public a more definite 
conception of the reasons held by each 
side of the controversy, will be acted 
upon next Monday night at the regular 


meeting of the mayor and board 
of aldermen. It can be stated 


upon unimpeachable authority, and with 
the indorsement of the shoe manufac- 
turers, that they will not be drawn intu 
any discussion of the situation. 

The paramount question in the com- 
munity is, when are the manufacturers 
likely to open their factories?. A re- 
porter was informed last night by the 
manufacturers whose employes are now 
on a strike, that the factories are closed 
and they will not be opened again until 
the help is ready and willing to return 
to’ work and ‘deal with the employers 
individually, or through a shop com- 
mittee, as indicated in the original state- 
ment of the manufacturers, which state- 
ment was the cause of the strike. 

This means that there will be no con- 
cession whatever on the part of the 
manufacturers, no matter what length 
of time may elapse before the strikers 
are prepared to ask for employment and 
gree not to be represented in their 
dealings with their employers by any 
labor organization. 

The executive committee of the strik- 
ers gave out a statement last evening in 
which they expressed themselves freely 
in regard to the published interview with 
Mr. Howe, in which he stated at length 
his alleged difficulty in selling goods in 
competition with other firms. Thecom- 
mittee states that Mr. Howe uses the 
same illustration of cost price—90 cents 
on his shoes, and 86 cents on his com- 
petitors goods—as in 1893, when Mr. 
Howe asked for a 10 percent reduction, 
and said on the public platform that un- 
less he got it he would be unable to do 
business. The committee assert it to be 
common knowledge and admitted by Mr. 
Howe that the following two years were 
the most successful of his career. In 
view of this remarkable success, follow- 
ing upon an unsuccessful request for re- 
duction in wages, the strikers feel that it 
is entirely possible that Mr. Howe may 
be mistaken now. As special reasons for 
taking this view of the case, they assert 
that in 1893 the country was in the throes 
of a financial panic, while at the present 
time the country has experienced two 
years of prosperity, and prominent men 
on all sides are freely predicting in-} 
creased prosperity as a result of the 
recent elections, with a further boom in 
all industries incident to the termination 
of the late war with Spain. The com- 
mittee assert that if Mr. Howe's illus- 
trations of equalizing wages between the 
five-dollar men and the two-dollar men 
be at all accurate, then Mr. Howe should 
meet them upon the basis of arbitration; 
and they further suggest that the sta- 
tistics of the earnings of shoe workers 
as published by the state and nation 
should be revised to include the wages 
stated by Mr. Howe and thus raise the 
average. 

The committee regret Mr. Howe'sstate- 
ment that hot meetings are being held, 
and state that all meetings of the strik- 
ers have been orderly and all conclusions 
reached after calm consideration. They | 
assert that Mr. Howe's expressed feel- 
ings of friendliness toward the striking | 
employes are reciprocated by all, and 
say that it remains a mystery to them | 
how Mr. Howe and Mr. Wright have 
}Jecome so changed that they now de- 
clare against the organization of labor, 
while they have always advocated it 
heretofore. 

John A. Frye, one of the manufactur- 
ers against whom a strike has been de- 
tlared, has reduced the rent of his ten- 
ants 5 percent, and the Marlboro Build- | 
ing association, in which Mr. Howe isa 
heavy stockholder, has also reduced the | 
rent of its tenants. | 

One of the manufacturers states that | 
the rumor that it was the intention to! 
cut wages 40 percent is not true; that | 
the desire is simply to equalize wages. | 

Whn the labor leaders were informed 
of the attitude of the shoe manufactur- 
ers they simply replied: “All right, it 
means 2 long, stubborn and bitter fight.” 
Beyond that nothing was said.

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STUBBORN AGUINALDO 


Rejected General Os’ Proposition to 
Release Prisoners. 


Many Friars and Civilians 
Held In Captivity. 


Claims That His Action Is Due to Efforts tc. 
“Undeceive the Pope.” 


Manila, Nov. 17.—General Otis, the 
commander of the American forces, re- 
cently proposed to Aguinaldo that he re- 
lease the friars and civillans held in cap- 
tivity throughout the provinces. The 
insurgent wader denied this maltreat-| 
ment and refused to release the prison- 
ers, claiming that the civilians had en-| 
listed as volunteers and therefore were. 
legitimate prisoners of war. Aguinaldo | 
also denied that women and children) 
were detained, but said some womenaind , 
children had voluntarily accompanied 
their husbands or fathers into captivity. 

As to the friars, Aguinaldo argued that} 
they were prohibited by the pope ead 
accepting parochial appointments; that} 
they were only permitted to follow a) 
monastic life, and that the parishes were 
entrusted to ministers of the independent 
monastic erders. But the Philippines’ 
clericals had deliberately and systema-| 

| 


tically deceived the pope, pretending thal 
the country was barbarous, unfit for the 
regular ministry, and that it was neces- 
sary that the monastic orders should 
administer the parishes. Thereforé| 
Aguinatdo considered it necessary to 
detain the friars until the pope should 
be undeceived. 

The Spanish papers here assert thata 
Sanguinary mutiny has taken place on} 
board the steamship Besnardino, and 
that the native crew massacred the 
Spanish officers. These papers also ap- 
peal to the United States to control the 
natives. 

Advices from Iloilo say the natives of 
that vicinity distrust Aguinaldo and 
want American domination. 


End of the Teresa, 

Washington, Nov. 17.—The armored 
cruiser Maria Teresa has been aban- 
doned by this time and lies a wreck off 
the coast of Catisland. The department 
has wired Captain McCalla as follows: 
“If you are satisfied, after consultation 
with the officers named, the Teresa can- 
not be saved, you are authorized to aban- 
don the wreck. As to any other matters 
exercise your own judgment. Notify 
British authorities. When you have 
done all you can, return to Norfolk.” 
The captain was subsequently directed 
to bring the wrecking tug Potomac to 
Norfolk with him when he came, in- 
stead of returning her to Santiago. 


Uniniportant, Says Wood. 

Washington, Nov. 17.—The following 
cablegram was received last night at the 
war department from General Wood: 
“Affair reported by newspapers at San 
Luis not important. Row between 
drunken negroes, soldiers and Cuban po- 
lice. Soldiers in wrong. Will be de- 
tected and punished. Their camps been 
ordered moved greater distance from 
town. General Ewer instructed to 
take most rigid measures to insure ab- 
solute quiet in future.” The depart- 
ment officials are satisfied that General 
Wood will deal with the affair satisfac- 
torily. 


White Officers Resigned. 

Richmond, Novy. 17.—All the white offi- 
cers of the Sixth Virginia regiment, col- 
ored, have resigned, except Lieutenant 
Colonel Croxton and Lieutenants Healy 
and Richardson. The lieutenants are 
on special duty and are not immediately 
in command of negro soldiers. The 
soldiers, while obeying orders perfunc- 
torily, are sullen, and make things un- 
pleasant for their officers. 


The Baron Explains. 

* Louis, Nov. 17.—Baron Waldeck 
De Villamill, an Austrian nobleman and 
captain in the Seventh United States 
volunteer infantry (immunes), who is 
reported to have left Lexington, Ky., 
where his regiment is stationed, in dis- 
grace, having been discharged, is here, 
and denies the story in toto. He says 
he Is here on a furlough to meet his wife. 
From here he will go to Washington. 
The captain adds that he has applied for 
a transfer to a white regiment, service 
in the colored immunes being distaste- 
ful to him. 


Dupont Is Speedy, 

Newport, R. L., Nov. 17.—Torpedo boat 
Dupont, attached to the torpedo station, 
has exceeded the best torpedo boat speed 
yet developed in the United States, prov- 
ing her to be the fastest boat in the 
United States navy. During torpedo 
practice in Narragansett bay on Monday 
her engines made 397 revolutions a min- 
ute. Yesterday the starboard engine 
was making 401 and the port engine 403 
revolutions a minute, with only two of 
her three boilers in use. This demon- 
strated a speed of over 30 knots. Dur- 
ing yesterday's trial her bow was at one 
time eight feet out of the water.

BOVERNORS CENSURED 


For Failure to Suppress Rioting In 
North and South Carolina, 


Just Rights of All Citizens 
Should Be Respected. 


Sentiment of a Mass Meeting to Protest 
Against Southern Outrages. 


New York, Nov. 18.—A mass meeting 
of colored to protest 
against treatment of their race in 
tome of the southern states recently was 
held last wight in Cooper Union. Asa 
precautionary measure the police were 
out in force, as even in this city, in the 
“Hell's Kitchen” district, there has been 
a considerable amount of anti-negro 
sentiment. This precaution, however, 
Was not necessary, as the gathering, al- 
though enthusiastic at times, was a very 
peaceable ore. The hall was crowded 
with colored people, with a sprinkling of 
whites. A number of prominent white 
citizens sent letters, instead of appearing 
in person, commending the object of the 
meeting. During the wait for the speak- 
ens a white man with long, flowing hair 
arose in nis seat in the center aisle and 
shouted: “Oh, if we only had a William 
Lloyd Garrison, a Wendell Phillips, or an 
Abraham Lincoln,at this time.” 

This evoked tremendous applause. 
Later on T. T. Fortune took the presiding 
Officer's chair. Mr. Fortune ina lengthy 
address told of the race troubles in the

south. Among other things he said: 
“We come here to protest against 


y: against the white ruffians 

who claim to be the vice-regents of God.” 
Ebenezer D. Bassett, former minister 
to Hayti, declared that the purpose of 


mobocracy; 


the meeting was not to indulge in in- 
temperate language, but to protest 


t “the outrages in North Caro- 


agains 
lina.” 

The following resolutions were adopted 
with a lengthy preamble: 

Resolved, That we, citizens of Greater 
New York, protest against the rioting 
and revoluticn which have disgraced the 
states of North Carolina and South 
Carolina, and which has been contrary to 
the letter and spirit of our institutions 
end calculated to subvert the guaran- 
teed rights of citizens and to damage 
the good name, reputation and credit of 
the republic at home and abroad. 

Resolved, That we feel that the gov- 
ernors of North and South Carolina are 
censurable for their failure to suppress 
the said rioting and revolution within 
their states and for their failure to in- 
voke the aid of the federal authority if 
they were unable or unwilling to cope 
with the cordition of affairs. 

Resolved, That we deplore as un- 
American and provocative of endless 
friction and contention the antagonism 
to race and color, which alone appears 
to have caused the sald rioting and revo- 
lution in North and South Carolina, and 
that wei ‘t upon it that the just rights 
of all ci under the constitution 
shall be respected as the only safeguard 
against lawlessness, and as_ the only 
guarantee of orderly government, and 
that we appeal to the conservative, law- 
abiding and Christian people of the re- 
public to aseist in the creation of a pub- 
lic opinion which shall compel those in 
authority to enforce the law and to se- 
cure to each citizen adequate protection 
of his life and property in the exercise of 
his manhood and citizen's rights under 
the constitution. 

“Resolved, That as the states of Mis- 
sissippi, South Carolina and Louisiana 
have, by constitutional enactment, dis- 
franchised more than half of their popu- 
lation, we demand that the basis of rep- 
resentation of these states in congress 
and electoral college be reduced in the 
proportion which the number of such 
male citizens shall bear to the number 
of male citizens 21 years of age, as made 
and directed by section 2 of article 14 of 
the federal constitution. 

Zesolved, That we recommend such 
amendment to the constitution as will 
enable the president to use the federal 
authority to protect the life and prop- 
erty of citizens of the United States from 
organized or mob conspiracy whenever 
the governor of any state, from fear or 
collusion, f ars to afford such protec- 
tion or to call upon the federal govern- 
ment to afford it. 

tesolved, That we implore the guid- 
ance of Almighty God in the shaping of 
our homogeneous citizenship to the end 
that it make for righteousness, for hu- 
man progress and for the invincibility 
of our great and beloved republic against 
the elements of rioting and revolution 
from within and the assaults of the 
enemies from without.

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DINGLEY BILL WILL STAND. 


Senator Hanna Gives His Opinion Con- 
cerning the War Tax. 

Cleveland, Noy. 18.—Senator Hanna 
Was asked yesterday if he desired to 
make any statement in regard to the 
recent interview which had been given 
to the public as coming from him. He 
replied: 

<4 I was misquoted, I now state that 
I consider the Dingley bill 
Scientific and best adjusted tariff bil 
ever cnacted; that I would be the last 
person to disturb its operations; that I 
believe it will bring a larger revenue 
to the country than was claimed for it, 
and will remain in force for many years 
and be changed only by the Repub- 
lican party when the requirements of 
the country demand it. As to the war 
tax, I believe that some features of it 
will remain as a means of revenue to 
provide for expenses of the government 
and contingencies. I did state that, 
owing to the benefits of the protective 
tariff, our manufacturing industries 
have reached the point for the first time 
in the history of the country when our 
exports of manufactured goods have 
exceeded our imports. This means a 
reduction of revenue from imports, and 
until made good from increased volume 
of business the deficiency must be sup- 
plied from other sources, and I suggested 
tea and coffee, which can be made, in my 
opinion, a source of revenue (when re- 
quired) without any great hardship to 
consumers. I am a protectionist in 
principle, and have grown stronger in 
the belief from object lessons which are 
multiplying every year.”

Pana, Ills., Nov. 18.—Non-urion col- 
ored miners and white strikers clashed 
in the streets of this city again yes- 
terday. Several hundred shots were 
fired, but the combatants did their shoot- 
ing from behind trees and hedges, con- 
sequently no blood was spilled. The 
trouble is said to have been started by an 
unknown negro firing upon Wesley Pope, 
a striker. Pope says he was walking 
near the Springside colliery, where the 
negroes are quartered, when he was 
fired upon. He secured a rifle and re- 
inforcements. Meantime the negroes 
appeared in force, and the shooting be- 
came general. After several hundred 
shots had been exchanged the negroes 
retreated to their stockade. No dam- 
age was done. The militia arrived too 
late to get into action. 


All Were Carried, 

St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 18.—Four consti- 
tutional amendments, which were voted 
on at the recent elections in this state, 
have been carried, according to official 
returns so far received. The vote from 
27 counties on the amendment to xtend 
the franchise to women on school mat- 
ters shows a majority of 9871. Theother 
amendments were: Requiring, a ma- 
jority of voters present to adopt a con- 
stitutional amendment; home rule for 
cities, and for the establishment of a 
road commission. 


Quite a Tidy Sum, 

Concord, N. H., Nov. 18.—State Treas- 
urer Carter has completed the apportion- 
ment of corporate taxes to towns and 
tities for the year, and in a few days 
will be ready to effect a settlement of the 
accounts. The state towns for 
insurance tax $10,268.25; for railroad tax, 
2217,544.74: for savings bank tax, $332 
464.47; for literary fund, $39,284.40; mak- 
ing a total credit of $599,561.86. The 
state tax assessed is $425,000, leaving a 
balance due the towns of $174,561.86.

The Talofa belonged 
to Arthur Sewell & Co., and hailed from 
Bath, Me.

Manchester, N. H., Nov. 18.—The police 
last evening located Warren Tuesley, 
who, with his little 6-year-old daughter, 
disappeared from his home in Andover 
on Nov. 9. Tuesley has made eccentric 
trips of this sort before, but not with his 
child. He walked here from Andover. 
The child’s mother became worried 
about her, and search was instituted.

Effect of Canadian Tariff Law Giving 
Great Britain Preference, 


the aaa | Americans Want Abolition of 


Preferential Rates. 


Reciprocity and the Fisheries Question Con- 
sidered by the Commissioners. 


Washington, Nov. 18.—The <Anglo- 
American commission, now in session 


here to adjust differences between the 
United States and Canada, held a lengthy 
session yesterday upon the two subjects 
which are regarded as of most impor- 
tance, namely, the North American fish- 
erfes and reciprocity. 

The fisheries question was practically 
taken up for the first time, and it was 
quite definitely understood that the posi- 
tion of the Canadian government was 
made clear as-favorable to granting en- 
larged rights to American fishermen in 
Canadian waters of the North Atlantic 
if in return Canadian fish are admitted 
free of duty to American market. It 
is expected that this will open up a wide 
range of discussion, and an immediate 
adjustment is not looked for. 

Concerning reciprocity, it has now de- 
veloped that while some progress is be- 
ing made in considering certain articles 
which will be the basis of reciprocity, yet 
the American commissioners are likely 
jto insist as a preliminary to any reci- 
procity that Canada shall wipe out that 
feature of her tariff law which gives 
Great Britain a preference of 25 percent 
on all tariff duties, 

If this concession is made by Canada 
and conceded by Lord Herschell, who 
is looking after the interests of Great 
Britain, then it is said a reciprocfty list 
probably will be agreed upom Without 
the abolition of preferential rates to 
Great Britain the opinion is positively 
expressed that a reciprocity agreement 
cannot be reached. 

The reason for this, it is pointed out, 
is that the Canadian law giving Great 
3ritain preference within the last year 
has diverted trade from the United 
States and turned it into British chan- 
nels. The effect has been to reduce ma- 
terially the sales of American cotton 
goods, hardware and other lines in Can- 
ada and to increase the sales of British 
goods, 

The debate thus far has encouraged 
the American commissioners to believe 
that they will succeed in having this 
preferential wiped out. 

The fisheries question Is of long stand- 
ing, and, aside from its importance to 
the commerce of the New England and 
Canadian coast, it is said to give the 
basis for a possible serious conflict be- 
tween this country and Great Britain. 
Canada of late has intimated that in case 
the question remained open, recourse 
might be taken to the seizure of Ameri- 
can fishing vessels In Canadian waters. 
This doubtless would lead to serious in- 
ternational complications. 

The members of the commission are 
therefore exceedingly anxlous to secure 
a settlement of this question. It is un- 
derstood that there is some likelihood of 
a commission of American, Canadian and 
English lawyers being appointed to de- 
termine the meaning of the treaty of 
1818, which governs these fishery rights. 
The suggestion of this international body 
has come, it is understood, from Lord 
Herschell. Should such a body be ap- 
pointed, it would do away with the 
chance of any collision occurring be- 
tween the Canadian officials and Ameri- 
can fishing vessels during the approach- 
ing fishing season. 


Praise For Chamberlain. 

London, Nov. 18.—The Times editorial- 
ly this morning hails Joseph Chamber- 
lain as the “apostle of better under- 
standings with the United States and 
Germany,” adding that it rejoices that, 
in view of the part the United States are 
likely to play in the far east, a cause 
of possible irritation has been removed 
by Emperor William’s change of plans 
as to his homeward journey. With re- 
gard to Anglo-American co-operation in 
the far east, The Times says: Its effec- 
tiveness will largely depend upon our 
ability to do our own share of the work 
and to protect our own interests withort 
calling upon our friends.

Cleveland, Nov. 18.—An indictment was 
returned by the grand jury yesterday 
against Frank A. Magowan, his wife, 
Helen, and her sister, Mrs. Constance 
Winn, who abducted Edith B. Barnes, 
the daughter of Mrs. Magowan and her 
former husband, John A. Barnes, from 
a school in this city Wednesday. A tele- 
gram was sent to the chief of police at 
Erie, Pa., where the three kidnappers 
were arrested, with the child in their 
possession, informing him of the indict- 
ment. Requisition papers are being pre- 
pared. The three prisoners were held in 
$1000 bail each at Erie.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 

value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to ‘the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards.

ALL BY THEMSELVES, 


Colored Regiments Will Be Separated 
From Whites and Cubans. 


General Wood Is Introducing 
Needed Reforms. 


Preliminary Labors of Evacuation Coiamis- 
sioners Practically Completed. 


Santiago, Nov. 18—General Wood has 
instructed General Evers, who is in com- 
mand of the brigade of negro regiments 
at San Luis, where the drunken affray 
occurred Monday night, to move the 
camp five miles out from the town. It 
is probable that one of the regiments 
will be sent to an island near the en- 
trance of Santiago harbor, where there 
are no inhabitants. 

Some of the local papers continue to 
abuse the Americans. catering to the 
lower elements and striving to create 
a feeling hostileto America. The better 
class of Cubans, of course, regret the 
affray, and consider the presence of 
negro regiments here unfortunate; but 
they do not exaggerate the outrage after 
the fashion of the sensational press. 

The United States transport Port Vic- 
tor, Captain Brickley, arrived at San- 
tiago yesterday, en route for Ponce, with 
United States troops aboard. Captain 
Brickley reports that while passing near 
San Salvador island (Watling’s island) 
he saw a large ship bottom upwards, 
which he almost ran into. Owing to 
the darkness he could net discover 
whether she was a sailing vessel or a 
steamer. 

General Wood has temporarily sus- 
pended foreclosure proceedings, owing 
to the fact that the money “sharks” 
have been trying to force the collection 
of small amounts loaned during the war. 
He believes that the mortgages should 
have a reasonable time to redeem. 


Having satisfied himself of the in- 
competency of the staff of meat and 
slaughter-house inspectors that held 


over from the old regime, General Wood 
has dismissed the whole force and ap- 


pointed new inspectors. 
' 


Now that the cooler weather has set 
in, a general order directing regular 


drills has been issued. 

At Guantanamo Mayor Perez now 
seems to be making an earnest effort to 
disband his former Cuban troops. Yes- 
terday man refused to lay down 
his arms, and drew his weapon on a 
Cuban officer, who promptly killed him 
in self-defense. The incident has hada 
good moral effect, and the others of 
Ferez's former command are now volun- 
tarily relinquishing their arms, prepara- 
tory to disbandment. 

As previously cabled from Havana, the 
date for the Spanish evacuation has 
been definitely settled as Jan. 1. All 
the Spanish troops then remaining in the 
island will be quartered, under the pro- 
tection of t!'e United States, in camps 
especially designated, pending embark- 
ation for Spain. 

The stenographic report of Wednes- 
day’s joint the evacuation 
commissioners was signed yesterday by 
the Spaniards, the Americans having 
previously attached their signatures. 
Nothing was definitely settled regarding 
the question of fixed and movable prop- 
erty, and it is understood that the sub- 
ject will be referred to the respective 
governments for consideration. The 
Spanish troops will carry their small 
arms, colors, field pieces and the entire 
equipment of an army in the field. 

The landing place at Marianao was 
yesterday turned over officially to Gen- 
eral Humphreys, who is the ranking 
chief quartermaster of the United States 
troops in the island. A depot for quar- 
termasters’ stores will be erected there. 
The pier and wharf were inspected by 
General Greene, General Humphreys 
and Colonel Hecker, who expressed 
themselves as satisfied with the work. 

In the the next fortnight 
work will begin, under Colonel Hecker's 
directions, upon a railroad from Casa 
Blanca, on the east side of Havana bay, 
to Guanabacoa, where it will connect 
with the tracks of the United railroad, 
thus facilitating the transportation of 
commissary supplies. 

Next Sunday Colonel Hecker and Cap- 
tain Crawford will go to Matanzas, push- 
ing on later to Cardenas, Sagua la 
Grande and Cienfuegos, Colonel Hecker 
goes in his capacity of chief of transpor- 
tation to make arrangements with the 
various railroads. 

General Greene will personally lay 
out the camps on each side of the Vento 
water works, beginning work immedi- 
ately upon the arrival of the first cargo

Manuel Sanguilly of the epecial com- 
mission from the Cuban assembly at 
Santa Cruz del Sur, who left Wednesday 
for the United States, was followed yes- 
terday by his colleagues, who went by 
the Seguranca. General Calixto Garcia, 
at Captain General Blanco’s suggestion, 
was taken by a tug from Marianas 
beach to the Ward liner. This was to 
prevent any demonstration such as 
might have ensued had the Cuban 
special commissioner passed through 
Havana. Many went on board the 
Seguranca to say farewell, and to wish 
the commissioners success at Washing- 
ton. No Cuban flags, however, were 
displayed in the harbor, and there was 
no disorder of any kind. General Gar-| 
cla said that he and his associates on | 
the commission were very sanguine as to| 
the outcome of their expected interview | 
with President McKinley.

Cuba. aA press representative inter- 
viewed Lieutenant Colonel Amies at 
Lowell early this morning, relative to 
the above report. “I have no official 
knowledge of any such order,” replied 
the lieutenant colonel. “On the con- 
trary, I have reason to believe that the 
report is untrue. Noy. 3 we were fur- 
loughed for 60 days, and a furlough isa 
furlough. In my opinion, the peace 
negotiations will be completed by Jan 
1, and the mustering out process will 
begin immediately afterward. It is 
possible that the Sixth Massachusetts 
may be called to do garrison duty later." 


In Winter Camp. 

Augusta, Ga., Nov. 18.—The last regi- 
ment of the troops intended for Augusta 
entered the winter camp at Monto Zano 
Heights yesterday. The commands in 
camp here are from Ohio, Maryland, 
Michigan, Minnesota and Pennsylvania. 
No intimsation of an early move to Cuba 
has been received by any of the officers. 


In Gotham Today. 

Washington, Nov. 18.—The war inves- 
tigation commission adjourned at 4 
o'clock yesterday to meet in New York 
today. After concluding the work in 
New York the commission will proceed 
to Boston, and returning, will stop at 
Philadelphia to make certain inquiries 
jthere. It is also expected thata number 
of witnesses will be called after the re- 
turn to Washington, and if the commis- 
sion does not go to Cuba some persons 
there will $e asked to come here. Gen- 
eral Denby will remain in Washington 
while the other members are absent and 
will take the testimony of such persons 
as may ask to be heard. 


Will Soon Be In Cuba, 

Washington, Nov. 18.—The movement 
of United States troops to Havana prov- 
ince will begin within 10 days. The oc- 
cupation of Ctenfuegos is also receiving 
attention. General Snyder will com- 
anand the first brigade which lands in 
that province. He will be followed soon 
afterwards by Major General Wilson and 
the First corps. Nothing has been heard 
of the detachments of the Eighth calvary 
which sailed for Neuvitas and Puerto 
Principe, for there is no telegraph com- 
munication with that part of the island. 


Coming to Their Senses. 
Madrid, Nov. 
pers depreeate the dilatory proceedings 
at Paris, expressing their belief that the 
United will decline arbitration 
and urging the government to yield 
quickly, since it is impossible for Spain 
to renew the struggle or to expect Eu- 
ropean assistance, and, furthermore 
because it would be better to cease wast- 
ing money and to concentrate action 
upon Spain's domestic affairs and the 
rest of her finances. 


Not Complimentary to Aguinaldo. 

Manila, Nov. 18.—Rev. Mr. McKinnon, 
an American chaplain, contradicts the 
statements made by Aguinaldo regard- 
ing insurgents’ treatment of their pris- 
oners. The chaplain and others have 
seen the insurgents ill-treating prison- 
ers, including women.

Des Moines, Nov. 18.—The Grant club 
of this city banquetted Osborn W. Deig- 
nan of the Merrimac crew last evening.

Will Get Their Money, 

Boston, Nov. 18.—Judge Knowlton, in

Montpelier, Vt., Nov. 18.—Governor 
Smith's special taxation bill passed the 
house yesterday. It provides fora board 
of tax examiners who are empowered to 
make an agreement as to taxes with non- 
residents who will enter the state and 
reside here for a period not to exceed 30 
years. The object of the measure is to 
4nduce wealthy people who in other 
ftates have been burdened to enter Ver- 
mont under a contract that their taxes 
will not be above a specified amount for 
a specified period.

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ENORMOUS GOLD BALANCE, 


Impor's For Ten Months Exceed the 
Record by Fifty Percent. 

Washington, Nov. 18.—The importa- 
tions of gold into the United States in 
the year 1898 are by far the largest ever 
known, and the exportations the small- 
est in many years, while the production 
of gold from our own rfines will prove 
the largest in the history of the country. 
The October statement of imports and 
exports, just issued by the treasury bu- 
reau of statistics, shows that the total 
imports in the 10 months, ending Oct. 31, 
1898, are $243,658,095, which is more than 
60 percent in excess of the amount im- 
ported in the corresponding period ot 
any preceding year. The exports dur- 
ing that time have been but $14,061,849, 
which is less than in the corresponding 
months for more than 10 years past. 
This gives the enormous balance of 
$129,596, 246 of gold importations in ex- 
cess of gold exportations, 

This unprecedented flow of gold into 
the United States is accounted for, in 
part at least, by the enormous balance 
of trade in our favor during the 10 
months just past. In that period the 
total imports of merchandise amounted 
to but $527,757,554, while the total exports 
were $987,964,356, a balance in our favor 
of $460,206,802. The total exports of 
merchandise for the month of October, 
1898, amounted to $118,686,232, a sum 
larger than in any preceding October 
in the history of the country, the figures 
for October, 1897, being $111,744,517, and 
those for October, 1896, $113,516,586. 


President Dwight Resigas. 

New Haven, Nov. 18.—At the meeting 
of the corporation of Yale university late 
yesterday afternoon, President Timothy 
Dwight presented his resignation. The 
resignation is to take effect at the end 
of this university year. The corpora- 
tion requested President Dwight to de- 
lay his retirement until October, 1901. 
President Dwight, however, insisted 
upon his resignation at the time stated, 
| and the matter was referred to a special 
committee to report at a meeting of the 
corporation to be held on Dec. 31. Presi- 
dent Dwight says he resigns because he 
has reached the age of 70, and wishes to 
retire from active work. Professor 
George J. Brush, director of Sheffield 
scientific school, also presented his resig- 
nation. It was accepted and Professor 
Brush was appointed professor emeritus. 
Professor R. H. Chittenden was elected 
as Director Brush’s successor. 


No Outside Help Wanted. 

Marlboro, Mass., Nov. 18.—A_ state- 
ment is made on the very best authority 
to the effect that no other than Mar!- 
boro people will be employed in the fac- 
tories which are now under the ban. It 
is said that a man offered to bring the 
S. H. Howe Shoe company 25 shoemak- 
ers, Who would go to work at once at the 
prevailing prices, but Mr. Howe _ re- 
fused to make such a bargain, saying 
that his shop would only open with 
Marlboro workmen, and according to the 
sign posted in the building. This is in- 
terpreted to mean that a free shop is 
anticipated. Mr. Howe has received an 
offer to open a shop in another town, 
but, after consideration, he has decided 
not to doso. The manufacturers claim 
to be perfectly satisfied with the pres- 
ent state of affairs, having received 
many applications for positions in their 
shops. 


Mishap to Flagship. 

Shanghai, Nov. 18. — The German 
armored cruiser Kaiser, flagship of the 
squadron under command of Prince 
Henry of Prussia, in Chinese waters, is 
ashore in Sameah bay. The other ves- 
sels of the squadron are assisting to get 
her off. It is believed that the Kaiser 
has not suffered serious injury. The 
Kaiser, which was built and launched in 
England in 1874 and refitted in 1894, has 
a displacement of 7676 tons. She is 292 
Teet long, more than 62 feet in the beam, 
and has a draught of nearly 25 feet. Her 
indicated horse power is 5700. Her speed 
is 14.6 knots, her complement 668 men, 
and her armament eight 10.2-inch, one 
5.9-inch, six 4-inch, nine 3.4-inch quick- 
firing guns, two Maxims and two light 
guns. She is fitted with seven torpedo 
tubes,

The Pawtucket, is 102 feet long, of 225 
tons and is expected to develop 450 horse 
power. She will make 12 knots an hour. 
She will be ready for commission by 
Jan. 1. i

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IN. HIS OWN KITCHEN 


An Aged Resident of Stoughton Teld 
Up by Two Masked Men, 


Got Pocketbook and Watch 
and Easily Escaped. 


Evidence That They Were Acquainted With the 
Habits of Their Victim. 


Stoughton, Mass., Nov. 19. — Two 
masked men entered the residence of 


Asa M. Woodbury on Schoo! street about 
€ o'clock last evening, and seizing him by 
the throat robbed him of a pocketbook 
containing about $50 and his Jsilver 
watch, then ‘hastily decamped! over- 
Jooking a roll of $200 in bills which Mr. 
Woodbury had in another pocket. Mr. 
Woodbury, who was formerly road sur- 
veyor and keeper of the town almshouse, 
is about 65 years of age and quite feeble, 
having been ill for some time, and was 
unable to make a very determined re- 
sistance. 

He was sitting in the kitchen, with his 
feet on the stove, when two men without 
overcoats, anf each wearing a mask over 
his face, entered the door. One was tall, 
weighing about 175 pounds, while the 
other was short, and would not weigh 
Over 125 pounds. Both were apparently 
young men. 

The taller man grabbed Mr. Wood- 
bury about the head and endeavored to 
blindfold him so he would not be able to 
identify them, while the shorter man 
went through his pockets. Mr. Wood- 
bury made as desperate resistance as his 
enfeebled condition would permit, but 
Was no match for the two able bodied 
robbers, who did with him they 
pleased. 

Mrs. Woodbury, who had been in an- 
other part of the house, was attracted 
by the noise of the encounter, and came 
into the room just as the men had finished 
their work and were leaving by the front 
door. As they passed out she heard one 
of them say, “Come on, Charlie.” 

They escaped in the darkness, and so 
far there is no trace of them or clue to 
their identity. It is believed, from the 
manner in which they went about their 
work, that they were acquainted with 
Mr. Woodbury and were familiar with 
his habits and knew where he carried 
his money. Mr. Woodbury was used 
rather roughly and is suffering consid- 
erably from the shock to his nervous

Young's Discovery. 

Santiago, Nov. 19. Lieutenant Young 
of the Hist reports that it is practicable 
to raise the former Spanish cruiser Reina 
Mercedes, sunk on July 3 near the en- 
trance of Santiago harbor during the en- 
gagement between Admiral Sampson's 
warships and the Spanish marine and 
land batteries. He found that she had 
been sunk by opening her sea valves;

WILD TURKEY SHOOTING AS IT USED 
TO BE. 


Always Called Good Game—A Sly and 
Knowing Bird—Tricks of the Trade. 
How Turkeys Are Trapped—Benja- 
min Franklin's Idea of the Turkey. 


The turkey, like Thanksgiving day, 
with which he is inseparably associated 
in the American mind, is, in the lan- 
guage of a proud Yankee, ‘‘one of the 
institootions.’’ It had been domesticat- 
ed and bred in the old world before the 
pilgrim fathers landed on Plymouth 
Rock, presumably by the Spaniards, who 
captured specimens in Mexico and trans- 
ported them to Europe. In every part of 
the American continent except the frig- 
id regions of the extreme north the 
earliest settlers found the turkey in its 
wild state. The species of fowl which 
was regarded asso toothsome at the first 
American Thanksgiving was the bird of 
today in his unenlightened condition. 

The pioneers of all parts of the Unit- 
ed States where there were extensive 
tracts of forest found wild turkeys in 
great abundance, and even in the days 
when deer were plentiful no hunter 
scorned this bird as unworthy of his 
prowess. Wild turkey hunting was and 
yet isaroyal sport wherever the bird 
exists. He is considered noble game | 
and, like the deer and the buffalo, has 
rapidly disappeared from many of his 
former haunts before the march of civi-

This 
psalm suggests that we should— 

1. Praise the Lord for spiritual bless- 
ings (verses 1-6). The greatest blessings 
that came as a result of the return from 
the captivity were the spiritual bless- 
ings, and the psalmist gives directly as 
a cause for praise to the Lord that ‘*He 
healeth the broken in heart and bindeth 
up the wounds.’’ God has given us 
great spiritual blessings in the past 
year, for which we should render thanks 
and praise unto Him. Skepticism and 
rationalism are on the decline, and an 
unusual interest is manifested in various 
ways in the highest and truest forms 
of spirituality. Today in the religious 
life of the world is pre-eminently the 
day of the Holy Ghost.

In 
the wing of each turkey is a hollow} 
bone that can readily be transformed | 
into a whistle, the note of which, when 
properly blown, very closely resembles | 
the call of a turkey. Not far away and 
well concealed lies the ‘daylight mur- 
derer’s accomplice.”’’ Assoon after their 
flight from the perch as the turkeys dis- 
cover that all has become quiet and the 
gobblers have mustered up a little cour- 
age, they begin calling for the purpose 
of collecting the remnant of the flock 
preparatory to a permanent departure 
from the scene of the massacre.

Gratifying Improvement Shown Ta Nearly 


Al. Lines of Trade, 

New York, Nov. 19.—Bradstreet’s says: 
Evidence accumulates that the good re- 
sults flowing from the recent election 
are no longer confined entirely to im- 
provement in tone and confidence. Sevy- 
€ral substantial developments present 
themselves this week, notable among 
which are a number of advances in prices, 
exceptionally few declines thereof, grow- 
ing strength in the pig iron situation, 
unprecedentedly large weekly bank 
clearings and remarkably good reports 
as to export trade, not only in the line of 
toreign products, but in enlarged trade 
in manufactured products. Distribution 
of merchandise shows but little change 
from recently preceding weeks, but the 
growth in confidence is reflected in very 
general reports of improved collections 
On past business. 

First and foremost in the line of foreign 
trade extensions are the returns re- 
cently made for October, pointing to ex- 
ports for that.month larger than in the 
corresponding month of any previous 
year, second only to those of December 
last year, and chargeable not so much as 
formerly to enlarged exports of farm 
products, but to heavily increased ex- 
ports of finished products of American 
industry. 


In this connection specially good re- 
Pp come trom the iron and steel in- 


dustry. The strength in values of all 
cereals ig due to the constant foreign 
demand, more than offsetting very large 
gains in domestic supplies, which, aow- 
ever, are still below any corresponding 
period for years past. Comparison of 
four months’ exports, July to October, 
inclusive, point lo Wheat and flour ship- 
ments little below those of last year, and 
only 10 percent below those of 1891, the 
heaviest ever known. 

The values of exports, however, do not 
make such good comparisons. Corn ex- 
ports will run to 10 perceng of the do- 
mesuic production, a heavy gain on every 
yearexceptlast. Thestrength of cereals 
finds imitations in coffee, whose statis- 
tical position shows some improvement; 


Sugar, Which is relatively higher for re- 
fined, on growing strength of raw sup- 
plies; and even cotton, which is higher 
on smaller movement, and improving 
tone of the dry goods market. 

Wool sales continue of good volume on 
more confident buying of small manu- 
facturers, who, however, report the fin- 
ished goods trade unsatisfactory. Heavy 
sales of bonded wool for re-export to 
England are reported this week. 

Business failures in the United States 
this week number 229, as against 187 
last week. Bank clearings this week 
exceeded by nearly $200,000,000 the heavi- 
est former week's total there is any 
record of. For the week ending Thurs- 
day they aggregate $1,7 75,465, a gain 
over last week of 38 percent, over this 
week one year ago of 35 percent, over 
1896 of 40 percent, over 1895 of 34 percent, 
and as compared with 1893 and 1894 gains 
of over 70 percent.

A COLONIAL THANKSGIVING. 


Quaint Account of a Dinner Given In 
1714. 


Among the papers of the late ex-State 
Senator Guy ©. Stoddard of the town of 
Ledyard was found an old newspaper 
clipping containing a quaint account of 
an old colonial Thanksgiving church 
Service and dinner. It was written in 
the year 1714 by the Rev. Lawrence 
Couant of the Old Sorth parish, in Dan- 
vers, Mass., and runs thus: 

“Ye Governor was in ye house and 
Her Majesty’s commissioners of ye cus- 
toms, and they sat together in a high 
seat of ye pulpit stairs. Ye Governor 
appears very devont and attentive, al- 
though he favors Episcopacy and toler- 
ates ye Quakers and Baptists. 

‘‘He was dressed in a black velvet 
coat, bordered with gold lace and buff 
breeches with gold buckles at ye knees, 
and white silk stockings. 

‘There was a disturbance in ye gal- 
leries, where it was filled with divers 
negroes, mulattoes and Indians, and a 
negro called Pomp Shorter, belonging 
to Mr. Gardiner, was called forth and 
put in ye broad isle, where he was re- 
proved with great carefulness and so- 
lemnity 

**He was then put in ye deacons’ seat 
between two deacons, in view of ye 
whole corgregation, but ye sexton was 
ordered by Mr. Prescott to take him 
out, because of his levity and strange 
contortion of countenance (giving grave 
scandal to ye grave deacons), and put 
him in ye lobby under ye staire; some 
children and a mulatto woman were 
reprimanded for laughing at Pomp 
Shorter. 

““When ye services at ye mecting 
house were ended, ye council and cther 
dignitaries were entertained at ye house 
of Mr. Epes, on ye hill near by, and we 
bad a bountiful Thanksgiving dinner 
with bear’s meat and venison, the last 
of which was a fine buck, shot in ye 
woods near by. Ye bear was killed in 
Lynn woods near Reading.

CUNFLICTING STORIES, 
Told by Men Placed Under Arrest For 
the Stoughton Robbery, 


Answer the Description of 
Woodbury’s Assailants. 


Both Deny That They Are Guilty of the Crime 
Charged Against Them. 


Stoughton, Nov. 21.—Chief of 
Police Vanston visited Brockton yes- 
terday and arrested Charles H. Allen and 
Ernest Stromberg on the charge of as- 
saulting and robbing Asa M. Woodbury 
at his residence on School street in this 
town last Friday night. Allen is a resi- 
cent of Stoughton and Stremberg for- 
meriy resided here, but now lives in 
Brockton. When arrested Stromberg 
Was in the custody of the Brockton po- 
lice, having been apprehended by them 
on Saturday for theft committed since 
the Stoughton robbery in company with 
a woman named Mrs. Lottie Talbot. 

The men tell conflicting stories regard- 
ing their whereabouts last Friday night 
and the police are very confident that 
the prisoners are the men who committed 
the Woodbury robbery. They answer the 
description of the robbers furnished by 
Mr. Woodbury, Allen being tall and 
stockily built, while Stromberg is much 
shorter and lighter. 

The robbery occurred about 6 o'clock 
Friday evening. Mr. Woodbury, who is 
about 65 years of age and has been ill 
for some time, Was sitting by the kitches 
Stove when two masked men entered, 
and while the taller and stronger of the 
two held him the other went through his 
pockets and robbed him of a pocketbook 
containing $50 and his silver watch, over- 
looking a roll of $200 in bills which he 
carried in another pocket. They then 
made their being seen as they 
left the room by Mrs. Woodbury, who 
was in another part of the house when 
the robbery was committed and had 
been attracted by the noise of the 
etruggzle. 

Allen was brought to the Stoughton 
lockup, but Stromberg is held at Brock- 
ton. Both men will be arraigned in court 
here tomorrow. According to the police 
very strong circumstantial evidence has 
been secured against the prisoners. 
They say that within half an hour after 
the Woodbury assault and robbery oc- 
curred Stromberg went into the house of 
a neighbor on Washington street, ex- 
hibited a watch and said he was going to 
his home in Kansas City; that his father 
had sent him a ticket to go home with. 
The day before he had borrowed money 
enough to buy his breakfast in town. He 
had no watch then and had no money 
with which to buy anything of the kind. 
He went to Prockton on the 7 o'clock 
electric car Friday night, and told several 
conflicting stories in regard to his father 
sending for him to come home. 

When asked to show the ticket his 
father had sent. he said jt was in Boston, 
and that he still had $1.50 to pay on it 
there. When arrested he had several 
pawn tickets upon his person. When 
Chief Vanston went to Brockton to ar- 
rest him he found that he was locked up 
in the police station there in company 
with Allen’s daughter, Mrs. Lottie Tal- 
bot, on the charge of the larceny of rings. 
Mrs. Talbot has been separated from her 
husband some time and has been living 
with Stromberg in Brockton. 

Stromberg is about 21 years old, of 
light complexion and weighs about 125 
pounds. He is a painter by trade and 
came here from Kansas City about a 
year ago, telling at the time that he had 
taken $200 from his father and ran away 
from home. 

Allen is about 45 years old, lives in 
Stoughton and is a common laborer. He 
has been arrested several times for lar- 
ceny and has served time in Plymouth 
jail for larceny from the Porter church 
in Brockton. He was arrested in Brock- 
ton just as he was boarding an electric 
car. 

In an interview Allen stated that the 
first he knew of the robbery and assault 
upon Mr. Woodbury was when he read 
the account of it the next day in the 
newspapers. He said he worked until 
3 p. m. Friday, then went to his homeon 
Washington street, where he lived alone, 
and stayed until 5:40 o'clock. Then he 
went out and called on a neighbor, re- 
maining at her home the rest of the 
evening.

The union 
took up the question of the Irish political 
prisoner, John Flannagan, recently re- 
leased and retained beyond our lines, 
discussed the action of the immigration 
commissioner at Quebeo, and adopted a 
resolution “that we demand the release 
of John Flannagan, now detained by a 
United States officer, whose only crime 
was a desire to have his native land 
secure her political independence.” 


Was Gone Five Years. 
Portland, Me., Nov. 21.—Captain George 


B. Leavitt of the steamer Newport, one | 


of the ice imprisoned whaling fleet in 
Alaskan waters, arrived at his home in 
Deering yesterday after an absence of 
five years. Captain Leavitt speaks very 
lightly of his experiences the past win- 
ter, saying that they had plenty of food, 
such as it was. He says that the reports 


of their condition were greauy exag- 
gerated, and that the Bear relief expe- 
dition was unnecessary, as the govern- 
ment knew, but that she was sent out to 
quiet clamor at home. 


Against Annexation. 

Boston, Noy. 21—At an adjourned 
meeting of the organizers of the move- 
ment against the annexation of the 
Philippines a constitution was adopted, 
officers were elected and an address was 
issued to the people of the United States, 
urging prompt co-operation in getting 
signatures to a protest against the an- 
nexation of the Philippines. Edward 
Atkinson presided. Before the meeting 
me received a telegram from Andrew 
Carnegie stating that he had sent hima 
check for $1000 for the use of the move- 
ment. Funds have already been sub- 
scribed liberally. 


Archdeacon In the Pulpit, 

Somerville, Mass., Ney. 21.—Arch- 
deacon Van Buren conducted services 
yesterday at St. Thomas Episcopal 
church, where so much trapble between 
the rector, Rey. Dr. Quinn, and the ves- 
try, which ended in the rector’s resigna- 
tion, has occurred. There was a large 
congregation present. The archdeacon 
fave the peuple advice, saying that he 
thought that they should be careful be- 
fore they made a selecticn for a rector 
in the future. 


May Get Long Sentence. 

Boston, Noy. 21.—A man arrested Sat- 
urday night while pocket picking, and 
who was supposed to be James Murray, 
from pension papers found in his pocket, 
Was yesterday declared at police head- 
quarters to be James Davis, alias George 
Wilson, alias ‘Philadelphia Jintmy.” He 
is known from laine to California. Itis 
possible that when he is tried on the 
charge of stealing his long criminal 
record will be introduced and if con- 
victed he may be sentenced under the 
habitual criminal act.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bit! in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
proverty etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to T, and today’s 
instalment is the first of the Ws:

Washington, Nov. 21.—There was no 
meeting of the joint peace commissions 
Saturday. The first proposition from 
the United States commission to the 


| Spaniards regarding the Philippine isl- 


ands was not a demand. To bring the 
subject under discussion the Americans 
merely submitted a proposal to take over 
the Philippine islands and relmburse 
Spain the amount spent by her there for 
permanent betterments. 

Spain declined the terms and the pro- 
posal itself. Had she stopped there 
the United States would have been com- 
pelled to repeat the proposal as an ulti- 
matum, or to tender new _ terms. 
Spain, however, put off any con- 
sideration of terms by declaring 
that the United States had no 
right to impugn her sovereignty in the 


Philippines; that, if her sovereignty 
there should pass, the mortgages she 
had placed on the Philippine revenue

| nity forbade her to heed any questions 
| as to how she spent the loans so secured. 


The Americans patiently replied that

Should she refuse to make a treaty 
the Philippines to the United 
States, the instant alternative for Amer- 
ica will be the conquest of that terri- 
tory at an increased cost to Spain in the 
final settlement, and, possibly, with loss 
ff Spanish life. It may be held that the 
Philippines, if ceded now without any 
terms would be an inadequate indem- 
nity to the United States for their war 
expenses already incurred, and that 
Spain cannot expect, as a legal or a 
moral right, any monetary concessions. 
Philippine acquisition by conquest, how- 
ever, would entail upon the United 
States a waste of treasure far greater 
than a sum that Spain may accept now 
as the basis of peaceful cession. 

Spain, being barren of territory or 
cash to indemnify the United States 
fully, even at this juncture, would be 


} still less able to meet an additional ex- 


pense to the Americans in further opera- 
tions in the Philippines. Moreover, a 


speedy adjustment of local Philippine 
condition is demanded. Spain could 
} not in any circumstances effect this. 


The Americans have assumed responsi- 
and they feel that the delay here 
their discharging it.

Neither Spanish 
debts, bonds nor mortgages of any de- 
scription will be considered, the trans- 
action being cleared up on the spot, prob- 
ably, if at all. 

The Spanish peace commissioners have 


| been notified that the United States com- 


missioners will be ready to treat with 
them in joint session this afternoon. Un- 
less the Spaniards have an adequate 
reason for further delay, the two com- 
missions will join in the most important 
meeting thus far held. 

The American commissioners, in a 
written communication, will declare that 
the third article of the protocol, regard- 
ing the Philippines, is capable of only 
one fair construction, that no arbitra- 
tion is needed to elucidate its terms, and 
that the United States cannot admit any 


Nee, 


other power to figure here purely as a 
lexicologist. 

This will be accompanied by a clear 
declaration that the United States will 
possess the Philippines. Followfng this 
declaration the American commiss‘oners 
will lay before the Spaniards two al- 
ternatives: First, to accept a sum of 
money from the United States and to 
cede and evacuate the Philippines. 
Second, to lose the Philippines to the 
United States by conquest, with the 
possibility of other territorial losses to 
indemnify the United States for the 
added expense of conquest. 

This communication may not be for- 
mally designated as an ultimatum, but 
it will lack naught of the conclusiveness 
indicated by that word. This will be so 
plain that the Spanish commissioners 
will scarcely haggle for more money on 
the first alternative nor cherish any 
doubt of American action under the 
second, should the first be declined. 

Spain is exceedingly anxious to escape 
the Philippine debt and possibly the sum 
to be offered may be determined by an 
analysis of that debt, which consists of 
$40,000,000 in bonds, on which she realized 
$36,000,000. Of the latter amount she is 
believed to have expended some $10,000,- 
000 or $11,000,000 in fighting the United 
States and a part in attempting to quell 
the Philippine insurrection. A reason- 


able guess at the sum for tender would; 


be $20,000,000, though it may fall bebow 
that. : 

The Cuban question may come up again 
today. The American commissioners 
had thought the discussion on that point 
finished, but the Spanish commissioners 
are reported to have declared last week 
that the mortgages imposed by Spain on 
the Cuban, as well as on the Philippine 
revenues, must not be impaired or ques- 
tioned. This would compel the Ameri- 
can commissioners soon—and probably 
today—to demand whether Spain means 
to repudiate the plain compact of the 
protocol to relinquish sovereignty over 
and title to Cuba. Three weeks ago the 
Spanish commissioners accepted the 
Cuban article in the protocol without 
conditions, save that its embodiment in 
the treaty should depend only upon an 
agreement on all the articles in the pro- 
tocol. 

Recently, however, Spain's representa- 
tives have said that the Cuban matter 
had been only temporarily passed and 
was still in abeyance. 

When the last paragraphs of the long 
translation of the Spanish note which 
was presented to the American peace 
commissioners last Wednesday was de- 
ciphered at the state department it ap- 
peared that, in addition to the long argu- 
ment which was intended to show that 
the word “disposition’’ used in relation 
to the Philippines meant “something 
else,” the Spanish note included a propo- 
sition to submit the Philippines clause of 
the protocol to the interpretation of ar- 
bitration. 

Another cablegram followed the first 
long message, this time directly from 
Judge Day, seeking instructions defi-

At the beginning of 
the war Spain terminated all of her 
treaties with the United States. 

With a view to bringing matters toa 
speedy conclusion, our commissioners, 
early this week, will lay before the Span- 
jurds the final and irrevocable demands 
of this country, allowing a specified time 
in which our conditions may be accepted 
or rejected.

DID A BIG BUSINESS, 


—— 
Feuthali’s Swindling Operations Reached 
Handreds of Thousinds. 

St. Paul, Noy. 2l.—James H. Southall 
was until about 18 months ago chief clerk 
in the United States engineer offices here. 
In that position he formerly had charge 
of issuing time checks to laborers on the 
government works. From discounting 
a few of these himself he came to hand- 
ling them for outsiders. The profit was 
large and the demand great, so that he 
took to issuing bogus time checks, sell- 
ing them among his friends. New issues 
of time checks could always be sold in 
time for him to cash such as came due, 
so that he was able to evade discovery 
for several years, even though no such 
time checks had been issued by the gov- 
ernment for the past six or more years. 

The Southall time checks were sought 
after not only in this city, but were 
handled all over this country and as far 
east as Hartford. With the money he 
realized from the time checks Southall 
was speculating in the wheat markt 
and backing a local commission house. 
Last winter he lost considerable money 
on wheat and finally in February came 
the exposure. 

The amount of bogus time checks on 
the market is unknown, but the most 
conservative estimate was $500,000, while 
others placed it at over $1,000,000. It de- 
veloped during the investigation, after 
Southall’s arrest, that the government 
officials had discovered the irregulari- 
ties in April, 1897, and had discharged 
Southall, but did not reveal his opera- 
tions on his promise to make good what 
was outstanding. On this holders of 
bogus paper have claimed that the gov- 
ernment was liable ard should make 
good their losses, 

The jury stood 11 for conviction to 1 for 
acquittal for 24 hours, when the 12th juror 
agreed to the verdict of guilty. The pen- 
alty is from one to 10 years’ imprison- 
ment, but sentence is deferred, a motion 
for a new trial being set for hearing. 

Southall and family moved in the best 
society and lived extravagantly. The 
sensation arising from his arrest and ex- 
posure was consequently very great in 
all circles and the trial has been watched 
closely.

That portion of the presentation set- 
ting forth the new proposal—the pro- 
posal that the United States must have 
possession of the entire Philippine archi- 
pelago, with a tender of $20,000,000 for 
a treaty cession of the islands—was then 
read. Without betraying their mental 
attitude, the Spanish commissioners sug- 
Rested un adjournment until Wednes- 
day 

The new proposition, with its collat- 
erals, was embodied toward the end of 
the American memorandum, which filled 
30 type-written sheets. Only this part 
way read in the joint session, the mem- 
orandum then being delivered to the 
Spaniards for translation by their own 
staff. 

Spain’s proposition to invoke the offi- 
ces of a third power to construe the 
words “control, disposition and govern- 
ment of the Philippines,”’ was rejected 
by the American commissioners on the 
ground that dictation of the third articie 
of the protocol, dealing with the Phil- 
ippines, is so broad and clear as to 
afford no justification for arbitration as 
between the parties to the agreement. 

On the terms named the United States 
proposes a mutual relinquishment of all 
claims for indemnity, national or per- 
sonal, subsequent to the outbreak of the 
last Cuban insurrection. Nov. 28 is fixed 
as the date on which the United States 
commission desires a definite response 
to yesterday’s propositions and all other 
subjects in issue here. 

It is also declared that the United 
States desires to treat of the religious 
freedom of the Caroline islands, as 
agreed upon between the United States 
and Spain in 1886, and also of the ac- 
quisition of one of the Caroline islands 
for an American naval station, and of 
the cable landing rights at other places 
in Spanish jurisdiction and the revival | 
of certain Spanish-American treaties as 
heretofore in force. 

The vital portions of the American 
commission’s memorandum were com- 
municated verbally to the Spanish com- 
missioners in practically these terms:

may have arisen since the beginning ot 
the late Cuban insurrection and prior to 
the conclusion of the treaty of peace. 

Next followed the terms mearest ap- 
proaching to a formal ultimatum to 
Spain. The United States commission- 
ers expressed the hope that they might 
receive from the Spanish commission- 
ers on or before Monday, the 28th day of 
the present month, definite and final ac- 
ceptance of the proposals fnade as to the 
Philippines, in connection also with the 
demands as to Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
other Spanish islands of the West Indies, 
and Guam, in the form in which these 
demands have been provisionally agreed 
to. In this event, it would be possible 
for the joint commission to continue its 
sessions and proceed to the considera- 
tion and adjustment of other matters, 
including those which, as subeldiary and 
incidental to the joint provisions, should 
form part of the treaty of peace. 

It was at this juncture that the Amer- 
feans notified the Spaniards that they 
desired to treat of the religious freedom 
of the Caroline islands, as agreed to 12 
years ago, also of the release of po- 
litice] prisoners now held by Spain in 
eonnection with the insurrections in 
Cuba and the Philippine islands, alse 
of the taking over of the island of Kusiac 
of Ualan, in the Carolines, for a tele- 
rrapliic and naval station, also of cable 
station right at other points in Spain's 
jurisdiction, and also of the renewal of 
certain treaties previously in force be- 
tween the United States and Spain and 
which may have lapsed or been vitiated 
by war. 

The commission then adjourned until! 
Wednesday next. 

An analysis of the American memoran- 
dum shows that all other suggestions 
and considerations in it hinge upon 
treaty cession, at the amount named by 
the United States and within one week. 
In the event of cession Spain may enjoy 
for a term of 12 years rights of com- 
merce in the Philippines equal to those 
of the United States. If the United 
States acquire the islands by conquest 
Spain may not enjoy such rights. Should 
Spain refuse cession she wold remain 
liable for indemnity claims, national 
and individual, since the outbreak of the 
last Cuban insurrection. Should she re- 
fuse, she would also lose, probably, as 
further indemnity for the expenses of 
conquest, one of the Carolines, which 
she may now sell, and other cable privi- 
leges within Spanish jurisdiction might 
be taken by the United States without 
any return to Spain for them. 

The Spaniards, doubtless, do not know 
whether they will accept or reject the 
Americanterms. They are telegraphing 
the substance of the American mem- 
orandum to Madrid, and they expect to 
reply at tomorrow's meeting. 

Possibly they may conclude that, be- 
cause one money offer was made, an- 
other and a larger offer may follow pres- 
sure upon the American commissioners. 
But if this be their expectation, it will 
not be realized. The American terms, 
submitted almost at the close of eight 
weeks of patient hearing and painstaking 
arguments, are a practical ultimatum: 


Friendly Comment.

The papers generally take it for grant- 
ed that the “open door” will be adopted 
in the West Indies also. 

The Daily News says: The United 
States have not become an Asiatic power, 
and Lord Salisbury clearly had reason 
to predict that the expansion of the 
United States would give Great Britain 
a valuable ally in the China seas.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s vame is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to T, and today’s 
insta’ment is the second of the Ws:

Three Thonsand Refused to Submit 


to Reduction In Wages. 


First Affair of the Kind In 
Southern Mills. 


Matter of Interest Apart From Particular Issue

They are the King mill, 30,000 
spindles and 1085 hands; Sibley, with 900 
hands and 40,256 spindles; Enterprise, 
33,000 spindles and 900 hands; Isetta, 3653 
Spindles and 105 hands, 

The affair is styled “an individual 
walk-out,” while it is in reality a strike. 
The trouble began about a month ago, 
when the Southern Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation announced that, in order to 
meet competition, it was necessary to 
make a reduction of from 8 to 13 percent 
fn all branches of the industry. When 
the scale of reduction was posted, it was 
found that it started in some cases be- 
low ti second hands, none above being 
cut. Straight away the operatives be- 
gan organization under the direction of 
the local representatives of the Federa- 
tion of Labor. Saturday the merchants 
of the city, with but two exceptions, 
presented to Charles Estes, president of 
the association, a petition asking that no 
present redyction,ba made, as it would 
precipitate a strike. 

The walk-out started in the weaving 
department of the Sibley, operatives 
from the King joining. Thestrikers then 
went over to the Enterprise and were 
joined by the workers there. 

A mass meeting was held yesterday 
afternoon, the speeches being made by 
several operatives and Patrick Walsh, 
mayor of the city. Upon his suggestion 
a committee was appointed to wait upon 
the mill owners to see if the matter 
could be adjusted. Their conference will 
take place today, Meanwhile there is 
firm determination on both sides. There 
bas been no disturbance, though the fac- 
tory district is a perfect hive of meet- 
ings. 

Some time ago announcement was 
made by the Southern Manufacturers’ 
association of a reduction in wages in the 
Augusta mills of from § to 13 percent. 
The operatives held meetings and took 
steps to organize, with a view to con- 
testing the position taken by the mill 
owners. One or more representatives of 
eastern labor unions appeared to advise 
and encourage the mill hands in resist- 
ing the proposed reduction. The help 
presented a petition to the Manufactur- 
ers’ association setting forth thelr ob- 
jections to the cut. 

President Charles Estes of the associa- 
tion recently said that the Augusta mills 
were paying higher wages than those 
paid elsewhere in the south, and that 
the cotton business generally has 
dropped to such a low level of prices that 
it is impossible for them to continue the 
higher rate of wages and compete with 
outside mills. He also said that so far 
as the “bosses” in the mills were con- 
cerned Augusta was paying no more than 
many other southern mills, while the 
salaried officers were receiving consid- 
erably less, the excess thus being in the 
wages of the operatives. 

Augusta is the only southern city in 
which a labor organization in connec- 
tion with the cotton industry has been 
attempted. About two years ago Mr. 
Howard of Fall River spent some time 
in that city, and left behind him an op- 
eratives’ union in an apparently flour- 
ishing condition, but it. soon began to 
languish, and in the early part of this 
year was in a moribund condition. It 
has been revived. Apart from the par- 
ticular issue of the movement between 
the operatives and the manufacturers 
the labor movement in Augusta will be 
watched with much interest, as it may 
prove to be the introduction of a new 
factor into southern textile industrial 
conditions. 

Printers Quit Work, : 

Columbus, O., Nov. 22.—A strike was 
inaugurated by the men in eight of the 
12 union job printing offices yesterday 
under the rule recently adopted by the 
national organization calling for 9%4- 
hour day with 10 hours’ pay. 

Galveston, Nov. 22.—The printers and 
pressmen in the house of Clark & Courts, 
to the number of nearly 100, are out on 
strike. They demand 35 cents an hour. 
The firm is willing to pay 3114 cents. 

Indianapolis, Nov. 22.—All the job 
printing establishments in the city closed 
yesterday owing toa strike of the press 
feeders for shorter hours. 
dred men are involved. 


Few Stitchers at Work, 

Marlboro, Mass., Novy. 22.—There are 
few changes in the shoe strike situation 
here, although a number of the striking 
stitchers gathered in front of the Middle- 
sex factory of Rice & Hutchins at the 
closing hour yesterday and made a few 
remarks to the dozen or more stitchers 
as they left thelr work. There were, 
however, no disturbances, and the stitch- 
ers soon moved off. It is said that there 
are five hands now at work in the Mid- 
diesex factory, and that the firm is per- 
fectly satisfied with the showing. At 
a meeting of the board of aldermen a 
petition, originating among the strikers, 
which requested the free use of the town 
hall for purposes of entertainment and 
for meetings during the strike, was re- 
fused.

WINTER'S ICY BLAST. 
High Witds and Snow Gene! a! Through. 
ont the Northwest. 

St. Paul, Nov. 22.—The first snow- 
siorm of the winter has prevailed 
throughout the northwest during the 
past 24 hours, and it still continues with- 
out much abatement. The snow haa 
been accompanied by a high wind, 
reaching in many places the proportions 
of a genuine blizzard. The fall of snow 
has not been great, but the wind has 
Grifted it badly, and in many places 
there is considerable delay to railroad 
traffic.

No Firearms Can Be Carried With p th» 
City Limits of Pan*, 

Springfield, Ills., Nov. 22.—Owing toa 
continued clashing of, white strikers 
and negroes at Pana, and the danger 
of a more serious affray, Governor Tan- 
ner has declared martial law at that 
place. 

The governor’s proclamation pre- 
scribes the limit within which martial! 
law prevails as one mile beyond the 
city of Pana, and forbids all persons tc 
carry any arms, either publicly or pri- 
vately, and commands the surrender of 
all firearms to the officer commanding 
the national guard within 48 hours. 


LAW PROCLAIMED, 


Experts Say Twas Yellow Fever, 

Washington, Nov. 22.—The officials of 
the marine hospital service and Health 
Officer Woodard both take issue with Dr. 
Doty of New York in regard to the 
cause of the death of Archie M. Miller, 
whose death here last Friday was at- 
tributed to yellow fever. They express 
the opinion that Dr. Doty’s opinion that 
Mr. Miller died of malarial trouble is 
colored by his desire to excuse himself 
for allowing Mr. Miller to pass quaran- 
tine at New York. A marine hospital 
surgeon said: “You may say for the 
marine hospital service that we are en- 
tirely satisfied that Miller died of yellow 
fever. The case was seen and handled 
by four of our experts. The autopsy 
performed upon the body of Miller 
showed that the diagnosis of yellow fever 
was right.” 


Encouraging Signs. 

Washington, Nov. 22.—General James 
Longstreet, the commissioner of rail- 
roads, in his annual report, calls atten- 
tion to the general prosperity in railroad 
affairs and, referring to the increase in 
commerce following the acquisition of 
new territory, recommends the govern- 
ment construction and operation of a 
first-class double-track railway from 
Kansas City to San Diego, Cal., by air 
line route. He says the physical condi- 
tion of our railroads generally is better 
than ever before. "He points to the 
spectacle of roads which a short time ago 
were in receivers’ hands now paying 
dividends on their preferred stocks and 
piling up surpluses, 


Life In Dawson. 

Washington, Nov. 22.—In a_ report 
dated Dawson City, Oct. 1, United States 
Consul Cook presents an interesting pic- 
ture of the Klondike town preparing to 
go into winter quarters. Large quanti- 
ties of logs were being piled in front of 
business and other houses to serve for 
fuel and smal! fortunes were being made 
by parties who were bringing in glass 
and oil lamps. Butter was selling at $2 
a pound, and the price of condensed milk 
and other products had doubled. It was 
predicted that 5000 people would be work- 
ing through the different creeks in the 
Dawson district on the winter diggings, 
beginning in the middle of November. 


In Memory of Heroes, 

Shanghal, Nov. 22.—Prince Henry ol 
Prussia yesterday unveiled the monu- 
ment to the officers and sailors of the 
German crulser Iltis, which was lost ina 
typhoon on July 23, 1896, north of the 
Shan-Tung promontory. The ceremony 
was very impressive. A large force of 
German sailors and marines were pres- 
ent with American, British and Aus- 
trian sailors. The Shanghai volunteers 
were also represented. The Iltis wasa 
small cruiser. In the disaster all but 
16 of her company perisl¥ed. According 
to the tale of the survivors the officers 
and men gave three cheers for Empero: 
William as the Iltis went down.

Former Tax Collector Charged With 
Embezzlement of $115,000. 


Did Not Secure Bail, So Speat 
Night In a Cell. 


Has Been Free to Come and Go While Books 
Were Being Examined. 


——— 


Holyoke, Mass., Nov. 22.—The sensa- 
tional charges against James C. Keough, 
former tax collector of this city, reached 
their climax last night in his arrest on 
the charge of embezzlement. The sum 
named is $115,000. Keough was arrested 
while eating supper and was taken to the 
police station and locked in a cell, where 
he now is. Efforts to secure bail have 
been fruitless so far. 

The warrants were sworn out by City 
Marshal Edward Gorman, under direc- 
tion of City solicitor C. T, Callahan and 
Clerk Tierney of the police court, there 
being three separate charges—embezzle- 
ment of $15,000 of moneys collected by 
Keough for the city in 1895, and the em- 
bezzlement of $50,000 each for the years 
1896 and 1897. 

As soon as Marshal Gorman received 
the warrant at 4:30 o'clock, he sent De- 
tective Lynch to this city. to watch the 
trains leaving for New York. He him- 
self visited the places of business in 
which Keough was interested, and, not 
finding him at either of them, decided to 
go to the house. Meantime, as it was 
later learned, Lynch and Keough had 
passed each other on the road to the 
city. 

Keough was eating supper when the 
marshal arrived, and was allowed to fin- 
ish his meal before going to the city 
hall. He waiked down from the High- 
lands, and after buying a cigar arrived 
at the police station at 7:30 o'clock. 
Keough would talk but little and would 
not admit any guilt. 

When Caytain Peters led him to the 
detention room he showed traces of emo- 
tion, the first observed since he has been 
under suspicion. Friends called on him 
during the evening and night and a 
careful watch was kept over him to see 
that he did no violence to himself. It is 
not thought that he will be able to se- 
cure bonds, although an effort was made 
to get them last night, 

T. J, Flanagan of the bondsmen visited 
Keough at the police station after his 
arrest and held a brief interview with 
him. Mr. Flanagan, who is one of the 
bondsmen, stated that the bondsmen 
would hold a meeting and probably take 
some action on the matter, though what 
form it would take he was unable to state. 

He felt sorry for Keough and his fam- 
fly, but the feeling that Keough had mis- 
represented matters to himself and the 
other bondsmen made a difference. There 
would be no effort on the part of the 
bondsmen or other men interested, so 
far as he knew, to bail Keough out; in 
fact, until a preliminary hearing had 
been held, and the bail fixed, he under- 
stood that it would be impossible to do 
anything. 

In the first report of E. M. Estes, the 
first expert engaged in the case, he re- 
ported that there were “erasures” to the 
extent of $118,000 on the books, These 
were erasures of money that had ap- 
parently been received, 

Meanwhile, for two months, Keough 
has been going and coming from the city 
at his own will, continually saying, “It’s 
all right" to those who asked him about 
it. 

About three weeks ago the bondsmen 
of Keough, and Keough as principal, 
were attached for $175,000 by three writs, 
and yesterday the final notices were 
served on thegn by the deputy sheriff. 
The writs were returnable the first Mon- 
day in December, and the city will then 
begin its suit against James C. Keough 
as principal and the bondsmen as sure- 
tles. 

The criminal action has been deferred 
until the city solicitor could secure what 
he considered satisfactory evidence of 
fraud, and, though there has been com- 
plaint on the part of those who wished to 
have Keough immediately apprehended, 
the aldermanic committee has sustained 
the city solicitor in this matter. 

The arrest of Keough was discussed at 
the meeting of the aldermanic committee 
in the city hall yesterday. The city so- 
licitor maintained that since the matter 
was in the hands of the law department 
the reports of the experts must be made 
to him alone. He also stated that noth- 
ing could be done until the experts had 
reported more fully. This they seemed 
to have done, and the arrest followed as 
a matter of course. 


To Abo'ish the Office. 

Montpelier, Vt., Nov. 22.—At the re- 
assembling of the legislature yesterday 
the joint ceammittee to investigate the 
expenses of state officials and the state 
attorney made its report, the document 
being read in the senate first and later 
in the house. The chief criticism is 
against Adjutant and Inspector General 
Peck. So severe was the criticism that 
the bill abolishing the office and sus- 
pending the maintenance of the militia 
for two years was passed by the senate 
by a unanimous vote. The bill is ex- 
pected to pass the house with equal 
unanimity. General Peck arrived here 
in the afternoon, and he feels very badly 
over the odium cast upon his adminis- 
tration of the office. 


Seventeen Men Injured. 
Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 22.—A logs of 
between $75,000 and $100,000 is the esti- 
mated damage @f yesterday's fire in the 
‘pork packing establishment of John P.

In the second round there were wila 
yells from the admirers of the Irishman 
when he floored Corbett with a right 
swing on the head, which was preceded 
by a powerful blow on the body. Shark- 
ey’s rushes were successful invariably 
and Jim's quickness and leg work were 
tested to their utmost in trying to evade 
the aggressive sailor pugilist. 

That Sharkey has improved wonder- 
fully goes without saying, and, on the 
other hand, that Corbett is not the Cor- 
bett of New Orleans !s beyond question. 
At no time had the Californian the upper 
hand of his younger and more sturdy 
rival. Sharkey is a fighter and a clever 
one at that, and his work last night 
stamps him beyond al! doubt as being 
second only to Fitzsimmons, who will 
have to meet him in order to decide which 
is the better man, and when those two 
meet they should put up a fight which 
will be worth witnessing. 

From the second to the eighth round 
Sharkey held a decided advantage. In 
the ninth round, which was so productive 
of disappointments and unlooked-for in- 
eidents, Corbett seemed to be stronger 
than at any time during the fight, but it 
was evident that he was slowly, but 
surely, fading under Sharkey’s on- 
slaughts. It was two to one on Sharkey 
after the second round, and had not Mc- 
Vey acted as he did there is very little 
doubt that Sharkey would have won 
handily. Some of the most prominent 
bankers, brokers, lawyers, doctors and 
business men in this and other cities were 
present during the mill, and not one of 
them could see any reason for inter- 
ference by McVey.

I called out to the referee time after time 
in the last round, and then I could stand 
it no longer and stuck my head through 
the ropes, but Kelly did not see me, and 
then I saw Sharkey hit Jim in another 
clinch. I guess I lost my head and put 
my foot over the ropes and they gave the 
fight to Sharkey. I am sorry that Iam 
the cause of the decision being given 
Corbett. He had Sharkey 
but I could not stand seeing

Corbett said: “I think that those who 
saw the fight will agree that I had 
Sharkey whipped and could have had 
the decision in another round or two, 
It was my misfortune that McVey 
jumped into the ring to call the referee’s 
attention to Sharkey’s foul fighting. He 
did fight foul—he hit me low once in the 
second round and again in the seventh. 
I did not see McVey jump into the ring, 
and when Kelly said, ‘you win,’ I thought 
he meant me, because I knew I had away 
the best of it. After I realized that the 
decision was against me I offered to fight 
it out with him then and there, but he 
walked away. I ought to have gone right 
after my man and whipped him in four 
rounds. I will leave the decision to those 
who saw the fight.” 

Sharkey said: “I regret that Cor- 
bett's seconds got into the ring, forina 
few more rounds, perhaps the next, I 
would have put him out. I fought fair. 
Corbett struck too low once or twice. 
Not a blow that was delivered hurt me. 
I have not a scratch or mark onme. I 
believe I can whip Corbett or anyone else 
and stand ready to fight him: or anybody 
in the world, Fitzsimmons preferred. 
Corbett’s cleverness counted for nothing. 
Here I stand tonight without ever having 
lost a fight on a foul and having just 
stood Corbett off with all his much 
vaunted cleverness for eight rounds 
without a scratch on me. Ican best any 
man in the world.”

Nancy Guilford Is Quite Unexpectedly 
Brought Into Court, 

Bridgeport, Conn., Nov. 23 —Nancy A. 
Guilford, who was extradited upon the 
charge of murdering Ewma Gill last 
September, was brought to a special ses- 
sion of the criminal superior court in 
this city yesterday, and bail fixed at 
$10,000. The special session of the 
court Was authorized by Chief Justice 
Andrews, upon the application of State 
Attorney Fessenden, and Judge G. W. 
Wheeler was appointed to preside. The 
matter was kept a profound secret until 
80 minutes before, not even Attorney 
Klein, Mrs. Guilford’s counsel, being ap- 
prised of the matter until a half hour 
before court opened. 

Mr. Klein opened what will prove to 
be a long drawn out legal contest by 
offering a motion to quash the indict- 
ment against Mrs. Guilford, on the 
ground that Judge Robinson erred in 
charging the grand jury that death 
resulting from an attempt to secure an 
abortion was murder in the second de- 
gree. This question is one for the su- 
preme court to determine, so that At- 
torney Klein’s purpose is plain. He 
pleaded for a bond to be fixed at between 
$3000 and $5000, at which respective 
amounts the bonds of Mrs. Rose Drayton 
and Mrs. Guilford’s son, Harry, and also 
his sister, Eudora, are placed. The 
state attorney asked for a bond of $10,- 
000, which amount was fixed by the

To Harvard college, 
$500,000, the interest to be applied to 
“needy, meritorious students and teach- 
ers to assist them in payment of their 
studies."” To the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, $400,000; to Radcliffe 
college, $30,000; to Roanoke college, $30,- 
000; to Tuskogee normal and industrial 
school, $30,000; to the bacteriological 
laboratory of the Harvard medical 
school, $10,000.

Not satisfied with his heritage, Philip 
strove to increase, and, glutted with 
power and pride, imagined he could add 
England and Germany and Holland to 
his dominions. At the close of his 12 
years’ war, his armies defeated, his 
navies destroyed and his resources ex- 
bausted, he purchased tranquility by 
the cession of a long list of provinces too 
numerous to mention. Under his reign, 
and that of the successive Philips who 
came after him, disastrous wars necess!- 
tated the surrender of territory to such 
an extent that scarcely a semblance of 
the once great empire was left, and not 
a cent of consideration for and of it. 

In the first half of the 18th century, 
beginning with the reign of Charles the 
Second, Spain recovered some of its 
prestige and some of its territory. But 
its downward path was not long ar- 
rested, und from that time forward until 
the present time it has been one con- 
tinued experience of dismemberment and 
decay. In 1805, at Trafalgar, England 
for the second time destroyed the naval 
power of Spain. In a very few years 
afterwards Mexico and the other Central 
and South American colonies of Spain 
wrested their liberty from its clutches. 
Spain ceded Louisiana to France with- 
out any equivalent, and France turned 
around and sold it to the United States 
for $15,000,000. She ceded San Domingo 
to France and Trinidad to England, and 
would have been laughed at if she had 
asked any money. England has held 
Gibraltar all this time, but never paid 
for it. 

In 1898 the navy of Spain was for the 
third time practically destroyed, upon 
this occasion by the United States, but 
we offer to pay a penalty for our prowess.

His man- 
ner, no less than his words, betrayed his 
repugnance. 

His display of feeling and utterances, 
however, are not wholly approved by his 
Spanish colleagues, who did not hesitate 
to say as much after Monday's session. 

Utterances later by a Spaniard of im- 
portance, whose name Is withheld for the 
present, indicate another line of action— 
a treaty cession of the Philippines. 
“Suppose,” said the speaker in question, 
“that Spain says to the United States: 
“We are exhausted. We have no funds 
with which to continue the war. We do 
not want to continue it, and we cannot. 
You serve us with an ultimatum. We 
must submit to your power. Prepare 
your treaty, and when you want us to 
sign we will sign. We must bend to 
physical force. You have the Antilles, 
and you will possess the Philippines as 
a conguest from a helpless people. We 
yield, but we decline $20,000,000 for prop- 
erty on which our valuation was not 
asked nor respected. You have your 
will. We trust you will not continue the 
war, because, forsooth, we decline your 

20,000,000. Surely this waiver by us of 
your money will not provoke a further 
use of arms against Spain. We sign, we 
cede, we are dumb. It is finished’; and 
we may be permitted to retain the privi- 
lege of assuring our people and our na- 
tional creditors that we at least have not 
Stolen and resold territory we had 
pawned.’ " 

Should Spain cede by treaty or, on the 
other hand, should she refuse and break 
off the negotiations here, her protests 
will embody some such declaration as 
this. 

As against such sentiments it is argued 
that the business in hand is work for 
grown men, that it would be childish 
folly to refuse $20,000,000, and that the 
Spanish government could not justify 
Such a refusal before the Spanish people 
or the public creditors of Spain—a de- 
liberate throwing away of $20,000,000, in 
addition to the loss of the Philippines.

The statement shows: La Qua- 
sima, June 24—Killed, 1 officer and 15 
men; wounded, 6 officers and 44 meén. 
San Juan, July 1 to 3—Killed, 17 officers 
and 134 men; wounded, 69 officers and 
938 men. El Caney, July 1—Killed, 4 
officers and 84 men; wounded, 24 officers 
and 332 men. Aguedores, July 1 and 2— 
Wounded, 2 officersand10 men. Around 
Santiago, July 1 to 2—Killed, 1 officer and 

1 man; wounded, 1 officer and 12 men.

Houston, Tex., Nov. 23.—Thomas Tins- 
ley, a New York millionaire, who has 
been for two years in jail for contempt 
of court in not producing the books of 
the Glenwood Cemetery company, and 
whose incarceration has been affirmed 
by the supreme court of the United 
States, has made another effort to secure 
his release on the ground that the books 
were not in his possession. The judge 
ordered him back to jail, where he will 
probably spend the rest of his life. It is 
a case without a parallel in the state.

The United States fur- 
nishes the most notable exception, as the 
Iouisiana, the Florida and Gadsden 
purchases were all made in a time of 
peace. We also have the exceptional 
distinction of paying for land already 
won by the right of conquest, as we did

UO. KS TRIP SOUTH 


Cities and Towns Where 
Stops Were Made. 


Scenes and_ Incidents 
Along the Route. 


The Arrival at Greenville and 
Camp Wetherill. 


Only the first paragraph of an inte r- 
esting letter from Co. K was printed 
in Wednesday’s Ledger. It is repub- 
lished with the remainder of the letter 
today : 

. With Co. K, 5th Mass , 
Camp Witherill, 
Greenville, 8. C., 
sunday, Nov. 20, 1898. 

The boys of this command are all 
enjeying good hevslth, besides our new 
southern camp air. The following 
roster will perhaps be useful to the 
friends of K Company. K was one of 
the companies on the third and last 
section of regiment to leave Camp 
Meade. The third section which com- 
prised the whole of the 2d battalion 
left Camp Meade on Wednesday morn- 
ing, the 16th of November, at 12.50 
vy. M. We passed through Harrisburg 
at 1.20, Bridgeport at 1.30, changing 
engines from Pennsylvania railroad to 
the Southern railroad. The front of 
the train became the rear, as the 
Southern railroad engine coupled on to 
the rear. 

We passed through the following 
places: York at 220 p.m, and Han- 
over Junction at 245 p.M. Stopped 
at New Freedom at 3.09 Pp. M , at Park- 
town at 3.25 F. M., and Texas at 3.57. 
Here is where we noticed a number of 
lime kilns. Stopped until 4.10. Ar- 
rived at Baltimore at 4.20 P.M. Here 
two engines coupled on to the train at 
the rear, again reversing the cars. 

Left Baltimore at 4.55 Pp. M., and 
passed through two miles of tuonels 
under the city of Baltimore. We were 
side-tracked outside of Baltimore to 
allow the Congressional express to 
pass. Passed a very pretty cemetery, 
with marble heaistones, outside of 
Baltimore. Passed through Bowie at 
5.50 P.M ,17 miles outside of Balti- 
more. It was beginning to snow. 
Arrived at Washington, D. C., at 7. 
Saw the White House illuminated. 
Left at 8 Pp. M., in a rain. Passed 
through Alexandiia acress the river at 
8.20 P.M. Our next stop was at Ma- 
nassas Junction at 9.40 Pp. M., where a 
neted battle was fouzht in the ’60s. 

Arrived at Monroe at 3.10 A. M. 
Thursday and left at 5.55 A. M. We 
were pulled onto a turnout here to 
allow the 6.47 limited express to pass 
Here is where we noticed the red clay 
and leg cabins, so much spoken of in 
our own old Bay state. The cabins 
were chinked with mud. 

Stopped at Lynch, 196 miles from 
Washington at 7 40 A. M., and at Hurt 
at 7.45 A.M. Here our boys noticed a 
family of negroes consi-ting of an old 
colored man and women, with about 
twelve children, some black and others 
slightly tanned; in fact, all colors ; 
also a number of pigs, dogs and horses 
which made quite a novel sight. 

The next stop was at Motleys, Vir- 
ginia,at7.58 A.M. This station con- 
sisted of two old freight cars joined 
together at the ends, and painted a 
yellow color. Arrived at Franklin 
Junction at 8.10 a. M. Here the boys 
quickly perceived a large sign board 
with a finger indicator pointing down 
street with the words ‘ Bar room, 
500 yards.” But our boys had no use 
for Motley’s water. Here also we had 
an exciting time. A number of pigs 
were running loose in the street ; two 
ran under the train. The boys wanted 
to leave the cars but were not per- 
mitted. They wanted to have a good 
pig race, but were disappointed. 

Passed through Dryfork at 8.47 A.M., 
Falereek at 8.55; our next stop was at 
North Danville at 9.07. This is where 
the Riverside cotton mills are located. 
The white and black employes do not 
mingle nor work together. They both 
have separate work rooms, the old 
hatred in the South towards the blacks 
is still manifested and shown. 

Our next stop was at Danville at 9.20 
A. M., left at 10 and passed into North 
Carolina, passing through Pelham at 
10.224. M. Stopped at Riffin at 10.25. 

At Reidsville we stopped 10 minutes. 
Passed through Benaja at 11.27 A. M., 
stopped at Busick at 11.50. All haods 
left train here for a morning exercise | 
to stretch their limbs. The boys 
called this place B. U. Sick. After 
leaving Busick we noticed a school 
with one department of white, while 
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the other end of building was filled nit VT 
with colored children. Stopped at NEW CITY STABLES.

At155 we noticed the first cotton 
field. It was avery pretty sight and 
the boys went nearly crazy over it, so 
we had to procure pods of cotton to 
send home for souvenirs. 

Arrived at Spencer at 2.05, and left 
at 3.05. Spencer is a new railroad 
yard with only one house near the 
yard. Arrived at Salisbury at 3.15 
and left at4 Pp. Me The town of Salis- 
bury is very pretty, consisting of cotton 
mills, cotton seed oil mills and 
costly residences. 

Passed throngh Chinagrove. This is 
another fine town, with all new houses; 
seems to have recently

Built upon honor by citizens of, 
Quincy, a model building fitted with! 
every convenience, sum up in a few 
words the new city stables which are 
now completed and in use. 

The building is of wood and is situ- 
ated on the City Farm off Sea street. 
The main builing is 70 by 40 feet, with 
the main entrance from the west side, 
the two ends facing north and south. 

The main entrance leads into the 
stable proper and one is at once struck 
with its attractive appearance. The 
room used for the stable is 54 by 40 
and has one double and twenty single 
stalls arranged along the east and west 
sides with a wide corridor in the cen- 
tre. The ceiling of this room is of 
metal and is not only a preventative of 
fire but also prevents the hay seed from 
the loft from coming through, 

Each stall is supplied with a hay 
rack anda patent slow feeder which 
supplies the horses with grain as fast 
as needed and prevents the waste of 


grain. The stalls are also fitted with 
the snow fixtures. That is, the floor 
of each stall is removable, being hung 
with hinges so as to be lifted up. 
Under this floor is an iron pan in which 
there is a ball trap through which water 
is carried to the manure pen and pre- 
vents the odor usually found in stables, 
Then the stalls are always perfectly 
clean as they can be washed with a 
hose, the trap taking care of the 
water. 

The main stable floor is of three lay- 
ers with a layer of felting between, the 
whole being crowned so as to carry 
any water to the sides, 

Rising from the centre is a 6 by 6 
ventilating shaft which rans through 
the roof to the cupalo. This shaft is 
supplied with windows that may be 
raised at will. 

At the right end of the building isa 
plaform and a run to the back of the 
building. At the left are two rooms, 
viz: a harness room ard office. The 
harness room is 14 by 19 feet and is 
provided with hook, anda sink with 
hot and cold water. The office is 14 
by 17 feet and is provided witha table, 
wash bowl and a closet for each of the 
drivers. 

There is a door leading out of doors 
from this room and another leading to 
the tool room which is 16 by 24 feet, 
and is provided with hooks and racks 
for the tools, the rule being a place for 
everything and everything must be in 
place. 

From this office is a stairway lead- 
ing to the loft. This loft has a capacity 
of fifty tons of hay and can be readily 
ventilated by means of doors in the 
main ventilating shaft. There are also 
in the loft two grain bins of a capacity 
of 1,100 bushels, These bins are lined 
with zink with level bottoms, so that 
the grain is drawn off by a shoot. 
When feeding time comes the grain is 
drawn off into a grain cart and is fed 
to the horses by the hoppers which 
open on this floor. 

On this floor is a one room 14 by 16 
feet, and a sleeping room for the 
hostler, 11 by 23 feet. This room will 
be connected by a private telephone 
line with the Commissioner’s office at 
City Fall. 

The basement is divided into three 
sections. In the first is the heating 
apparatus, which room will also be 
used for making repairs to the wagons 
which can be brought in from a large 
door in the rear of the building. The 
second section is to be used for the 
storage of the water carts, and is large 
enough to accommodate twelve. The 
floors of both of these sections are of 
concrete. 

The third section is for the manure. 
This is 16 by 40 by 12, and is water 
tight. From this pit is a tin ventilator 
which runs up the outside of the 
building to the roof.

Railroad Commissioners Give 
Free Trausfers a Blaek Eye. 


The hearing given by the Railroad 
Commisioners Wednesday is reported 
by the Herald as follows, and it would 
seem that the petitioners did not pro- 
ceed in the best way to bring about a 
five cent fare in Quincy on the street 
railway. 

Mayor Russell A. Sears of Quincy, 
with a pure white chrysanthemum 
scintillating in the left lapel of his 
spring overcoat, appeared before the 
railroad commissioners Wednesday 
morning to further a petition on the 
part of the City Council of that city 
for a 5-cent fare on the Quincy & 
Boston street railway within the pre- 
cinets of that granite-ribbed munici- 
pality. 

In presenting his case, the mayor 
took occasion to refer to the tiuancial 
success of the company, instancing the 
fact that it paid 7 per cent. dividends 
and had a large surplus snugly tucked 
away inits treasury. He thought it no 
more than right that the company 
should share a part of its profits with 
the people. 

Councilmen Walter S. Pinkham, T. 
F. Cain and Edward E. Jameson re- 
iterated the sentiments of the mayor, 
and added that it was an apparent in- 
justice to compel the residents of Quin- 
cy to pay two fares if they wished to 
ride a few feet beyond the square, 
where an exchange of traffic was made 
between the company’s severalbranch- 
es.

He then read the law bearing upon the 
question of petitions for the reduction 
of rates on street railways, which, in 
effect, is that it is incumbent upon the 
petitioners to show that the fares asked 
for are not lower than are charged in 
other parts of the states where the ser- 
vice is similar. The hearing was there- 
upon adjourned with the understand- 
ing that each side, if it was desired to 
reopen it, must provide themselves 
with the facts as to rates on other 
roads for the purpose of comparison.

Danvers Man Entered a Store and 
Was Robbing the Safe. 


An Officer Was Lying In Wait 
For the Intruder. 


Revolver and a Cleaver Figured In the Sub- 
sequent Proceedings. 


Danvers, Mass., Nov. 25.—Martin Ken- 
medy, aged about 24 years, a Danvers 
man, was shot in the right side, just over 
the lung, by Chief of Police Bacon Wed- 
nesday night while robbing the safe in 
the grocery store of Frank M. Spofford. 
Chief Bacon was attacked by Kennedy 
with a meat cleaver and received severe 
injuries in the eyes, nose and hands, but 
which will not result seriously. Ken- 
nedy’s wound is not necessarily fatal, 
but two attempts to locate the bullet 
have failed, and he is in a weak condi- 
tion. 

Mr. Spofford’s store has been entered 
four or five times during the past five 
weeks, and money amounting to about 
$75 taken. As the cash was in the form 
of silver the amounts were not large it 
any time. Strict watch has been kept 
for the past three weeks by different 
watchmen and officers, and Wednesday 
night Chief Bacon was on guard. Ken- 
nedy entered over a doorwoy, carefully 
unlocking a door by which to make his 
escape, armed himself with a meat 
cleaver, ransacked the money drawer 
and had just taken $11 in silver from the 
safe, which had purposely been left un- 
locked, when Chief Bacon ordered him 
to throw up his hands. He did, but at 
the same time hurled the cleaver at the 
officer, barely missing killing him. The 
chief then fired at Kennedy, hitting hin 
in the right side, and also immediately 
flashed an electric flash lamp upon him. 

Kennedy jumped and ran, springing 
over a heap of boxes and disappearing 
out of the back door. Chief Bacon fired 
an ineffective shot after him, and being 
unable to chase him he sent Officer Mead 
to follow Kennedy, who was found in 
bed. He was arrested. Dr. Magee was 
called and probed for the bullet without 
success. 

Kennedy will be charged with breaking 
and entering and assault with a danger- 
ous weapon. He is a well known man, 
and much surprise is expressed at the 
act, as he was never suspected of any- 
thing of the kind. He is a morocco 
dresser by trade. 


Death of Hon, E. H, Shaw. 

North Chelmsford, Mass., Nov. 25.— 
Councillor E. H. Shaw, who has been ill 
with pneumonia for several days, died 
at his home here yesterday. Typhoid 
symptoms developed in the case, and 
the sick man was so weakened that he 
could not rally. He was 51 years of 
age. Mr. Shaw was born here Sept. 
29,1847. He was in turn a brass mould- 
er, second hand in a woolen mill, and 
latterly proprietor of a general store 
in this town. He was postmaster for 
a quarter of a century, selectman, as- 
sessor, overseer of the poor, and captain 
of troop F of cavalry. He was past 
master of William North lodge of Ma- 
sons, past high priest of Mt. Horeb 
chapter , Royal Arch Masons, and thrice 
illustrious master of Massachusetts 
consistory, A and A. §S. Rite, 1892-"93-'94. 
He was trustee of the Lowell Five Cent 
Savings bank. In 1884, as member of 
the house, he served on the committee 
on insurance; was chairman of the com- 
mittee on military affairs, and was a 
member of the committee on pubic 
health in the senate of 1894; on commit- 
tees on finance, military and naval af- 
fairs, state house and accounts in the 
executive council of 1897. 


Mrs. Batterick'’s Assailant, 

Lynn, Mass., Nov. 25.—Samuel Con- 
nors, a negro laborer, who lives on Brook- 
line street, was arrested by Marshal 
| Burckes and Inspector Colby on the 
charge of feloniously assaulting Mrs. 
Louisa Butterick at her home on Pleas- 
ant View avenue, Swampscott, Tuesday 
morning. Connors was arrested while 
at work on the Little river sewer, and 
was taken immediately to the hospital 
and to the cot occupied by the woman. 
She positively identified him as the man 
who asked her for a drink of water and 
then assaulted her with a rock and flat- 
iron. The police are sure that Connors 
is the much-wanted man. The clothing 
he wore when arrested was stained in 
many places with blood. Connors denies 
that he had anything to do with the 
crime, and says that he was at home all 
the morning and in such pain that he 
could not possibly get out. He never 
saw Mrs. Butterick before, he says, and 
she is mistaken.

Two Heroes Praised In Secretary of 
Navy’s Annual Report. 


Sampsor: Credited With De- 
stroying Cervera’s Fleet. 


Territorial Acquisitions Will Make a Great) 
increase In Naval Fleet Necessary. 


Washington, Nov. 26.—Secretary of 
the Navy Long, in his report to the 
president, gives a compact narrative of 
the operations of the navy during the 
war with Spain, abstracts of the reports) 
of bureau chiefs, and the secretary’s 


recommendations for the increase vase | 


the improvement of the navy. 

In his report Mr. Long praises Dewey 
and Hobson, but makes no mention of 
Schley in connection with the destruc- 
tion of Cervera’s fleet, Sampson being 
given full credit for that performance. 


Among other things, he recommends the 
temporary revival of the grades of ad- 
miral and vice admiral, a change in the | 


system of rewards and the placing of the | 


transport system under the control of 
the navy department. He also recom- 
mends the building of a number of new 
war vessels of various types and the es- 
tablishment of a nationa! naval reserve. 
The report begins: 

“Since my last report the navy has, 


for the first time since its rehabilitation, |

Opportunity For Cubans to 
Show Their Ability. 


First instalment of American Troops Safely 
Landed In Havana. 


Santiago, Nov. 26—Some time ago 
Major McLeary, whom General Wood 
had appointed mayor of Santiago, re- 
quested to be relieved of his mayorality 
duties and to return to his military post. 
This request was granted yesterday. 

In the opinion of General Wood it is 
preferable to appoint to the mayorality 
a civilian acceptable to the Cubans; and 
he has appointed as Major McLeary’s 
successor Senor Bacardi, an old resident. 
He is anxious to give the mayoralty as 
much authority as is compatible with 
military jurisdiction. The new mayor 
will conform to General Wood's ideas, 
which are to give the Cubans every op- 
portunity to show themselves capable 
of self government. 

Major McLeary, as a military mayor, 
gave entire satisfaction to all classes.

CORP. HERMANSON. 


Writes of Hospitality at Baltl- 


more and Kindness of Friends. PUBLIC A UCTION 


Editors of the Daily Ledger : 

I am going to write and let the people 
of Quincy know how I am getting 
along in the hospital. I was taken sick 
with typhoid fever about five weeks 
ago in Camp Meade, and I have been 
in three hospitals since then. First I 
went to our Regimental Hospital, and 
I was there a few days when they sent 
me to Division Hospital. I only staid 
there a few days. I was very sick there, 
so they could not keep me any longer. 
They told me that I had maleria fever, 
and sent me to St. Joseph’s Hospital 
in Baltimore, Md., where I am located 
now. The doctors there soon found 
out what ailed me. They said that I 
had typhoid fever. 

This is an elegant hospital. We have 
the best of care that can be given. 
The nurses do all that is in their power 
for us, and the doctors are regular phy- 
sicians, so I am very glad that I came 
to such agood piace. There are here 
about 56 soldiers, and only one has 
died. The greater part of them are on 
their feet now, so they are only wait- 
ing for their furlough to go home. I 
just got out of bed yesterday, and I felt 
very weak, but today -I feel much 
stronger. I will give this hospital a 
good word for the great work that it is 
doing. I don’t think that I would have 
pulled through if I had not come here. 

Another thing I wanted to write 
about is the people of Bultimore and | 
their kindness to the soldiers. They 
come here every day and go around to 
every bed and speak to the boys in 
blue and ask them if there is anything 
that they need. They bring in flowers 
every day. With each bed isa table, 
and you will see a big bunch of flowers 
on every table. They have brought in 
clothes of all kinds, and shoes and slip- 
pers, and shirts to everyone that needed 
them. They bring in every day some- 
thing that is better for us ; at least we 
like it better than anything else— 
something to eat. Of course they had 
to go to the nurses and ask permission, 
and those who had typhoid fever could 
not have anything but milk while in 
bed. They brought apples, cake, candy, 
oranges, and every Sunday ice cream. | 
While I was in bed I could not 
anything, and it was best for me ; they 
were looking out for my interest. 
Sometimes I could yet an orange and I 
got ice cream on Sundays, but I tell 
you it Was very lard for me to see all| 
the rest of the boys eat while I only got 
milk. i was hungry so that I could have | 
ateforthree. You know whena person j 
has typhoid fever he awful } 
appetite. I had The 
Baltimore friends brought in writing | 
paper and went around to every bed 
and asked if we desired any letters writ- | 
ten. They would not take any money, | 
but paid for the stamps and everything, 
so I tell you the people of Baltimore | 
did everything in their power for the 
soldier boys. 

Thanksgiving they gave us a big 
turkey dinner, and ice cream besides. 
I had the luck to have a change of 
food, so the doctor told me the night 
before that I could have a share of the 
turkey dinner. Do you think I was 
very glad when he told me that? I 
enjoyed the dinner very much, but I 
would have enjoyed it better if I had 
been in Quincy with my people. I 
will say that our friends of Baltimore 
are the best people I ever met away | 
from home, and I must say Baltimore | 
is a good home for the soldiers. 

Now I will thank the Quincy people 
for the kindness that they have shown 
me, both in camp and in the hospital. 
When I was in camp I received big 
boxes with food and lots of other good 
things, cigars, lemons and moxie. 
Since I came to the hospital they have 
done more than I ever expected. They 
have sent me lots of flowers, books and 
papers, stamps, apples, and lots of 
other good things, and I have even re- 
ceived letters. One said he would 
come to Baltimore and bring me home. 
I cannot express my thanks in writing 
to all my friends in the old town of 
Quincy. I shall surely never forget 
them. I think I’ will be home ona 
month furlough about three weeks 
from now, and I will spend Christmas 
with them. |

French Vs. American Figures. 

La Figaro of Paris asserts that French 
dressmakers are seriously determined to 
adopt the American figure for their | 
mode] and as a standard. | 

New York corset makers, who are 
largely responsible for the American 
figure, are curious to know what Paris 
considers to be the American figure. 

The subject was discussed by a New 
York young woman, who gets an abun- 
dant salary because she is an expert cor- 
set fitter and will ‘‘improve’’ a woman 
until she is modeled on strictly orthodox 
lines and destined to deceive all but the 
eyes of her dearest enemy. 

‘*Perhaps, to begin with, you don’t 
know,’’ she said, ‘‘that there are no two 
women in the world who measure just | 
alike. Corset makers have always been 
familiar with the premises on which 
the Bertifton system isfounded. In the 
20 years in which this house has been fit- 
ting women to corsets it has never found 
two figures with precisely the same 
measurements. Fashion establishes a 
general standard, and we fix the exact 
measurements to which women must 
conform, After that is done we do the | 
rest. 

**So I don’t see what Paris dressmak 
ers can have in mind unless it is the | 
improved average American figure. 
Averaging measurements by the hun- 
dred and comparing them with French- | 
women ina similar number, we know 
the American woman generally has a | 
longer underarm or trunk measure. 

“The average measure decreed for 
this season in this country is 21 inches 
waist, 36 inches bust, 44 inches hip 
and 9 inches under the arm, with a 
back 1513 inches long. Last year the | 
Waist measure was 22 inches, because | 
the Jarge sleeve made it possible to ob- | 
tain the effect of a small waist without 
compression. Tighter sleeves have 
brought the smaller waist and longer 
back. | 

‘We have customers all over both |

To BATES. 


London, Nov. 25.—Charles T. Ritchie, | 


president of the board of trade, discuss- 
ing the subject of British trade before 
the Croyden Chamber of Commerce last 
evening, said he regretted to have to 
confess that the exports for the year 
ended with October had decreased 
£2,600,000, chiefly through the alteration 
in the United States tariff. “Although,” 
said Mr. Ritchie, ‘“‘we are gradually mak- 
ing up the leeway, itis impossible to help 
a feeling of anxiety. Although we ought 
not to be surprised that we are being 
so rapidly overhauled in exports by other 
nations, especially by the United States 
and Germany, it is a regrettable fact 
that, while since 1891 the exports of the 
United States have increased 18 percent, 
Great Britain’s exports have decreased 
5 percent.” 


McCune Badly Punished. 

Toronto, Nov. 25.—Jack Bennett 
McKeesport, Pa., got the decision over 
Tom McCune of Detroit in a 15-round 
battle here last night. Although Mc- 
Cune was badly punished, he put up an 
excellent exhibition of gameness. In 
the fifth round he landed a heavy right 
swing on Bennett's jaw.

Blizzard Rages Over Snow-Bound 
vity a Mile a Minute, 


Streets Blocked and Traffic 
Suspended. 


Much Damage Done Over Other Parts of 
New England. 


Boston, Nov. 28.—The Saturday and 
Sunday storm, with a snowfall of some 
12 inches in Boston, raging in several 
ftates, and accompanied by a wind blow- 
ing at the rate of 60 or 70 miles an hour, 
Was the most violent that ever occurred 
in this section of the country in the 
month of November. As a gale, in any 
Season ofthe year, it came with an ace 
of being a record-maker. 

Boston harbor was swept by big waves 
and the tide was abnormally high. The 
list of marine disasters includes the total 
wrecking of four schooners and five 
barges, the sinking of two schooners and 
one stone sloop and the running aground 
of 10 schooners, four barges, the ocean 
tug Tamaqua, the steamer John J. Hill 
and the Wilson ocean liner Ohio. 

Twenty lives are undoubtedly lost; 
more men have probably met death. 
These accidents were nearly all right 
here at home. 

Nobody knows what tales of destruc- 
tion and death the telegraph may bring 
from a!l along the coast of New Eng- 
land. 

Tidewater rolled over the wharves of 
this city and damaged goods in ware- 
houses. The kitchens of the residences 
on the river side of Beacon street were 
flooded. The drawtenders’ houses on 
the bridges were invaded and the fires 
under their boilers barely escaped being 
extinguished. 

Trains north, east, south and west 
were nearly all stalled early in the night, 
although one train from Bangor reached 
Lynn yesterday noon, and two Chicago 
trains came into the city last evening. 

In cilies and towns dependent upon 
electric car service was even worse, for 
the damp snow packed hard on the rails 
and held up. even the heavy snow 
ploughs. The service in this city was 
probably the best of any of the sur- 
rounding communities, yet even here 
there was no attempt made to run more 
than a dozen cars on Washington street, 
and one or two others of the main 
thoroughfares. 

The storm, while not so severe and far- 
reaching in its effects as the fearful 
blizzard of last February, was, never- 
theless, the heaviest experienced in No- 
vember in this part of the country fora 
tong series of years. Coming on Sunday 
it did not, of course, cause the annoy- 
ance or inconvenience as would have been 
the case of a week day, and most of the 
transportation companies made a heroic 
effort to at least particularly recover 
from the effects of the blockade. 

The storm was a combination of two 
disturbances, one which came over the 
lakes Sunday and another that formed 
off the Florida coast Saturday morning. 
The two united off the Jersey coast 
some time in the afternoon and, moving 
northeast, the disturbance was centra? 
somewhere near Nantucket about 8 
o’clock Satur iay night. The storm cen- 
ter deepened considerably as it moved 
and the resultant winds rushed down inta 
the vortex with fearful rapidity. With 
the storm center off the southeastern 
coast, the greater part of New England 
was swept by a northeast gale which in 
some places reached the velocity of 60 
miles an hour. For nearly 24 hours the 
storm center hung over Nantucket with 
a gigantic bank of atmosphere to the 
northwest that fed it constantly with 
cold air, while on the other side of the 
center the storm blew up the warm cur- 
rents from the south which, ladened with 
moisture, gave sufficient fuel for the 
heaviest kind of asnowfall. 

Night trains over the Shore Line to 
New York reached Providence with only 
a few minutes’ delay but beyond that 
point they met terrific drifts, and it was 
morning before either of the two regular 
trains reached New London. Here they 
were stalled nearly all day by freight 
wrecks on the road between that point 
and New Haven. Among the passengers 
and New Haven. 

The worst misfortune suffered by the 
Boston and Maine railroad was the 
washing out of nearly a half mile of its 
double track across North river, between 
Salem and Beverly. The midnight tide 
made some inroads onto the embank- 
ment, but the road was in fairly good 
shape so that the trains from Bangor 
passed over it yesterday morning only 
i8 minutes late. It was the noon tide 
that did the damage, and the heavy 
northeast gale dashed the waves onto 
the track and the gravel embankment 
rapidly succumbed. The road used every 
endeavor to fill up the gap, bringing 
gravel from as far away as Hampton, 
N. H.. and by night the eastbound track 
was declared safe for trains, while the 
westbound will not be in condition for 
traffic until some time today. 

Up to 6 o'clock last night the worst 
shipping disaster reported was the 
grounding of nine schooners in Salem 
harbor but fortunately only one of them 
is in a dangerous position, and so far no 
lives have been lost. The schooners were 
all bound from Boston for eastern ports

Five of them are on soft ground, while 
hree are on the Marblehead side of the 
harbor and the ninth is in a very dan- 
gerous position on the rocks at Naugus 
Head, A tug made a tour of the harbor, 
but as none of the schooners were flying 
he signal of distress it is probable that 
their skippers believe that they will all 
come off when the wind shifts. 

One of the principal feature of the 
storm was the terrific gale which began 
about 10 o'clock Saturday night, and has 
blown with but slight interruption ever 
tince. In some localities, especially along 
the south shore, the wind attained a 
velocity of over 60 miles an hour, which, 
with the blinding snow, made outdoor 
conditions of a fearful character. Many 
trees were blown down, chimneys de- 
molished, houses unroofed, and what 
Was most exasperating, telegraph poles 
heavily burdened with wires snapped 
like pipestems. 

Two men lost their lives in the storm 
at Revere. One was Michael Lee, aged 
40 years. Ucean avenue was completely 
under water and the tide was flowing 
along the street. Lee attempted to cross 
but was warned that he would be likely 
to lose his life, but he persisted. He 
Stepped into the water, but the rush of 
the tide was so great that he was taken 
from his feet and drowned. The body 
Was recovered. The other man drowned 
Was an unknown negro, 

The storm did great damage at the 
beach. The new metropolitan boulevard 
is believed to be undermined, and it may 
have to be entirely rebuilt. The beach 
is strewn with pieces of wreckage. In 
the pier district the worst damage was 
done. The houses here are on the cottage 
pattern, All of the houses were under 
water, and those located in the low- 
lands were so covered with water that 
only the tops of the roofs could be seen 
at high tide. 

The cost of the storm to the city will 
amount to over $50,000, it is theught at 
present, roughly estimating the cost of 
clearing various sections of the city, 
where the storm did its worst. Last 
winter's big blizzard cost the city almoest 
§100,000. The clearing up of the streets 
yesterday gave employment to 3000 men 
and 100 teams, and the force will be 
trebled today. 

The high tide set fire to lime in W.C. 
Norcross & Co.’s sheds on the water 
front, and caused a $1000 fire. 

While the storm raged the common 
and public garden were one wild and 
dreary waste. Huge old elms were up- 
torn, root and branch, 

Twenty sailors gave up their lives in 
the storm, as near as the marine men 
in Boston can figure out. 

Two members of the crew of the 
schooner Virginia of Mt. Desert, which 
went to pieces on Thompson's island, 
are known to be lost. 

The loss of the barges Nos. 1 and 4 of 
the Consolidated coal company’s fleet, as 
reported by the captain of the tug Cum- 
berland, which had them in tow, and the 
loss of the barges Macauley, Escort and 
Navesink, as reported L¥ Captain Hersey 
of the tug Herald by telegraph, will make 
a total of 20 lost, ata low estimate. 

There may have been loss of life among 
the crews of the schooner laden with 
hard pine on Hull beach, and also of the 
crew of the vessel on Toddys rock. No 
definite information could be gained on 
either point, however, all communication 
being cut off withs Hul} and all shore 
vicinities. 

The crew of the three-masted schoon- 
er going to pieces between the Brew- 
sters and Boston light are believed to 
be safe at one of those places. She evi- 
dently drove over to where she lay, yet 
her mainmast was standing. No men 
were in the rigging, and it is such a 
short distance to both Brewster and the 
light that it is put down as granted that 
the crew were taken off safely. 

Whether any men were lost on the 
boats on Moon island is not known. 

High on the beach of Spectacle island 
the great Wilson line steamer Ohio lay 
struggling with the tempest all day yes- 
terday. With anchors dragging and 
vainly resisting, she had been borne from 
her anchorage at quarantine and dashed 
upon the hostile shore with such violence 
that it is feared she must lie there until 
removed by wreckers, 

Shrill and piteous whistle calls were 
borne all day long to the ears of would- 
be rescuers; but the fury of the storm 
forebade any near approach to the !abor- 
ing ship. 

The Ohio came in from Hull, Eng., on 
Saturday night with a large miscellane- 
ous cargo, and is the only freighter run- 
ning here from that port. She has been 
recently running out of the New York 
service, and is commanded by Captain 
W. W. Hadaway, formerly of the Chi- 
cago, who was making his first trip here 
inher. He is well known in this city from 
his connection with the old Chicago, and 
his luxuriant Burnside whiskers are 
familiar to local seamen. 

The steamer had just escaped the snow 
storm on her night of arrival, and had 
anchored at quarantine station for 
safety. In the early morning she dragged 
her anchors and was driven onto Spec- 
tacle island, an exceedingly high tide of 
15 feet being instrumental in giving her 
a boost into so high a position. 

A wrecker averred yesterday that the 
steamer cannot be safely floated until 2 
deep channel has been dredged for her, 
as in a change of wind the sea and tide 
will lower, and that she will be faraway 
on dry land at the next high tide. 

The Ohio is 3967 tons register, 2557 tons 
net, and is owned by T. Wilson Sons & 
Co., Limited, of Hull, Eng., owners of 
nearly 100 large and small steamers in 
every trade. She is 360 feet long, 43 feet 
beam and 24 feet 8 inches deep. She is 
worth in the nelghborhood of $200,000, and 
her cargo is valued at a lesser amount. 

The steamer is lying easily on a mud 
bottom and will be considerably strained. 
The cargo will have to be lightered be- 
fore she can be floated, and the company 
will be put to considerable expense. 


Street Car Traffic Tied Up, 

Salem, Mass., Nov. 28.—The terrible 
northeast snowstorm, which raged here 
all Saturday night and Sunday morning, 
caused a complete suspension of all 
street car traffic, as well as the railroad 
trains, and. during the night the gale 
blew ashore nine schooners of the 
coasting fleet, which late Saturday af- 
ternoon had sought refuge in the har-

AT POSTS. 


DIED 


Snowplew and Encine Overturned, Kill- 
tug Two Men. 

South Berwick, Me., Nov. 28.—Harley 
Bates and Fred Hallway, aged 34 and 
$2 years respecitvely, both resident of 
Portiand, lo.@ their lives while at thei: 
post of duty on engine No. 12, on the 
western division of the Boston and 
Maine railroad, yesterday afternoon. 

The locomotive left Portland Sunday 
morning for Exeter, for the purpose of 
clearing the track of the vast amount 
of heavy snow that had fallen during 
the night. A heavy plow was being 
pushed through the snow, and until the 
train reached North Berwick at 1.14 
o’clock in the afternoon the trip was 
uneventful. The plow carried the con- 
ductor, Robert McCrandall, and twe 
brakemen, who attended to the general 
working of the snow clearer. There 
Were the usual number of men aboard 
the locomotive, Harley Bates and 
Fred Hallway, engineer and fireman, 
respecitvely. Upon reaching a point 
known as Hobb's bridge, a distance of 
two miles from South Berwick, at about 
1:24 o'clock, the plow left the irons, and 
turned completely over. The engine 
followed and went up an embankment 
about 15 feet, where it remained em- 
bedded in the earth. The plow tipped 
over onto the cab, and Engineer Bates 
and Fireman Hallway were crushed 
against the boiler head, the nose of the 
plow coming in contact with them while 
they were at their posts of duty, the 
engineer having one hand on the throttle, 
in which position he was found by the 
other members of the traingang. Hall- 
Way was crushed almost beyond recog- 
nition, while Bates’ head and body were 
terribly mutilated. It is probable that 
they were both instantly killed, while 
the escaping steam caused them to be 
fairly rousted before their bodies could 
be removed from the wreck. Physicians 
were summoned from North Berwick, 
but their services were not needed, the 
occupants of the plow only receiving a 
general shaking up, their escape from 
instant death or serious injury being 
miraculous, q 

The body of Engineer Bates was re- 
moved last evening, while it is likely 
that the rescuing party will be unable 
to remove Hallway’s body unit! today, 
as it was firmly pinned between the plow 
and the locomotive. Both of the un- 
fortunate men leave families to mourn 
their loss. 

A wrecking train arrived from Port- 
land early in the afternoon with a large 
gang of workmen, but it is thought the 
tracks will not be cleared and traffic 
resumei until this afternoon. The plow 
undoubtedly left the irons on account 
of the heavy snow, but the locomotive 
upon being thrown to one side caused 
the track to spread, which made the de- 
railment complete, and causing con- 
siderable damage to the road bed. 
locomotive and plow also sustained 
great damage. 

iengine 12 has experienced séveral mis- 
haps in the past, and has figured in the 
death of five persons. Principal among 
the accidcnts was that of running into 
the washout near Exeter, N. H., on June 
11, 1897, when the conductor and two 
brakemen on the train were killed, and 
the engineer was so seriously scalded 
that he remained in the hospital for 
several weeks.

hor. yesterday noon the tremendous 
| tide added further damage by washing 
out the Boston and Maine tracks be- 
tween this city and Beverly, and flood- 
ing the power house of the Lynn and 
Boston railroad so that, even if the 
tracks of the local electric lines are 
cleared today, it will probably be a num- 
ber of days before the cars will have 
power to run. The storm began about 
9 o'clock Saturday night, and has con- 
tinued with unabated severity ever since, 
over two feet of snow having fallen up 
to 9 o’clock last night, and much of it 
is badly drifted.

The railroad officials went to work 
quickly, and, by running special gravel 
trains from Hampton, N. H., by night 
the east-bound track was in fairly good 
eondition, and there was every pros- 
pect that trains will be running over 
the west-bound tracks sometime today. 
The tide also washed out a half a mile 
of spur track to the electric car power 
station, and about noon the water

Nine Inches In Philadelphia.

Dedham Tied Up, 

Dedham, Mass., Nov. 28.—The streets, 
of Dedham ar terribly blocked with 
snow, as the result of the storm and 


blizzara of Saturday night and Sunday. 


There was practically no travel about 


the streets yesterday, the electric car 
traffic being suspended, the three lines 
which enter Dedham being unable to 
move a car. The Norfolk Central elec 
tric line attemptd to clear its tracks 
yesterday morning, but the plow was 
thrown from the track on account of the 
heavy snow, and several mn on the 
electric thoroughfare clearer narrowly 
escaped serious injury. The fire alarm 
system is partially demoralized, and 
considerable damage is reported in var- 
fous sections. The train due here yes- 
terday morning at 8:15, over the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 
road, did not reach Dedham until early 
in the afternoon. The road succeeded 
in running on scheduled time later inthe 
afternoon between Dedham and Boston, 
but traffic was entirely suspended on the 
Wrentham branch during the entire day. 


Stone Wall Washed Away. 

Swampscott, Mass., Nov. 28.—The 
wind and snowstorm, which, in propor- 
tion to the damage wrought, nearly 
equals any blizzard in late years, had 
not abated in its intensity last night. 
The wind was terrific. and fears are en- 
tertained among the seafaring men that 
the number of casualties will be large. 
A message from Palmer’s beach says 
that a 2-master is ashore there, and 
several fishing boats went to pieces on 
the rocks off Fisherman's beach. Two 
hundred feet of stone seawall, 20 feet 
high, and some three feet in thickness, 
on King’s beach, near the Soldiers’ 
monument, which for 20 years has been 
safe zonfinement to the high seas, was 
washed away. 

The Lincoln House was badly dam- 
aged by wind and sea, the large veranda 
which extends around the house on the 
water sides being broken into splinters, 
and the corner of the house crushed in, 
causing a loss of $10,000. The residence 
of Charles P. Curtis was lifetd from its 
foundations and shifted to one side, and 
the stable was also moved, causing a 
loss ef $5000. 

The firealarm and electric systems are 
completely demoralized, and travel is 
at a standstill. Several houses on the 
highlands have had windows broken and 
chimneys blown away by the force of the 
wind, and many trees were uprooted. 

Out in Swampscott bay several bath- 
ing houses float in the storm, having 
been washed from the beach. 

Ekctric traveleis effectively blocked, 
and the snow plows sent out to clear the 
road huve met the same fate, Travel 
en the Boston and Maine has ceased, 
and the cuts have drifted full. 


Heavy Gale at Haverhill. 

Haverhill, Mass., Nov. 28.—A wind and 
snowstorm, which in proportion to its 
severity nearly approached the blizzard 
of last February, began Saturday even- 
ing and continued unceasingly until 
noon yesterday, when, after a slight in- 
terim of quiet, recommenced at 3 o'clock 
with increased severity. The wind blew 
a gale, causing the snow to drift badly, 
completely blocking the roads and rail- 
roads. No electric lines are being 
operated with the exception of one and 
a half miles in the centre of the city. 
The electric line connection with New- 
buryport succeeded in getting a car to 
West Newbury late Saturday, where 
it has since been stalled. Communica- 
tion by rail with the suburban towns is 
completely cut off, and no attempt is 
being made jo open up the lines. No 
trains have been run over this division 
of the Boston and Maine railroad since 
the paper train, which passed through 
here at an early hour Sunday morning. 
The snowfall up to last night reached 
15 inches, and from advices obtainable 


as to the severity of the storm, the 
Merrimac valley is completely snow- 
bound. Telegraphic and_ telephonic 


communication is seriously impeded as 
a result of the gale, which attained a 
velocity of nearly 50 miles an hour, blow- 
ing down at least 20 chimneys in this 
city anc prostrating poles and piling the 
snow into drifts to the depth of five 
feet. 


Hard on Boats. 

Lynn, Mass., Nov. 28.—The principal 
feature of the blizzard here yesterday 
was the tremendous tide, which, blown 
by the heavy northeast gale, reached a 
point that has not been attained since 
1851. The entire seawall at Humphrey 
street, built of granite, was almost com- 
pletely demolished, and 15 or 20 dories 
anchored off shore were blown ashore 
aud smashed to _ pieces. Numerous 
chimneys about the city were blown 
down by the gale, and not a street car 
on the Lynn and Boston has run since 
8 o'clock Saturday night. The news- 
paper train came in about 9 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, and the Bangor express 
arrived from the east in the forenoon, 
but, owing to a washout on the marshes, 
it was obliged to stay in the city all day. 
The storm wus the severest since the 
memorable blizzard of last February, 
the wind attaining the velocity of 55 
miles an hour. 


Trains Delayed From North 

Baltimore, Nov. 28.—On account of the 
blizzard in New York last night all 
trains from points north of Philadel- 
phia were frum one to five hours late 
yesterday. The Pennsylvania train, 
bearing yesterday morning’s issue of 
the New York papers, did not arrive 
until nearly noon, four hours behind 
scheduled time. The Baltimore and 
Ohio was compelled to make up their 
western train here, taking Philadelphia 
and Washington passengers through, 
and provided for the western passengers 
from New York by special trains on 
their arrival from the north. Trains 
on both the Pennsylvania and Balti- 
more and Ohio from the south and west 
were on time throughout the day. Dur- 
ing Saturd:s night and Sunday high 
winds prevailled on the Chesapeake bay, 
but so far as known there were no cas- 
unlities. 


Waterville’s Worse, 

Waterville, Me., Nov. 28.—Falling snow, 
driven by furious winds, has buried this 
section as never before known in No- 
vember. The wind began late Saturday 
night, and it was generally from the 
northeast, a great drop in the mercury 
accoInpanying it until six degrees below 
zero was reached. Early yesterday 
morning snow began falling and had not 
abated last night. Trains on the Maine 
Central railroad ran all day under great 
difficulties, as the enow had drifted 
badly over the entire System. No at- 
tempt to keep on schedule was made, as 
trains were from two to four hours late. 
Snow plows had difficulty in keeping the 
road clear. All the electric cars in the 
tity are stalled and no attempt will be 
mae to open up the line while the snow 


falls. Eight inches of snow had farren 
in Waterville at 7 o'clock last evening. 


Nantasket Suffered. 

Hull, Mass., Nov. 28—One building and 
one structure left standing between At- 
lantic Hill and the Ocean View House is 
the story, in brief, of the havoc wrought 
by yesterday’s storm at Nantasket 
beach. With the exception of the Nan- 
tasket chutes, and the main structure of 
the Hotel Nantasket, thewe is not a single 
building of any kind left of the various 
hotels, dance halls, bathhouses and other 
structures in the territory mentioned. 
The high wind and tidal wave of eae 
storm swept everything before them, an 
wreck and ruin now lines the beach. 
The property, exclusive of Hotel Rare 
tasket, was probably worth $100,000. A 
there is left of this is the floating debris 


and stranded timbers from the ruins, 


Shipping ‘Suffered. 

Providence, Nov. 28.—The shipping in 
Narragansett bay Saturday night hada 
fearful battle with the blizzard, and 
while no casulties have yet been re- 
ported it will be nothing short of mira- 
culous if some tale of a frightful marine 
disaster is not the outcome of the storm. 
The City of Fall River of the Providence 
Ww hic h was due here yesterday 
morning from New York, has not yet 
been heard from, and it is probable that 
she put into some port on the sound for 
shelter. The three-masted schooner 
Pardon G. Thompson dragged her an- 
chors in the gale and went ashore at 
Sassafras point, and a sloop yacht, which 
was anchored near her, was sunk.

It is known definitely that over 70 
lives have been lost in the wrecks of 
tugs, schooners and coal barges, and ii 
the steamer Portland has also gone 
down, as now seems possible, the work 
of the storm will carry the casualties up 
to 160, with over 100 vessels of all de- 
scription ashore, two set of them being 
total wrecks, and an unknown number 
probably beneath the waves of Mas- 
sachusetts bay.

It will be many a long day before the 
storm is forgotten, while its sad results 
will linger in the households of hundreds 
of families throughout the land. 

The managers of the Boston and Port- 
jand Steamship company state that there 
are grave doubts as to the safety of the 
steamer Portland. which sailed from 
/ here Saturday night. Every harbor be- 
tween here and Portland on the north 
shore has been heard from and one on 
the south shore, and in no case has the 
steamer been seen, The only remaining 
harbor which she could have reached is 
Provincetown on Cape Cod, and news 
from that point is anxiously awaited, as 
it is impossible to reach that place by 
wire. She carried 65 passengers and a 
crew of 32 men. 

Arrangements have been made with 
the government to dispatch the revenue 
cutters Dallas from this port and Wood- 
bury from Portland to hunt up the 
steamer. The Dallas will cruise along 
the south shore as far as Provincetown, 
While the Woodbury will make a long 
circuit from Portland around Cape Ann, 
and if neither of these steamers succeeds 
in locating the missing vessel there is 
little hope of her ever being seen again. 
A passenger list is aboard the Portland 
and at present there is no means of know- 
ing the names of those on board outside 
of her officers. The steamer had in all 
$7 souls on board. 

The Portland was built in Bath in 1890, 
and is a side wheel steamer of 1500 tons 
net burden. Her length is 280 feet, beam 
42, depth 15 feet. She was valued at 
$250,000, and is fully insured. 

The storm caused widespread destruc- 
tion at Plymouth, but no lives have been 


reported lost, although seven vessels are 
ashore and three are still to be heard 
from. 

Besides taking off the crew of the Con- 


solidated coal barge No. 1 at Pemberton, 
and a portion of the crew of the Calvin 
F. Baker at Boston light, the Hull life- 
savers also rescued from a terribly ex- 
posed rock off Gun rock three members 
of the crew of the barge Lucy A. Nichols, 
which was wrecked at that point. The 
Nichols was one of the two barges which 


broke away from the tug Underwriter 
late Saturday night or early Sunday 
morning. Her companion, the Virginia, 
has not as yet been heard from, and itis 
probable that she sunk with her entire 
crew of five men. Two of the crew of 
the Nichols were lost. An unknown 
schooner also struck the rocks below the 


House, and before she went to 
man was seen in the rigging 
making frantic signals towards shore. 
Those on the beach, however, were pow- 
erless to aid him, and the vessels broke 
up b their eyes in a very few min- 
utes. So completely was the schooner 
ground to pieces on the rocks that not 
the slightest trace of her name could be 
found on any of the small frarments.

SURRENDERS TO FORCE, 


Spain Desires to Avoid Any Further 
Effusion of Blood, 


But Few Details Remain to 
Close Negotiations. 


Further Discussion Between Commissioners 
Wili Be of Friendly Nature. 


Washington, Nov. 29.—It is the im- 
pression at the state department that 
the peace commission's work is now near 
an end, and that about two weeks’ time 
will about suffice to close it up. This 
idea is based on the belief that instead 
of undertaking to arrange the several 
matters yet to be settled in the treaty 
of peace, a general clause will be placed 
in the treaty binding each of the parties 
to begin negotiations in the near future 
upon those subjects. It was said at the 
State department that the next step in 
order will be to begin negotiations for 
the acquisition of Ualan, in the Car 
line islands, for a cable station. This 
will be an offer in all sincerity to pur- 
chase the island ata fair price. 

Spain has accepted the United States 
offer of $20,000,000, and at a joint session 
of the peace commissioners yesterday 
afternoon, consented without condition 
to pel OAs e Cuba and to cede Porto 
Rico, Guam and the Philippines. 

The Gocument presenting this pac pcb 
ance contained only 3800 words. 
opened with a reference to the ne 
terms of the United States, and sa ' 
that the Spanish commissioners, aft 
having taken cognizance of the tern 3 
proposed by the Americans, replied that 
their government had tried to give as 
equitable an answer as possible, but 
that they were not prepared to commit 
their government to the acceptance of 
the principles embodied in the American 
argument. Spain rejects these prin- 
ciples, the note continues, “as she al- 
ways has rejected them.” 

Basin; her attitude upon the justice 
of her cause, the noie then says, she still 
adheres to those principles ‘which she 
has heretofore invariably formulated.” 
However, the note adds, in her desire 
for peuce she has gone so far as to pro- 
certain corspromises, which the 
Americans have aiways rejected. She 
has also attempted to have submitted 
to arbitration some of the material 
points upon which the two governments 
differed. The proposals for arbitration, 
it is added, the Americans have equally 
rejected 

Spain's reply yesterday, in substance, 
continued by declaring that the United 
States had offered, as a kind of com- 
pensation to Spain, something very in- 
adequate to the sacrifices that coun- 
try made at this moment, and she felt, 
therefore, that the United States pro- 
posals could not be considered just and 
equitable. 

Spain had, however, exhausted ail the 
resources of diplomacy in an attempt 
to justify her attitude. Seeing that an 
acceptance of the proposals inade to 
Spain was a necessary condition to a 
continuance of negotiations, and seeing 
that the resources of Spain were not 
such as to enable her to re-enter upon 
war, she was prepared, in her desire to 
avoid bloodshed, and from considera- 
tions of humanity and patriotism, to 
submit to the conditions of the conquer- 
ing nation, however harsh they might 
be. She was, therefore, ready to ac-

Norfolk Downs Yaehts Were 


Seriously Damaged. 
Interesting Account From 
an Eye Witness of Storm. 


Experience of Two Gunners and 
Other Incidents. 


Wind, snow, hail and a very high 
tide were abundantly in evidence at 
Wollaston beach, particularly at the 
foot of Beach street on Sunday, and 
those who braved the storm during the 
day to view the ruin and destruction 
wrought by the elements, stood aghast 
at the sight which met their gaze. 

To many it was a revelation, 
them. 
before had been on occasions when all 
things were bathed in sunshine and 
peacefulness, but all was changed on 
this never-to-be-forgotten day. Where 
hundreds of men, women and children 
lounge about in summer on the green 
grass under, the shades ‘of the far 
reaching branches of old elm trees 
probably planted there by the elder 
Quincys,—was seen wild and dirty 
waves dashing high in the air carrying 
with them wreckage from boats and_all 
sorts of floating debris. 

On the lawn surrounding the resi- 
dence of Mr. McNamara at the foot of 
Beach street was a collection of 
buckets, joist, boards, tops of cabins, 
parts of small boats, sea weed, and 
vegetables; in fact everything that 
would go toward kindling a fire and 
the making of aclam bake or boiled 
dinner, except the corned beef. 

In the street, directly in front of 
the house was piled high in a tangled 
mass, two hundred feet of the Wollas- 
ton Yacht club’s float run and other 


for 


oars, 


lumber. Jammed in this confusion of 
most everything was the Yacht 
Yolandie, owned by Mr. Fred Loud. 


The boat sustained damage amounting 
to about seventy-five dollars. 

The hay and grain shed about tifty 
by twenty feet on the left of Beach 
street owned by Loud & Tribou was 
turned around and carried twice its 
length up the marsh land besides 
Sachem creek. The bridge which 
spaned the creek at this point, and also 
the public wharf were lifted from their 
pilings and carried up the creek and 
now rest close to the hay and grain 
shed, making a very good piazza to 
that building. 

One of the floats belonging the 
Wollaston Yacht Club is in Mr. Young- 
quest’s front yard, the other still 
anchored but stripped of its flooring.

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LIFE SAVING SERVICE. 


Much Gvod Has Ween Accomplished 
During the Past Year. 


Washington, Nov. 29.—The following is 
an abstract of the report of the general 
Superintendent of the lifesaving service: 

At the close of the last fiscal year the 
establishment embraced 264 stations— 
192 being on the Atlantic, 56 on the lakes, 
15 on the Pacific and one at the falls of 
the Ohio at Louisville. The number of 
disasters to documented vessels within 
the field of operations of service during 
the year was 402. There were on board 
these vessels 3113 persons, of whom 12 
were lost. The estimated value of the 
vessels and cargoes involved was $7,168, - 
390. Of this amount $6,410,530 was saved 
and $757,860 lost; 663 shipwrecked persons 
received succor at the stations. The 
number of vessels totally lost was 59. 

In addition to the foregoing there were 
during the year 365 casualties to small 
craft, on board of which there were 874 
persons, of whom 10 were lost; value of 
the property involved $199,705, of which 
$177,826 was saved, 56 other persons were 
rescued who had fallen from wharves, 
Piers, etc., the most of whom would have 
perished but for the aid of the lifesaving 
crews. 

The crews saved, and assisted to save, 
during the year 471 vessels, valued with 
their cargoes at $2,868,655, and rendered 
assistance of minor importance to 324 
other vessels In distress, besides warning 
from danger by the signals of the pa- 
trolmen 226 vessels. The number of lives 
and the amount of property saved 
through these warnings cannot be de- 
termined, but it is certain that numerous 
disasters were thereby averted. 

The cost of the maintenance of the 
service during the year was $1,497,676.55, 
which sum, however, includes $56,952 ex- 
pended during June and July from a 
special appropriation of $70,000 for the 
maintenance of 139 stations as coast 
signal stations for war purposes on the 
Atlantic and Gulf coasts. 


The Buffato Breakdown, 

Washington, Nov. 29.—The court of 
inquiry appointed to investigate and 
determine the responsibility for the 
breakdown of the cruiser Buffalo, when 
only a few days out from New York on 
her way to join Admiral Dewey’s fleet 
in the Philippines, found that the ac- 
cidents were due to neglect and in- 
competency on the part of the engineers 
of the ship, and recommended that 
Chief Engineer Bieg be reprimanded 
and that Assistant Engineers Simmonds, 
Mackay and Rodgers, who have only 
temporary appointments, be discharged 
from the service. Assistant Secretary 
Allen modified the findings so far as 
to retain the three assistants in the 
service, but transferred them to other 
duty. 


Willlam’s Finger In the Pie. 

Berlin, Nov. 29.—It is learned that 
Colonel Schwartzkoppen, former German 
military attache at Paris, while supping 
with Emperor Willlam at Potsdam on 
Sunday, detailed the whole of the inside 
history of the Dreyfus-Esterhazy and 
Picquart cases to his majesty, who con- 
templates taking some action in the 
matter. Chancellor Hohenlohe, Minister 
Von Buelow and General Von Hahnke 
will be summoned to Potsdam to discuss 
the advisability of an official German 
pronouncement on the subject. Itissald 
that the emperor, during his recent tour, 
conversed with several persons about 
the Dreyfus case, and it is added that the 
new points which he has heard have 
prompted him to his present action. 


The situation at Marlboro, 

Marlboro, Mass., Nov. 29.—All the em- 
ployes of John O'Connell's shoe factory, 
which posted a free shop notice lest 
week, remained away from the shop yes- 
terday with the exception of a few men 
who are making preparations with the 
annual stock taking. The strikers held 
a meeting yesterday and voted not to go 
to work at the factory. Mr. O’Connell, 
in an interview, intimated that all ij is 
employes were welcome at his factory 
whether they belonged to the union or 
not. There is no change at the S. H. 
Howe factories, but there is a general 
feeling that an attempt will be made to 
resume work inashort time. The situa- 
tion at the other factories is unchanged. 


Mystery Deep as Ever, 

Bucksport, Me., Nov. 29.—The town of 
Bucksport, as a municipality, has aban- 
doned its investigation of the murder of 
Mrs. Sarah Ware, an aged widow, who 
was found dead in a pasture with her 
skull crushed on Oct. 2. Detective Odlin, 
who has been at work on the case about 
10 weeks, made his final report to the 
municipal officers yesterday, the sub- 
stance of which was that he could not 
find evidence enough to warrant an ar- 
rest. It is understood that the evidence 
previously submitted to the attorney gen- 
eral has not been considered sufficient to 
warrant any procedure, and the mystery 
remains as great as at any time since 
the murder.

Losses at Gloucester and Rockport. 

Gloucester, Mass., Nov. 29.—As a re- 
sult of one of the most furious storms 
Gloucester has ever known, 29 large ves- 
sels are ashore about Cape Ann, and 
fully as many smaller craft either have 
sunk or have been washed upon the 
rocks. So far as is known no lives 
were lost. Probably the worst effects 
of the gale were noticed in Rocky Neck 
Cove, where many vessels were hauled 
up for the winter. Each boat had been 
thrown up at the inner end of the cove, 
many of them wrecked completely, but 
all badly damaged. 

At the entrance to the cove the schoon- 
ers Carrie F. Roberts and James 
Drinan sank. The brig Ernestine lays 
with her stern about 20 feet from the 
shore. The schooner Senator Frye is 
high and dry. In Harbor Cove several 
vessels are ashore on the flats. On the 
north side of Ten Pound island are 
five vessels. The other four wrecks at 
this point are: Schooner E. F. Merriam 
of Boothbay, Me., schooner Wilson and 
Williard, schooner D. T. Patchin and 
schooner Frank. Over on Niles Beach 
ies the schooner Rienzi. She is high 
and dry. Schooner Anna H. Mason is 
ashore a short distance to the north- 
ward of Eastern point lighthouse. The 
chances are that she will be a tetal loss. 
Underwriters’ Agent Hazen Fellansbee 
chartered Startie and Eveleth, and went 
to work to save all the small craft pos- 
sible. The tugs did grand work, the 
captains continually taking desperate 
chances in order to rescue life and prop- 
erty, the high seas and terrible wind 
making every move dangerous. A 
small sloop, name unknown, sank near 
the Copper point factory. A valuable 
new naptha launch also broke from her 
anchorage and went to sea. At Bay 
View the schooner Idilla Small arrived 
Saturday to load. The force of the 
wind drove her ashore, and smashed 
her into pieces. She is a total loss, 

The shipping disasters at Rockport are 
numerous. About eight small fishing 
craft anchored in the outer harbor area 
totalloss. Some of them dragged ashore 
and the balance sank at their moorings. 
The loss of these vessels means much to 
the owners, as they all are poor men, and 
their craft is all the property they own. 
None of them carried any insurance. 
Probably the most herole effort of the 
storm there was the rescuing of the crew 
of the three-masted schooner Charles E. 
Schmidt. 1 broke away and 


This vessel 
drifted over on Hale Knowlton’s point, 
going high up on the rocks. She lay 
wedged in, head to sea. The crew of the 
vessel were rescued by the lifesaving 
crew in the very height of the gale. 
Many other minor disasters occurred, 
the more Important being the demolition 
of the Hassachusetts Humane society's 
building, which was smashed by the force 
of the waves. The boat was in use at the 
time, so in this case escaped destruction. 


Large Fleet Lo«t. 

Vineyard Haven, Mass., Nov. 29.- 
fierce storm swept 
large fleet of sailing vessels, which an- 
chored off Vineyard Haven to escape 
its fury. It is known that at least four 
men have perished, and it is very prob- 
able that as many more have lost their 
lives. Twenty-one schooners, nearly 
all heavily laden, and one barkentine 
are ashore; four schooners, now 
lying at anchor, are totally dismasted, 
two others were sunk, and one bark is 
gesting on the bottom, entirely

merged. Many other vessels were bat- 
tered and partially stripped of their 
rizging. 

Of the fleet of probably two score ves- 
sels that came to anchor before the 
storm, hardiy one escaped damage. 


Many that were able to maintain a safe 
anchorage had ir headgear carried 
away by led by other vessels 
adrift. 

It is believed that Captain Nelson of 
the Rockland (Me.) schooner Is'and 
City, and his entire crew have perished 
The Island City was bound from Port

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Liberty, N. S., for Cohasset with a 
eargo of coal. She was discovered 
Sunday morning off Cottage City ashore, 
the seas making a clean breach over her. 
Captain Nelson and his crew of two 
men were in the rigging. The vessel 
was sighted by residents of the island, 
but they were powerless to render aid. 
No surf boat or life-saving apparatus 
were available. All the forenoon the 
men clung to the rigging. During the 
afternoon one man. was seen to drop 
overboard, evidently having become ex- 
utterly hausted. Soon after the help- 
less watcher$ on the beach saw a second 
man relax his hold in the rigging and 
fall to the deck. He was quickly 
washed overboard. The third man re- 
mained in the rigging, apparently limp 
and unconscious, if not dead. He was 
lashed in the cross trees, and undoubt- 
edly perished. The schooner is a total 
loss. 

Schooner Leora M. Thurlow of Bath 
Me., was sunk here. She lies in several 
fathoms of water. The crew climbed 
into the rigging and set distress signals. 
A volunteer crew succeeded with dif- 
ficulty in saving the mate and two sea- 
men, but Captain Roberts had perished 
from exposure before succor came. 

Another bad wreck is that of the 
schooner Abby K. Bentley. The Bent- 
ley dragged ashore on the east side of 
the harbor and pounded heavily for 
hours. A hole was knocked in her bot- 
tom and she is full of water. Captain 
Price and his crew escaped to the shore. 

The beaches in this vicinity are cov- 
ered with debris, consisting of broken 
masts and spars, stove-in yaw! boats, 


cabin furniture and fittings, lumber 
from the deckloads of vessels, and ar- 


ticles of every description. The gale 
continued until early yesterday morn- 
ing, but it was late in the day before 
a systematic search for bodies could be 
begun, ¢rd at sunset this work was only 
partially completed. It is feared that 
at least half a dozen lives have been 
lost in this section. The local small 
craft suffered severely, and many boats 
were dashed to pieces. 

In all the volunteer life-saving crew 
from this port saved 15 lives. Nearly

59 sailors, 
their abandoned craft, were 
by the villagers. 


Duxbury’s Report. 

Duxbury, Mass., Nov. 29.—Two schoon- 
ers, the Mertis H. Perry of Boston and 
the Edgar S. Foster of Bucksport, Me, 
were wrecked off Brant Rock during 
the storm. The crew of the Foster were 
taken off by the life-savers, but Captain 
Pike and four members of the crew of 
the Perry perished in the terrific sea. 
The other nine members of the Perry's 
créw were landed in safety. Both ves- 
sels were fishermen, and the Foster was 
on her way back from Newfoundland 
with a load of herring. Whenthe storm 
broke the Foster was apparently lying 
in a safe position off Portsmouth, N. 
H., but in the terrific sea she parted 
her cables and was driven clear across 
Massachusetts bay, bring up on this 
shore Sunday afternoon. She struck 
the shore broadside, and two of her crew 


were able to land without difficulty. The 
line was then thrown to the other 
seamen, and they wereallrescued. The 


vessel went to pieces. 


Wrecks Off Connecticut. 

New Haven, Nov. 29.—Several disasters 
at sea, resulting in the loss of a number 
of barges and possible loss of life, are 
reported with the arrival of tugs in this 
port. The tug Carbonero, with three 
barges, Kalma, Schuylkill and Thomas, 
lost its tow off Old Field Point, L. I., and 
the barges were driven ashore. It is not 
thought that any of, the crew was lost, 
though the extent of the damage is still 
unknown. 

Schooner Santuit, Boston for Newport | 
News, also reported the barge Indepen- | 
dence ashore near the Carbonero tows. 

Captain N. T. Chandler of the tug Sea 
King reports the loss of the barge E. W. 
Stetson, which went ashore off Minor 
Hill, L. I. The captain of the barge, hi: 
wife and child and a crew of four men 
were abeard the barge, but on account 
of the strong northwesterly gale that 
was blowing, Captain Chandler was un- 
able to render any assistance. 

The tug Hercules reports one barge | 
ashore on six-mile reef, Long Island, and 
two more that he had in tow are lost 
somewhere, but where he has no idea 
The barges were light, and for that 
reason he is not alarmed about the safety 
of the crews, though there is a strong 
possibility that they have foundered and 
those aboard lost. 

Among the wrecked vessels off New | 
London are the two-masted schooner } 
Ferguson, the three-master Maggie | 
Ellen, the Nathan F. Dickson, which is | 
sunk off Fort Trumbull, and the schoon- | 
er Hattie Douglass. The Schooner 
Kittie is reported sunk at Saybrook, and | 
it is believed that the crew perished. 


Wrecks on Maine's Shore. 

Belfast, Me., Nov. 29.—Three schoon- 
ers are ashore at Fort Point. One of 
them, the Forest Queen, of Stonington, 
will be a total loss. The schooner Tyron 
of Boston is on the beach at Fort Point 
cove with a bad hole in her port quarter. 
The schooner Izetta of Bangor is also | 
ashore. All on board the three vessels | 
escaped. 

The gale at Eastport reached a velocity 
of 60 miles. Very little shipping 
escaped damage and word comes from 
Grand Manan, N. B., that several fish- 
ing vessels in Grand harbor broke from 
their moorings and were driven to sea. 
Anxiety is felt for the safety of the crews 
on these vessels, |

It is believed that the steamer Portland 
was disabled by the storm at 10 o'clock 
Sunday night, being unable longer to 
hold up against the gale, and drifted 
onto Peaked Hill bars, and went to 
pieces. Boxes of tobacco, clothing, 
cheese, oil, etc., have been washed 
ashore, also life preservers, marked with 
the words “Steamer Portland.” 

No one will probably ever tell of the 
experience of the steamer after she 
bowled past Boston light, for, so far 
as known, there are no survivors. She 
was last sighted off Thatcher's light just 
after 9 o’clock by the schooner Maud S. 
She was then all right, and was holding 
her course. The storm then was filling 
the air with snow and the wind was 
gathering fresh fury with every blow. 
Still, it was as a whiff to a whiriwind 
as compared with the gale that burst all 


sand, with engines still working and 
fighting for the lives of those on board. 

That her boilers and her engines were 
still in good condition and working 
agrees with the reports from the scene 
of the wreck of her whistling for help 
being heard. Taking into consideration 
the way the steamer struck, and con- 
eidering the possibility of her being 
disabled and drifting, it does pot seem 
probable that her mar hinery gave out, 
if at all, until she had reached some 
point about northeast from Highland 
light. If her engines had broken down 
to the northward of such a point she 
would in all probability have been 
driven ashore somewhere between Ply- 
mouth and Nantasket, and ata much 
earlier hour than 10 o'clock.

Tales of Disaster Pouring In 
From Storm Centers. 


Hundred Bodies Probably In 
Boston Harbor. 


Hardy Life Savers Were Even Forced 
to Abandon Patrol, 


Late Reports of Wrecks and Thrilling Rescues 


of Storm Beaten Sailors. 


Boston, Nov. 20—A reporter who 
traversed Scituate beach, from North 
Scituate beach to the third cliff yester- 
day, was forced, by what he discovered, 
to the conclusion that the bodies of 10¢ 
unfortunate are rolling in the sea 
and on its bottom, or are ashore along 
the coast extending from Nantasket t 
Plymouth beach. 

This may be a large estimate, but it 
seems to be warranted by the facts 
which ha light, and by the 
discoveries of bodies at points where 
men are working along the shore. The 
trip of the reporter resulted in the lo-

cation of seven bodies in addition to 
those which had been previously re- 
ported as found or missing, and the 
finding of thr additional unknown 


wrecks. ‘ wrecks can be seen; 
how many more are hidden beneath the 
waves may never be known. 

But this is sure. That if no severe 
storm carries all the sad flotsam out 
bodies of will for many 
be picked up along thé 
shore, which in the summer time knows 
nothing of t danger and swift 
death, but, on the contrary, is the chosen 
abiding place of hundreds of happy, 
pleasure-seeking families. 

The fury of the storm,along this shore 
is described by all who were there when

effect than that historic event.. It 
was impossible for the hardy members 
of the life-saving service to maintain 
their patrol 1nd several of them had 
narrow escapt from perishing in the 
storm.

in a tree, Wre're he remained for hours. 

Matters are improving slightly along 
Vineyard sound so far as means of com- 
munication isconcerned. The best sum- 
ming up of the disasters in that section 
is told by Captain Hard, Jr., of the rev- 
enue cutter Dexter, who has cruised 
along shore. He says the sight in Vine- 
yard Haven is one of desolation.

The 
Dexter reports possible additions to the 
wreck list in two schooners sunk off 
Menemsha light, and two big ones sunk 
abreast of Presque island. The fate of 
these crewsis unknown.

They hadanun- 
eventful run until they struck Satur- 
day’s blizzard, about 70 miles west of 
Seal island. The schooner shortened sai! 
running under three-reef foresail only 
until Sunday morning at 8 o'clock, when 
the sail was blown into ribbons. From 
8 to 11 o'clock the vessel was tossed 
around, being constantly covered by the 
enormous seas which were running 
masthead high. To make matters worse 
she began making water, seeming to leak 
all over, where she had been strained by 
the heavy seas. : 

At 11 a. m. Sunday a big comber came 
down on the unfortunate craft, carrying 
away the flying jibboom, all forestays 
and headgear of every description. From 
this time until 3:30 p. m. Monday signals 
of distress were left flying, the vessel 
meantime being completely at the mercy 
of the storm. 

At 3:30 p. m., when 40 miles east by 
south of Highland light, a sail was dis- 
covered, which proved to be the schooner 
Hiram Lowell. The latter sighted the 
unfortunate Narcissus and stood up to 
her. About the same time the ocean 
liner Philadelphia hove in sight, and see

through fear that the additional strain 
would pull the schooner apart, as she 
was then badly strained and full of water. 
The Lowell launched four dories, two 
men in each, and at once began the work 
of rescuing the Narcissus’ crew, which 
was gallantly and heroically accom- 
plished without an accident of any kind. 
At about dark the last dory brought 
Captain McIntosh and Mate Almon 
Daggett, who gladly left the vessel to 
herfate. When last seen the waves were 
making a clear breach across her, and 
as darkness came on she was gradually 
disappearing from sight. 

Captain Nelson and crew of the schoon- 
er Hiram Lowell left Boothbay last 
Saturday, where they had purchased 
bait and ice, for a Georges fresh fishing 
trip. Before sighting the Narcissus she 
had severe experiences with the blizzard. 
She encountered the gale 40 miles off 
shore, and gradually shortened sail, un- 
til at the height of the storm she was 
running under bare poles. About mid- 
night a tremendous sea broke over her, 
smashing a nest of five dories, breaking 
foreboom, smashing bulwarks and carry- 
ing away the wheel box. When sail was 
made Monday morning it was found she 
had drifted over 80 miles out of her 
course. 

When the Narcissus’ distress signals 
were seen and the captain asked to be 
taken off, there was no need of calling 
for volunteers, for every man aboard the 
Lowell was ready and anxious to do his 
share in the work of rescue. After all 
had been safely taken from the Narcis- 
sus and brought on board the Lowell the 
latter’s captain and crew, who up to this 
time had no opportunity fishing, 
willingly abandoned all thoughts of 
setting trawls and immediately headed 
for this port, where they arrived in 
safety. The captain, crew and passen- 
gers of the Narcissus lost everything.
